peared, and that we are again permitted 
to affemble in fafety at the feat of Go¬ 
vernment, for the difcharge of our im¬ 
portant duties.

ibme of our principal.Tea-port towns, 
End with increafeo malignancy, and

'\A^iU we think on this calamity, 
and fynipathize with the immediate 
fuffureK, we have abundant reafon to 
prefent to the Supreme Being our 
annual oblations of gfatkyde for a liberal 
paiticiption in the ordinary bleilings of 
nis Providence. To the ufual fubjefts 
of gfatitude, I cannot omit to add one 
of the iirft importance to our ^ell being 
and fafety : 1 mean that fpiyit which 
has arifen in our Country againft the 
menaces and aggreilibn of a Foreign 
Nation. A manly fenfe of national ho? 
nour, dignity, and independence has 
appeared, which, if encouraged and in* 
vigorated by every branch of the gQ> 
vernment, will enable us to yiew, ua* 
dirmayed,tbe enterprizes'of any Foreign 
Power, and become the fure foundatic^ 
of national prorpertty and glory. ' 

The courie of the tranfaSions in re. 
lation to the United States and France, 
which have coipc^ to my knowledge 
durine your recefs, will be made the 
fubjeS of a future communication. 
That communication will confirm the 
ultimate failure of the mCafuret whkh 
have hgen taken by the Govtrnment cc 
the United States towards an amicable 
sdjuftmeot o( di^erences with that 
Power. Ton will qt the fame time 
perceive that the French Government 
Appears folicitous to ifn]1reri the opi. 
inon that it Is avetfe to a rupture with 
this country, and that it has, in a 
lifled manner, declskicd hfelf wilting |o 

receire 
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receive a Mlnifter from the United 
^tatea for the parpofe of reftoring a 
good linderftanding. It is unfortunate 
profclfions of this kind, that they 
Ihould be cxprelTcd in term^ which may 
countenance the inadmiffible prettnfion 
of a right to prtfcribc the mialifications 
which a MiniAcr from the United States 
Ihould poiTcfs, and that whUe France 
is aflercing the exigence of a dilpoittinn 
on her part to conciliate \'^ith nncerity 
the differences which have arifeiii the 
iincerity of a like djtpofition on the part 
of the l/niced States, of which fo many 
deihonfirative proofs have been given, 
Ihould even be indiredly queftioned. 
It is alfo wopthy of obfervation, that 
the decree of the Dire£lory alledged to 
be intended to reftrainPthe depredations 
of French cruizers on our Commerce, 
has not given and cannot give any re¬ 
lief ; it enjoins them to conform to all 
the laws of France relative to carrying 
and prizes, while 7 hefe laws are them- 
felves the fources of the depredations of 
which we have fo long, fo^uftly, ant^fo 
fruitlefsly complained. * 

The Law ot France enaAed in Ja¬ 
nuary laft, which fubjedfs to capture 
and condemnation neutal veffels and 
their cargoes, if anv portion of the lat¬ 
ter are of Britifh fabric or produce, aU 
though the entire property belong to 
neutrals, inftead of being refciiide<>, has 
lately reuived a confirmation, by the 
failure of a propofition for its repeal. 
While this law, wljich is an unequi¬ 
vocal a£l: of war *00 the commerce of 
the nations it attacks, continues in force, 
thofe nations can fee in the French 
Government only a power regardlefs of 
their eflential rights, of their independ¬ 
ence and fovereignty j and if they pof* 
fefs the mean, they can reconcile no- 
chiiig with their interefi and honour but 
a firm refinance. 

Hitherto, therefore, nothing is dlf- 
t;overable in the conduct of France 
Which ought to change or relax our 
meafures of defence; on the contrary to 
extend and invigorate them is our true 
poiicys We liave no reafon to regret 
that thefe laeafuree have bdlen thus far 
adopted and purTiied, and in progortion 
as we on large our view vf the por¬ 
tentous and incalculable fituation of 
Europe, we ibaU difeover^ew and co¬ 
gent motives for the full devclopcment 
of our ehergieeand refources. 

But in d^ofiftratlttg by our conduA 
fhat W9 do oot fear war, la the ae- 


ceflary proteAion of our rights and 
' honour, we fhall give uo room to infer 
that we abandon the defire of peace. 
An efficient preparation for war can 
^lone eiifiire peace. It is peace that 
we have uniformly and perfeveringlv 
cuVivated, and harmony between tn 
and France may be refiored at her op. 
tion. But to fend another Minifter 
witl}out mgre determinate alTurancca 
that he would be received, would bean 
aA of humiliation to which t|ie United 
States ought not to Submit; it muR 
thcfefora be left wiiW France, if fiie is 
indeed delimus of accomm ulation, tn* 
take the requifitc fteps. The United 
States will ftcadily obferve the maxims 
by which they have hitherto been go¬ 
verned. They will rtfpcA the facred ■ 
rights of embalTy, and with a fineere 
*dir^ofition on the part of France todciiR 
from hoilility, to make reparation for 
the injuries heretofore committed on qut 
commerce, and to do jullice in future,’ 
there will be no obftacle to the reftora* 
tion of a friendly intercourfe. lu 
making to ^ou this declaration, we give 
a pledge to France and the World that 
the executive authority of this couutrjr 
will attend to the humane and pacific 
policy which has invariably governed 
Its proceedings, ia conformity with the 
wUhes of the different branches of the 
government and of the people of the 
United States. But confideiingthe late 
manifeftations of her policy towards fq- 
reign nations, 1 deem it^ duty delibe¬ 
rately and folejnnly to declare my opi¬ 
nion, that whether we ncgociate with 
her or not, vigorous preparations for 
war will be alike indifpenfable. Thefu 
alone tvili give to us an eq^ua! treaty, 
and infure its obfervancc. 

Among the nTtafurcs of preparatiou 
which appear expedient, I take the li¬ 
berty to recall your attention to the Na¬ 
val Lllablifliment. The beneficial tf- 
feAs of the fmall naval armament pro,, 
vided under the AAs of the laft Selfiou 
are known and acknowledged. Per* 
haps no country ever experienced mure 
fudden and remarkable advantages from 
any mcafure of policy, than we have 
derived fro^ the arming for our' maru 
time proteAion and defence. We ought, 
without lofs of time, to lay the .founda¬ 
tion for an increafe of our Navy, to a 
fite fulficienc to guard our coaft and 
proteA our trade. Such a naval force,

one of its dreams conies from the weft- 
ward, and the other from the north¬ 
ward i and that the latter dream is the 
continuation of the St. Croix tp its 
fource. This decifion, it is underdood, 
will preclude all contention among iodi* 
vidual claimants, as it feeros that the 
Schoodiac, and its northern branch, 
bounds the grants of lands which have 
been made by the refpeClive adjoining 
Governments. A fubi^rdinate quedion, 
however, it has been ibggeded, dill 
remains to be tjetermined. Between 
the mouth of the St. Croix, as now 
fettled, and what is ufually called the 
Bay of Fundy, lie a number of valuable 
iflands. The Comftiillioners have not 
continued the boundary lines through 
any channel of ftiefe idands } and uo- 
lefs the Bau of PalTamaquoddy be a 
PA'S of the Bay of Fundy, thisYurthcf 
adjudmbnt of boundary will be necef- 
fary. But it is apprehended chat this 
will not be a matter of any difficulty. 

Such progrefs has been made in the 
examination and decifion of cafes of 
captures and condemnations of Ameri¬ 
can Veflels, which were the fubjedl of 
the feventh Article of the Treaty of 
Amity, Commerce, and Navigation, 
between the United States and Great 
Britain—that it is Iwppofed the Com- 
midioners will be able to bring their 
bufinefs to a conclufion in Augud of the 
enfuing year.

The 
learning dii'played in k was however 
univerfrily applauded, and tlie vacancy 
of a fellowlhip at Bxeter' College oc¬ 
curring before he could qualify himfrlf 
to be a candidate by taking hts firft de¬ 
gree, the Univerfity, as a mark of favours 
confrrred on him the necefiary diftinflion 
before the ufual period. The following 
is the letter from Lord Arran, the Chan¬ 
cellor, to the Convocation on this frib- 
jeft.f;

At this period the Univerfity of Ox*

In the rage of party it 
was. not likely that uty a^ive member 
thoukl efcape the diforders of the times. 
Mr. Kennicott adhered to the fde of 
Government* and in confequence much 
pf the abufe* then liberally diftributed 
asnongft the friends ef what was called 
the new iutereft, or Whig party, fell to 
his (hare *. He defended himlelf how- 
iwer with fpirit and acutenefs in the 
pamphlet we have already quoted* and* 
pS it, was fuppofed* dn a Newfpaper then 
pubjflhed* entitled The Evening Adver^ 
pftr.

Being tKua convinced of his mi^ke* 
he thought it his duty to endeavour to 
convince others; and accordingly* in 
>753* publiihed the work airea^ men¬ 
tioned. in 1758 the Delegates of the 
R7efs at Oxford were recommended by 
the Hebrew ProfefTor ‘to encourage* 
ainongft various other particulars* a 
Collation of alj \bofe Hebrew MSS. of 
the Old Tcftament, which were pre&rved 
in the Bodleian Ll^ary, and Archbifiiop 
Seeker ftrongiy prel&kl our Author to 
undertake the talk* as the perfbn beft 
qualified to can'ys it into execution..

On this occahon he publiihed the ten 
annual accounts of the progrefs of this 
laborious undertaking, by which it ap¬ 
peared that the whole money received 
from the fublcribers amounted to the 
fum of 9117I. js. on the recital of 
which Dr. Kennicott exclaims eReader! 
V/hat a fum is here! Let foreign nations 
read with afioniflinicnt this ftory of Bri¬ 
tons and their King, joined by one foreign 
Rrince and one foreign Academy, volun¬ 
tarily contributing for ten years thek 
feveral bounties, with a degree of p'ublee 
fpirit beyond all example, for the ac. 
complUhment of s work purely fublec- 
vient to the honour of Revelation; a 
work.fiicred to the Glory of God, and 
the good of Mankind ! And, under the 
powerful influence of this view of my-,

He had declared at the outfet of his 
vodertaking, that be had no d«ubt of 
receiving Irom the public the reward of 
hislabq^e. Accordingly, on the death 
ofDr. l^lhr^ in June X770, he was 
a^pqpointed a ^ebendary of Weibminfier, 
arhkh in O6lober he exchanged for a 
canonry of Cbrift Church, Oxlord. His, 
circumflances being thus rendered eafy, 
he jcntered into the marriage ftate on the 
■3d of January 1771 witli Mifs Ann 
Chamberlayne,' fitter of Mr. Clj^fnl^er* 
layne, of the Treasury. 

In 1776 he gave the public tlie fiift 
Huits'of bis long and laborious talk, by 
the publication of the firit Volume of the 
Hebrew Bible, with the various readings; 
amd this, in 17^0, was followed by the 
lecond Volume, with at general Differ- 
ration, whkh completed the work, 'fixe 
revifal of theprei'ent EngliihTranllation, 
cainefily recommended by him, has not 
yet taken place. 

Dr. Kennicott Sad enjoved an extraor¬ 
dinary firm ilate of health, which had 
not been fliaken until near theconclufion 
of his labours. He bad, we are told, 
been preiented by the Chapter of Exeter * 
to the valuable living of Mynhenyotc in 
Cornwall, which, we have been informed, 
be confcientioully refigned when he found 
himfelf incapable of the duty f. At 
length the infirmities of age began to 
make incroachments on him, and, from a 


remark in The Monthly Review, it ftenil 
as though his friends had the aifiiSion to 
fee him before his death in a ftate of 
alienation of reafon. This probably in¬ 
terrupted his laft work, entitled Re¬ 
marks on Seleft Paffages in the Old 
Teffament : to which* are added. Eight 
Sermons,” 8vo. of which 194. pages were 
printed in his life-time, and afterwards 
publilhed in 1787. 

He die^ on the i8tb Augnil: 178s, and 
was buri^ in the body of Chrift Church, 
under a white marble grayeftone, which 
has only the following infcription on it s

fofleflbr.—If the poor are idle and *w'- 
eiottiy they are reduced to fubfiA on the 
benevolence of the rich : and if the rich 
(I except thofe to whom health and abi¬ 
lity, and not the will is wanting) are 
felfijbt indolent^ and NBGLECTFUI. OF 
THE CONDITIONS ON WHICH THEY 
HOLD SUPERIORITY OF RANK AND 
VORTUNE, they fink into a lituation 
worle than that of being gratuitoujly 
maivtained by the poor. They become 
Tavfers of an elevated and dijlin- 
guijbed clafs i in no way perlbnally con¬ 
tributing to the general Aock, but fub-

This great praflitioner in medicin. 
was of a good York(hire family, and 
born to a good fortune, which be difii- 
pated in early life.

In his praftice 
he was no lei's liberal .than fuccefsful, and 
was extremely humane and nnerous to 
the p 9 or who required his alTiftance.

OF BIRMINGHArf, 

was a man of the molt accurate and 
various‘knowledge that ever came from 
his country, that ot Scotland. Whatever 
he knew he knew perteflly, and he feems 
to have known every thing with a moll 
difeerning I’pirit. He was a great feho- 
lar, an excellent natural and moral phi- 
lolbplier, a profound r-mathematician, a 
mechanic, and a very accurate obferver 
of life. HisSnodeliy would never per¬ 
mit him to publifl) any thing } and to a 
friend of his, an ingenious man, who has 
publillied fince his death, he ufed to fay, 

Stay till you are forty before you 
publilb, and J afn fore then that you 
never will.” He had a high opinion of 
^he powef of medicine when properly 
ajrpljed, and ufed to wonder at the Anafl 
doles of medicine given by the London 
pra^itioners to their patients. Of the 
fell'e appreciation we are too apt to make 
ot the happinefe of others, he ufed to 
give the following account : He laid, 
there was a Gentleman of apparent good 
health, oigood fortune, and of agreeably 
manners, ^o came to fet^e in a town 
where he rera<^. The Gentleman was 
continually u^aj^and complaining of 
his health and fpir^, for which he was 
laughed at by the principal perfons of 
the place, who treated him as a malade 
imaginaire. On his death-bed, however, 
he confefted he had been guilty of a 
■murder.” 

He fufpefled nypochondriaciAn to be 
fometimes owing to the operation of an 
a6tive mind in a Atuation to which it 
was not congenial. The ingenious and 
excellent Author of $andford and Merton, 
Mr. Day, wrote feme lines on - the death 
of Dr. Small (who was his jsioft'intimate 
friend), which have, Ance his own un¬ 
fortunate death, been iulcribed upon bis 
monummt in the church of Wargrave, 
BeLks.

To mention the defers of a gbod man 
muft be painful to a feeling mind, but to 
dwell with circumfiantial minutenefs 
upon every failing, to magnify error into 
vice, and fupprcis tfvery trait of excel¬ 
lence, is a fpecies of depravity, one 
would imagine, rarely to by met with in 
a civilized country, and ir/an age which 
calls itfelf enlightened.,^.I^xperience con¬ 
vinces us of the cont.'‘a'ry } the practice 
of traducing dettfti’Hd merit is become fo 
common as to lofe in a great meafure its 
enormity. But the frequency of guilt 
cannot juftify an offender; nor the exam¬ 
ple of thoulands ianffify the commiffion 
of a crime. No fooner is a man removed 
from this ffage of earthly exigence, than 
envy, urged on by pride, and goaded by 
malice, (tarts forth to fpread her baleful 
Ihadow over his memory : icarccly could 
a Burke retire to his grave (a man to 
whom it is hardly too much to lay this 
country owes her independence), before 
p McCormick comes fqrward. eager to 
difplay his fkill in the art of detiroying 
charaaers. But we need not look for 
proofs of the trufh of this obfervation 
among men blinded by the ratftour of 
political animolity, and fmaiting from 
jthe tting of diiappointmen|; the practice 
has peryaded every rank, tt is extended 
to all degrees* in ibciety. He, who is 
/determined to prejferve the integrity of 
his priifdples, and aft up to the ob|i- 
j^at^a# ipspol^i upon him by the purefl; of 


all religions, will necelfarily have many 
enemies ; the gay, the frivolous, and the 
unprincipled, will laugh at that virtue 
Which they cannot Imitate, and decry 
that excellence which rcflefts upon their 
own miiconduft. 

• When the merits of a man are brought 
before the tribunal of the public, and 
“ A Sketch of his Life and Charaftcr” 
profefledly given, it feems neceffary feo 
.the purpofes of juftice to take his vir¬ 
tues into the account, and to repreient 
till 111 at leait as faithfully as his fingu* 
laritics are •minutely delcribed. This^ 
however, your Correl'pondent G. C. (eems 
to have regarded as an aft of Aiper- 
erogatioii ; when he had drawn “ a cha- 
rafter rufTicientiy marked hy confiderable 
talents as well as^eat lingularity,’* he 
feems to have thought he bad done alt 
that his duty required. As I differ from 
him in opinion in this refpeft, and can-. 
not help thinking the virtues of a man 
principally render him an intereffing ob- 
jeft of biography, I will fill up that part 
of the pifture which he has left incom* 
plete, and reftify any errors lie may ap¬ 
pear to have fallen into. 

Mr. Alcock, the fubjeft of thefe flwsrt 
Memoirs, 'was , entered a ffudcnt at 
Brazen Nofe College, Oxford, at an early 
age, and at the ufuai time took his de¬ 
grees of B. A. and M. A. paffing through 
the intermediate exaniinatloiis in a man¬ 
ner creditable to hinifelf, and ratis&ftor|' 
to the fociety of which he was a membt’i'* 
Dr. Slilppen* then principal of !|p|razen 
No(e, who is ftill remeomered for the 
ftrift difcipline he maintained, took no¬ 
tice of his%iicrit, and once paid him the 
compliment of requeffing a ^ond reci|a^ 
of his declamatioii, “ 8n account of ■ the 
rtici'it (as he expreffed himfetl^ w, the 
compovrion.” At that time'it-was 
cuffoma^ for every ftudent, wlw abffemed' 
himiCelf from morning pni^Sp to deliver 
to'the principal a copy of Lstfin verfes, 
in which he eod^voured to excafe liis 

aeghgimee# 
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M^ltgcncey and to avert the punifltment 
had incurred. .On thefe’occafions 
Mr.' A. diftinguilbed himfelf by the 
tice of his Latin, and the ingenuity 
'Ofnis defence. His ferviccs were fre¬ 
quently volunteeied in the caufe of an 
offending fellow-lludent, and many a 
criminal owed his acquittal to the ability 
of his unlufpe^ted advocate. From an 
unfortunate coincidence of circuraflances, 
beinir difimpointed in his hope of be¬ 
coming a fellow of that refpe^able fo- 
ciety, ne found it necelTary to leave Ox¬ 
ford, and ffiire^ a curacy In the coun- 
try. That vendPable feat of learning, 

Where thro’ poetic fcenes the genius 
roves, 

•• Or wanders wild in academic groves,” 

he quitted with the utmoff regret; yield¬ 
ing to a power it was vain to con^end^ 
againft, he fucceeded in obtaining, after 
fome difficulty, the fmall cure of Stone- 
houfe in Devonfhire, and with this tri- 
! fKng pittance contrived to maintain his 
independence, and to gain the refpeff as ‘ 
well as love of his partfiiioners. Aware 
of a truth, of which many feem to be 
ignorant, that the condu^f of the clergy 
is of the greateff confeqiience to tTie 
caufe of religion, he determined ffe.idily 
to perform all the duties of his office, 
unmoved by the fear Angularity, un- 
biaff^. by any confideration of worldly 
advantage. To this refulution he ad¬ 
hered in the loweff circumffancts of his 
fortune j and when his merit had brought 
him forward, and placed him in a more 
comfortable lituation, he ftill perfevered 
In the fame line of condu£f. Though his 
leaminl; was profound and embraced a 
variety of fulijeAs, and his difpofitton 
fuch as would have rendered him the 
delight of any fociety, he chofe rather to 
fpend his life in the calm retreat of do- 
meftic privacy, amid the circle of a few 
^itA triends, than fuffer the vexations 
which a more public^ entrance intn the 
world, and a general* and enlarged ac> 
iqfftitntance, always induce. From thii 
ptAlfved turn at mind, as well as from a 
fftrong principle of duty, which regulated 
i«ll his .condi^ he took more pleaAu e 
.!lti inHro^i)lil||^ advifinj|,thofe who 
vlRood counfel, itt reproving

from convhElion a firm believer and ftcady 
fupporter of the do£f rines of the Church 
of England. Candid however, and li¬ 
beral in this refpeff, he willingly liftened 
to object ions, when he thought them 
confcientloufly urged, and felt no refent- 
inent againft thole whom he could not 
convince. Well verfed in* the ftudy of 
divinity, and acquainted with every tning 
that concerned his faith, it rarely hap¬ 
pened but his arguments removed the 
doubts, anflafatisfied the fcruples of the 
wavering. An eminent ihftance of his 
fuccefs in recovering to the bofom of the 
church the heir of a refpeflabie family in 
Hevonfliire, who, led away by the force 
of an heated imagination and the fug- 
geffions of a few artful *hien, had been 
induced to join a modern feft, is well 
known, and I bclteve gratefully acknow¬ 
ledged. In politics, as foreign to his 
profeffton, he interfered but little ; he 
wiftied well to the libfrties of his coun¬ 
try, and thought them moft likely to be 
preferved under the a'ufpices of a good 
King. With a cool penetrating judg- 
ment^ pofleflmg gieat Itrength of mind, 
he was, immoveable in his refolves; 
hence he was ffeady in his friendihips, 
and Axed in his averfions. His aver- 
fions, however, were few ; if any ablent 
perlbn became the tqpic of converJation, 
and fell under the difpleafure of calum¬ 
niating goffips, he always ftood forth iu 
his defence jVand, when he could 
longer be blin^o the follies wUch ffarjetll ’ 
him in the fac^he ffrove to palliat* 
what he could not apfifove. 

' To Ills relations he '^^as generous and 
indulgent, ever ready to relieve their 
wants, and alleviate their diffreffes. 
Thofe who were pining in obfeurity, and 
unable to advance' them&ires in the 
world, he refeued from poverty, and 
placed in Aich fituations as afforded thent 
an opportunity of becoming refpe^able 
members of the community. To many, 
whole mifcondyfl would have juftified 
neglect, he continued his bounty. A 
favourite fentiment qf his from Seneca, 
will exemplify this part of his charti£la'; 
“ Bis dat, qui cito dat,” He freely dife 
tributed amt^g his friends a portion of 
,that property m his life time, which at 
his deatn he meapt to be wholly theirs. 
He was unfortunate in a fecond matri* 
monial connexion, which he entered intO' 
at an advanceti^ period of life, conffrming 
the truth of one of Dr. ^Johnfon’s re¬ 
marks, that thojS; whom marriage doea 
not find equal, it ieldom makes fo,” 

Tbit 
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This lady was, in almoft every thin^, 
'the direit oppcfite of himfelf. He evi¬ 
dently drooped for fprfie years previous 
to his death, which happened the be¬ 
ginning of Augiitt (not September, as 
our Correfpondent G. C. nates) 1798, 
aving nearly attained to the 90th year 


of his age. As his life had been amiable 
and ufeiul, fo his death was tranquil, and 
undilturbed by any fears of futurity.

OT 

THE VENETIAN STAGE t 

A chop HINT FOR TH£ REDORMATION OF OVR OWN. 


T he Venetian Stage h#d long been 
in poileifion of Goldoni, a dramatic 
poet, who, by introducing buftle and 
Ihew into his pieces, and writing princi. 
pally to the level of ‘the Gondoliers, 
arrived to the firft degree of popularity 
in Venice. He had a riVal in Pietro 
Chiari, whom the beft critics eve® thought 
worfe than Goldoni; but fuch an epio- 
demic phrenzy feiz^ the Venetians in 
favour of thefe two writers, that it 
quickly fpread itfelf to almoft all parts 
«f Italy, to the great detriment of better 
authors, and the derangement of the 
public talle. 

It is difficult to tell how long this 
dramatic Mama would have continued, 
but for the following circumflance i 
Carlo Gozzi, a younger brotheir of a 
noble family, was tl^ that attacked 
Goldoni and Chiari, and many others 
foon followed. The two bards, finding 
themfelves thus attacked, thought pro¬ 
per to fufpend their mutual animbiity, 
and join to oppole their adverlartes. 
Chiari was a great pr^ firihblert as well 
as a comedpimoKger, lo that a briik pa^r 
war was quickly commenced,' which 
grew hotter and hotter by rapid degrees. 

It happened one day that Carlo Gozzi 
met with Goldoni in a bookfeller's (hop. 
They exchanged lharp words, and in tne 
beat of the altercation Goldmii told 
Gozzi, « that though it was an eafy 
tafic tuiind feult with a play,iit was 
Tery difficult to write one.’* 

Jcnowkdged •* that tb find ffiuft with 
a play was rratly very eafy, but that it 
was l^lt .eaikr to write Toeh j^iy* ie 
Would eleale fo thoughtlefs a Nation a* 
the addnfg, with a tone of 

copteoiyilftliiMf^t fa^ iuKl a goed mind to 
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make all Venice run to fee the tale of tbe 
three Oranges formed into a comedy.’* 
Goldoni; with fome of his partisans then 
in the ffiop, challenged Gozzi to do it, 
if he could ; and the critic, thus piqued, 
engaged to produce fuch a comedy within 
a few wedcs. 

Who could have ever thought, that to 
this trifling and cafual difpute Italy 
fliould owe the igreatefl: dramatic writer 
that it ever had ? Gozzi quickly wrotb 
a comedy in five afts, entitled I Tre 
Aranci { or. The ‘three Oranges ; formed 
out of an old woman’s ftory, with which 
the Venetian Clitldren'<«re much enter¬ 
tained by their nurles. The comedy 
was afito, and the three beautiful 
Princefles, born of the three enchanted 
Omnges, made all Venice crowd to tbe 
tlieatrc of St. Angelo. 

It mUy be ealily imagined that Goldoni 
and Chiari were not fpared in the tre 
Aranci. Gozzi found means to intro¬ 
duce in it a good many of their theatrical 
abfurdities, and expofed them to public 
derifion. 

The Venetian audiences, like the reft 
of the world, do not much reiilh the 
labour of finding out the truth} but 
once point it out to them, and they will 
irtftantly feize it. This was remarkable 
on the firft night that the com^ of Tte 
Three Oranges was a^ed. The fickle 
Venetians, torgetting inftanjt^ the loud 
aeciamations wiA wtuth ttkejr had re¬ 
ceived the greeteft pSOt ef Goldoni’s 
aiMl Chiari’s phtys, now' laUgb'ed out 
molt obftreperoufly at thelli both, awl' 
applauded The Three Oraq|ei ia I ffidl 
frantic manner. 

This good fuccefii eneonrgged Gpi^ 
tQ< write flsei<^«Mhiv Wnfed in'% 



time fo entirely the tafte of the 
Venetian audiences, that in about two 
Seafons Goldoni was entirely llripped of 
hli'thei^ical honours, and poor Chiari 
totally annihilated. Goldoni quitted 
Italy, and went to France, conhding 
much in Voltaire's interell and recom¬ 
mendations, which procured him the 
place of Italian mailer to one of the 
Wincefies at Verfaiiles ; and Chiari re¬ 
tired to a country houfe in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Brefcia. •- 

Thof^jwjbo are any way critically ac¬ 
quainted wtfh the knowledge ol our 
Englilh ilage, cannot forbeai draoving a 
comparlfon between its date at prelent, 
and that of the Venetian, under the con- 
troul of Goldoni and Chiari, If the 
Venetians, forty years ago, were intrxi- 
cated with jable, 

and low buffoonny } have we not pur 
jprliifi and bobgabUm, our manual w/t, 
miff ruble pum, and improbable fablrs i 
j-with chai afters more drawn from the 
narrow or ideal views of the w'l iters, than 
from tnitb or general nature ? Nay, wliat 
is itill worle; are not wc in danger of 
■having our dage iuund<\ted with a new^ 
I'pecies of German tnorality ; where either 
the ranks of i'ubordinatioii are conliantJy 
etleinpted to be invaded, or proftitution 
I'uflered to triumph over the weaknefs of 
humanity f ^ 

It is no excufe to the writers, the ina- 
nufaflurers, or trartllators, of fuch pieces 
to fay, That they -M/Ori to pUafe their 
cujiomen } and if the latter are gratified 
with their performances, their objcfl is 
aitaitted s writers, infuired with a true 
dsfire of fame, fliould not leek their 
eitioluments in the ignorance or palhuns 
lif the public. It rs lliiJ iefs an excule 
' |0 thole of fupericr talents, to repoie in 
indolence under the exhibition of fuch 
pieces : (hey Ihouid confider .(^tnfelves 
as guardians ol the public talte, and as 
fuch it is their duty to draw oft' the

Our own times produce us finiilar in- 
. fiances; Garrick’s fine natural afling 
and tranfeendent powders loon put to 
flight the holt of pantomime niMigers, 
wire dancers, ^c. who infefted at that 
period the two winter theatres. O’Hara’s 
" Midas” had the fame effeft upon the 
operas which were,aboiit to be introduced 
into Dublin about forty years ago, to 
the exclufion aimoll of ail dramatic per¬ 
formances : whillt Goldlmiti)’s " Goed- 
jyJiured Man,” and Foote’s " Piety ia 
Pattw^s” put a ftop to a fpecies len- 
timental comedy, which, iflllead of the 
fpeculum Vita, was nearly converting the 
theatre into an half-informed academy 
for moral philofopby. 

We trull this hint will be fuificient 
for men of real genius. Some lye know 
to be well qualified, by their former pro- 
-duflions, for fuch a tafk,; and many 
more, no doubt, though unknown to the 
drama, who would find proper employ¬ 
ments for their taints m this depatu 
ment. The object would be far above 
the bare emolument of Inch a fervice ; it 
would be recovering to the fiage its 
prifiine charaSer— " DeleSando parittr- 
ii9Mcirdi>”-^knd giving the lule ard 
the example to flieciinys authors to write 
tip to this fiandard. In (hort, all would 
be benefited by Inch a reformation : the 
Managers would liave fuller audiences ; 
as, in addition to the /ee/j, the ttifierSf 
and indiffertntSt they wo^d have ,the 
relbrt and countenance of men of ,&nie» 
and education. The adevs would, 
eqjoy itlty'e of the benefits of their pro- 
fcipbii^.(b^tsving their talents prqperJyv 
exei'jtqd.

A t the conclufion of ^he Trial of 
Mr. Htiltings, that difgr3f;e to the

againA him, might intercept it ; and, 
vraile^ unconcerned for any incidental 
confequences of the trial, hopeful only 
that his reputation might ultimately 
rife, and its duration increafe, in pro¬ 
portion to the attempts which had been 
made to deprefs and deAroy it. 

If in entertaining this expeflation 
he was miAed by a falfe cAimate of his 
own importance, many circumAances 
confpired to create, and to juAify the 
delufion* s the enthuliaAic anxiety of his 
numerous friends} the refpeft which, 
even in the moA unfavourable times of 
his profecution, he experienced from 
Arangers amongA whom he occafionally 
mixed, but to whom he always fought 
to be unknown j the %arked intereA ot 
his legal advocates in his caufe, greatly 
exceeding the^mpulfe of mere profelHonal 
zeal, and adding a redoubled force to 
their accuAoroed eloquence, though all 
Arangers to him,before they were en¬ 
gaged in his defence; the animated re¬ 
plies which were* made by many of the 
witneffes^ both thofe who were called to 
4jie profecution and to the defence, to 
queflions put to them re^£fing his 
general charader; and the loaded teAi- 
monials of the native inhabitants of the 
provinces which he was charged with 
naving oppreffed, plundered, and defb- 
lated, not only difavowiug the complaint 
made in their behalf, but profeffmg the 
contrary fentiments of applaufe and 
thankfulnefs. To thefe neay be added, 
thoi^h of prior event, the addreffes of 
the AritUh inhahUants of Calcutta, and 
of the officers of th^army; the ArA de¬ 
livered to him on the day of his de- 

E wtiire from them ; the latter fent after 
im to England} which were fuch teAI- 
monies of general approbation as had 
never been beftowed on gny of his prer 
deceffors in the office whieh )k had held, 
though many were moA deferving of 
them.' His own heart told him that his 
intentions had been good; and fticcefa 
had invariably attended them. If from 
fo many concurrent reafons he had arro- 
pted to himfelf feme pretenfions to ce^ 
lebrity, it was not either unnatural or 
U^Blqpible to expeSl a P^ch larger 
1^‘tioi] of it in the event of his acquittal 
from fo fevere and complicated a cliarge, 
prefereed by fo great and ref^Sable a 
body,, and tned by faauguU a tribunal, 
with a ^rld (as might be laid) for ita 
aAeffors.

|u^ recor<kd witk that dreadful adjunft 
to the lateft pofterity: be mutt have 
^andoned-hls own country» or remained 
in }t an outcaft from fociety} nor found 
in any other a peacelful reftln|: place for 
the foies of his feet, except that only, 
,if there he might have been •permitted to 
end the fhort term of his remaining days, 
which was the fcene of hU altedged ini¬ 
quities, ^nd which had already pro¬ 
nounced a very different judgment upon 
them. Surely then the convtfffe ought 
to be his lotjllincc he has paffed through 
i'uch an ordeal, and flood the tett of it. 
^ot fo t the event of his trial leemed at 
the fame inftant to have doled the public 
attention upon it, though for a fhort, 
interval revived*by the generous efforts 
of his ever indulgent mailers, the Eatt 
India Company, to alJfviate his pecu¬ 
niary Ioffes, and, by an a£l of extraor¬ 
dinary bounty, to namp their approba¬ 
tion on his pail fervi^es. The merits of 
his trial are now Icnown but to a few, 
and a very fmAl portion of theie 
diilinaly remembered. To the reft of 
the world, if it recurs at allt the lengjli 
of its duration, and its legal iiTye, axe 
probably all that remain of it. Thus 
tar the plea of Davus, and his mailer's 
ihort and dectftve reply may be aptly 
applied to the cafe of, Mr. Haftings, in 
his appeal to thejuftice of his counary ; 

Non hominem occidi—non pafees in 
cruce corvos.” 

Well will it be for him, if no worfe 
deftiny awaits him. The virtues of can¬ 
dour and benevolence are gentle and un- 
ohtriifiVe i and, although the portion of 
the far greater part of mankind, rarely 
operate to the benefit of tbofe -who are 
the public objefls i>f them. The feve- 
rity of cenfure i« an aSlive principle, 
and when under the guidance of malice 
or prejudice, though but the breath of 
an indivtdiul give it utterance, it will 
fometimes overpower, or at leaft outiaft 
tiic ttili voice of applauding thouiands. 
Something like this be has already exv 
jWlenCcd j and, to guard againft the 
ruture effefls of filch a caufe, it was na 
tural for him to wifli to phee. CitltF 
the hinds of the public,- or in other 
as would enfure a conveyance to potte - 
. rity, forae memorial which' might ferve 
|t the fame time for a proteflion to bis 
^ture fame, and a juttification of his 
acquittal f ibr exalted as that Court. U, 
by which It wa^ prtmounced, its juilice 
may be, and has been arraigned." 


Mri Haftinga fihea enumeratee the 
contents of tfe preient Volume, and 
makes.hls acknowlegment fo lus friends 
tor the kindnefs and fidelity of their au 
tachment to him. He then notices the 
portrait of Lord Thurlow, prefixed to 
the Work, which he declaits “ is not 
intended as a tribute of gratitude, but 
the pledge of a ve!ier?.tinn furpafling far 
all that he ever iclt tor any human being." 
He than particiila. i/es tlx- bodies of meit 
who nobly flood fui'war4i in his defence, 
and to whom he owes his pi elen t enviabie 
fituation. 

“ Endlefs would be the tafk," he con¬ 
cludes, “ to enumerate all the benefits 
which he has received, which were ren¬ 
dered neceflary by his impeachment, and 
were heaped upon him in confcqucnce of 
it. To an ingenuous and independent 
ipirit^ fucli a burthen, under other cu‘- 
ciiuiflances, would be intolerable. To 
him it' is the reverie. He mull bear it 
through life, nor can he, n r ought ho 
to wilh ever to fhake off its weight.* 
Every benefit fo conferred ennobles tha 
heart which prompted it, .and does ho¬ 
nour to its o||ye£l. Like the poet’s de* 
feription of mercy, ‘ it is twice blett: 
it bleffeth him that gives, and him that 
takes.* His public friends of this de> 
feription have been many ; his perlbnal, 
not a few. Of the ^rft of thefe clafies 
are the h^ive inhabitants of the Brittfh 
dominions in India, who interpofed their 
confederateeb lufifages in his behalf. In 
both, perhaps, he may include a great 
paj-t of his countrymen, who united 
theii's for a dtfTerent though equaUy be¬ 
neficent purpol'e. 

“ It is to thefe laft alraoft exclufiveiy, 
to the Britifh inhabitants of Calcutta, 
to the officers of the army on the eftab> 
lifliment of Bennl, and to hts fellow* 
fervants of the Kttlement of Fort Marl¬ 
borough, .that he devotes the books of 
this imprefTion. He defircs that they 
may be ieverally prefented to every 
Gentleman who has already manUetted 
an intereft in the fubjeft of them, by the 
jioint addreffes to which they have amxed 
their names.

CBuie to rej^iLje at the predominancy of 
the good wmch has been its allotted 
portion, that he is content and thafilcful 
ibr it } and looks forward to the future 
with a firm and devout reliance on that 
Being, who has gracioufly and fignally 
protect him through fo many vicifli- 
todesof his life; who has lengthened his 
ienie of its duration by a greater variety 
cf incident than fuch as commonly falls 
to the lot of other men ; who hatii indeed 
Vifited him with difficulties and cala¬ 
mities, but hath caufed them to pai'^ 
without a ding, and converted them into 
the means either of averting worfe evils, 
or of producing fomc fubKantial good j 
who hfitfa placed him in fituations to 
becqm(t, as he humbly deems he has 
been, an infirument in his good provi¬ 
dence for fome purpofes beneficial to his 
fellow-creatures} and who hath con- 
figtied him, in,his laft dage of mortality, 
to tlie peaceful pofieffion of ibcial chear- 
fulnefs and domedic felicity*^ with the 
final hope, that when the dedined hour 
of his corporeal extlnilion ariives, be 
.flwll not wholly die, but dill live in the 
, hearts of many; and his name be tranf- 
snij^d. with refpefl to generations yet 
r ufibmn, through the protefling care of 
' thofe, who ftood forth to do it honour 
while the pofTedbr was living.”

I T has been the concurrent opinion of 
orthodox divines, and found inoralllts 
in all ages,' that in the difpenfation of 
God’s providence, good is often produced 
from evil; • and in the cale t>f the late 
Dmprefs of RulTia we may fairly infer, 
that public good was the >^thlt of her 
perfonal vices. 

A flight review of the reigns of her 
female predeceifors will fully convince 
thofe who ftudy political hiftory, that the 
Court of Peterfbty-gh was immerfed in 
indolence, luxury, and fenfuality ; that 
the extcnfive plans proje£lpd by Peter I. 
commonly ftyled Peter the Great, for the 
civilization and general improvement of 
the empire, had been totally abandoned ; 
and that, during the long inglorious reign 
of Elizabeth, Ruflia.was falling back 
into its original infigniflcance, having 
but little weight or influence in the 
affairs of Europe. Under thefe circurap 
ftances, had Catharine fucceeded ft) the 
throne by the natural demile of her 
hufband, or by a general free eleftion of 
'the principal orders of the State, viz. 
the Nobility, the Clergj^ and the General 
Officers of the Army, it is more than 
probable, that her propenfity to lenl'ual 
gratifleations would have enervated her 
mental powevs j tliat the vigour of her 
undcrllanding would have been debilitated 
from the want of exercile ; and that, 
rcligning the reins *of government, like 
her predeceflbrs, uncontjoultd, to worth- 
lefs favourites, fhe would never have 
made that confpicuous figure in the an. 
nah of Europe, which her critical fitu* 
at ion, after the firft a^ of the Revo, 
lotion was oVti', in a manner compelled 
her to afpire to. 

A deep laid confpiracy of a few pow. 
erful partizans placed her on>the throne, 
where either hcrlelf alone, or her chief 
adherents and favourites, did not think 
her fecurely ieated, till they had bar* 
baroufly put to death their unfortunate 
Emperor and the gujlttels Princeslwan *. 
Thefe atrocious tiimes, by whotnfoever 
committed, and wliether by the flicret 
direct mandates of. the Emprefs, or by 
her indirefl countenance and conniv^cci 


roured the fpirit of a nation, rude and 
ferocious in their manners, but religious 
and jull in the general line of their con* 
du 61 . We therefore find, at the com¬ 
mencement of her reign, murmurings and 
difaffefifion rifing into open aits of fe- 
dition and revolt amongit the troops 
and the inhabitants of PcjSiilurgh, as 
fooii as they had recovered from the fur- 
prize, %nd fubfequent ftupor, into vvhich 
litch a fudden Revolution had thrown 
them. 

Scarcely were thefe commotions ap¬ 
pealed by largefles and lair promifes, 
when the reception Ihe met with on her 
public SSntry into Molcow f, the ancient 
capital of her vaft empire, mull have 
convinced her that nothing but the mod 
animated exertions of her great talents ■ 
foe Government, and an unremitting 
attention to the cares of it, as well as a 
patriotic zeal for the profperity of tlie 
country, could* efface Irom the memory , 
of the unbiaffed mal's of the people the 
afliiflination of their rightful Sovereign, 
and the fi-ul murder of the lalt lineal 
male defcendaiit from Peter the Great, 
the idol of the Ruffians ; and let us add 
to all thefe ilrong caufes of difeouteut 
that national hatred to the government 
of foreigners, which had proved fatal to 
the Empiels Ann. 

Thus liiiniilated to great and glorious 
aflions, no fooner did Ihe return from 
Mofeow than flie afliduoully devoted the 
greatefi part of her time to the framinji 
thofe internal ordinanees, laws, inlti- 
tutions,and general improvements, which 
conftitute the chief glory of her reign, 
and feme of which are lo worthy of imi¬ 
tation, that it is on iliefe that we mean 
more particularly to enlarge ; for as to 
her foreign conquefts, and her political.. 
conduft with regard to the other Pdhi«r$ ' 
of Europe, they have been fo pften difi* 
cttflnl in numerous publications, that U 
is totally neediefs to recapitulate tluns.} 
but we ihall not entirely pafli over the 
fecret intrieue/ now bfot^ht to iig^tp j- 
by which the ever iaemot|bleL 
-graceful partittonof theahciedt kia^di^. 
of Poiaao was hiought about: aa dveot'

To the intrigues juft mentioned we 
lhall therefore dire6l the attention of our 
rtaders, before-we proceed to thole wile 
tiomeftic regulations by which Catharine 
inlurcd the permanency of her reigp, and 
the benedifiions of her fuhjefls. In h*is 
iiecond Volume, our Author gives a 
concife account of the forced eletlion of 
Count Poniatofflky, one of Catlianne's 
€tli favourites, to the Crown of Poland'} 
of the iublequent unliappy divifious in 
that difunited country } ryid of its final 
diimemberment, and the partition of its 
territories by Catharine, Frederick the 
Great, King of Piulha, and Joleph II. 
Emperor of Germany. The clandelline 
manner in which tl>is extrauidinaiy Re¬ 
volution was negociated, is ilius lebted: 

** Long before this plan was carried 
into execution, the Emprel's and the King 
of PrulTia equally felt the neceffity of 
conferring on that delign ; bur thinking 
that an interview between them would 
rot fail of giving umbrage to the other 
FtHentates, and that they might perhaps 
'fitsft' nu^s for difeovering the motives 
of it, they thought it in(>ft adviihble to 
decline it altogether. Frederick then, 
giving inftruiiioRS to Prince Henry his 
broliie;r, chafed him with a comniifTion , 
to go to Ruma. The better to conceal 
thefbjeU of his journey, Friiice Henry 
,|US)<lf cut, thet be intended only to make 
to jiis After the Queen of Sweden.

The Prince embarked at Stockholm 
in a plley that conveyed him to Abo, 
the capital of Finland. From thence he 
repaired to Peterfburgh. A Chamberlain 
of the Emprefs was difj^tched to meet 
him on the frontiers of Ruffiat General 
Bibikoif received him at the laft ftation, 
before the entrance to Peterfburgh, and 
conduced him to the palace that had 
been prepared for his reception, wbt’rC 
the Minifter Panin was waiting for hini J 
in Ihort, he received the fame hoiiouis 
that are paid to Sovereigns. The next 
day he prefented himfelf at Court with a 
numerous train, and dined in public with 
the F.nipi-el's. All thav pafied on that 
day was conduced with the moft ri¬ 
gorous attention to ceremony 3 but af¬ 
terwards all etiquette was laid afide, and 
the Emprefs and the Prince might fee 
and dilcourle with each other without 
the fmalleft reftraint. Every day was 
marked witli foipe fdlivity, or feme new 
entertainment 3 it would be fuperfluous 
to enter iiTto the particulars of any, 
exTept^ the fcitival given at f%arjkofelo, 
the magnificence of which is deferving 
to be remembered.” Here follows an 
ample delcription of that palace, and of 
tile aftonifhiug decorations and fuperb 
entertainments, wbich reiembles more 
the fiflions of the Arabian Nights, than 
an authentic narrative of real events. 
With pleaiure we refer the fpeculative 
reader to this inlcrelting ^art of our 
Author's elaborate Work, afluring him 
that he will be equallykfurpriztd andm- 
formed3 for no fpeifacle in any other 
part of Europe ever equalled it: and of 
this we have the evidence of ProfefTor 
Richardfon, of Glafgow, who was then 
:it Peterfburgh as tutor to the prefent 
Lord Cathcai t, and of foreigners of dif- 
tin^ion of other nations, who were pre< 
lent at all the public rejoicings in honour 
of the Prince ol Priillia. 

Among the various prefents, whicb 
he received from the Emprel's, was ob.< 
fetved ilie ftar of the order of St, An¬ 
drew, ftilf of vert large brilliants, to¬ 
gether with a Angle diamond, valued at 
40,000 rbbles. Howeycr, neither feffi- 
vities nor pleafure prevented him front 
actoinplifhing the fwret objeA of his 
journey, Xn the private converfations 
with the Biiprefs, the difinembennent of ' 
Poland was refolved on t Catharine and 
Frederick were equalljf* definut of un¬ 
dertaking this difnem^iiui^ hut fhcii 



could not do it withou?^ tliird ally. If 
Maria Therefa had been ftill foie miftrefs 
of the German Empire, they would not 
peil}ap9 have fucceedijd in making her a 
iharer in fo*unjult a fpoliation i Joleph IT. 
was not lb dilHcult. Turkey, France, 
England, might alfo have maintained the 
treaties, of which they were the gua¬ 
rantees ; but thefe Powers were fo eafily 
deceived, or fo indifferent to the fate of 
other nations, that Catharine faid to 
Prince Henry t “ 1 will trighten^Turkey 
I will flatter England } do you take up¬ 
on you to buy over Aufli'ia, that fhc may 
amufe France.” 

Prince Henry knew fo well the difpo- 
fition of jofeph II. and of his Minifler 
Kaunitz, that he Sfled as if he had been 
already in concert with them. He fettled 
with Catharine the condiifons to be ob- 
ferved in the difmemberment of Poland, 
and fixed the extent of territory that 
each of the Powers in ^his copartnerlhip 
fhould appropriate to itlelf. But the 
treaty was not figned at Paterfburgh till 
two years after, viz. in Fcbrimy _* 77 *» 
So far our Author, who adds to his owj^ 
authority that of the aforelaid Mr«Ri- 
chardfon, wlio, with an almoft prophetic 
fpirit, developed the views of Frederick 
and his brother at the time. 

A more pleafing fubj^fl; will now oc¬ 
cupy our regard, and place this far-famed 
Emprefs in the moft favourable point of 
view. Our Author jtiftly obferves, that 
the only mea^ of diminiihing the num¬ 
ber of criminals is to difleminate in- 
ftru£liun, folemnly to eftabiilh the prin¬ 
ciples of found morality, and to honour 
thoftt who put them in praftice. VVhile 
Legiflatbrs have been for ever multiply¬ 
ing laws againft vice (penal laws), they 
have always b«*n too negligent of making 
inftitutions in favour of virtue. 

Catharine wa.8 invariably lenfible of 
the bcneflis ariling from fuch inftitutions, 
and negle£led nothing that leemed likely 
to promife; a tendency to the profperity 
of her empire. At the veiy time when 
flie had the ftfongert reafons to apprehend 
for the fafety of her perfon, me' was 
bufied in all the particulars of g^rnment 
with as much calmnefs and amduity as 
If her reign was to be cverlafting. She 
founded Colleges and Hofpitals in every 
part of the empire: Ihe encouraged Com- 
nuiru and Induftry. ^Ing with real 
concern that the population of Ae coun- 
try was not propoi'tionate to its vaft 
extent, and that tile lands of the moft 
iertik provinces produced only feanty 
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harvefts, entirely from the want of hands, 
Ihe publiftied a proclamation inviting 
foreigners to come and fettle in Ruilta, 
holding out to them coniiderable advan¬ 
tages, a«d, above all, «he free exercife of 
their religion, with the facility of quit¬ 
ting the country when they pleafe, and 
of carrying with them the riches they 
have acquired. It was of no confequence 
to Catharine that fuch as came to fettle 
in her dominions were of a different re¬ 
ligion from that which flic profiled, 
provided they were cultivaj ty s of the 
ground, or laborious manutaJturers and 
peaceable citizens. As to the riches flic 
promiled to allow them to carry away, 
,lhe well knew that the generality of men, 
who have formed eftablifliments in a 
country, become attached to thofe ettab- 
lilhments in proportion to their import¬ 
ance, aivl have but rarely the relblution 
to quit them. Here we muft notice one 
of me few errors we have detefted in our 
Author. The conduft of the late Em- 
prefs ofRuffia,withrefpe6l to foreigners, 
teriipted by her well known liberality to 
fettle in her dominions,. was more poli¬ 
tical tnan juft ^ well calculated to pro¬ 
mote the profperity ot the empire, and to 
meliorate the condition of her fubjefls, 
by means of the fuperior induftry and 
ingenuity of foreigners, but extremely 
cruel to thofe who wi filed to return t(p 
their refpeflive native countries. It they 
accepted of her bounty, in order to ei- 
tablifli therafclves, they were immediately 
confidered as her fubjefts, and could no 
longer clkim the proteflion of their own 
Sovereign’s Ambaffadors at her Court, 
nor of their Confuls s thus that part of 
the proclamation which allowed them thtt 
liberty to depart the country with tins 
property they had either carried thither, 
or acquired in it, was evaded ; and evmt 
ihofe who received no money in advance, 
but only the regular falai'ies aUowed 
them for condufiling manufaflories, ot 
eftablilhing works of ingenuity Iwfore, 
unknown m Ruffia, had their paffpe^x 
fo fhamei^ully delayed by her Mini^fs, 
that, wearied out with repeated appli¬ 
cations, they at length abandoned the 
hope of obtaining them, and ended their 
days in her dominions. Thin fbould be, 
a caution to Englifhmen, how thw ent^ 
into en|»gements with tbei^iniflers' of 
foreign Princes} it being the gei^ru 
politKal maxim, under all delpotw 
veruments, to feduce ingenious art^ 
and manufafilures^ to leave their 
homes, by faoldiiMt oat to them 

t falariee* 
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i^ 9 rie 8 » wapj, .or rewards, than they 
iWMily receive for their labour and in* 
Ipenuity, but they (hould remember that 
Tor thefe tliey muft facrifice their liberty, 
and forfeit tlie prote^Hon of their own 
benevolent Sover^gn. It Is in Britain 
alone that foreigners may have free in- 
ei'efs and egrets; may reiide only ns 
long as it liiits their own convenience, 
and withdraw their perfons and property 
without any delay, or other impediment. 
There is icarcely a cnniiderable' city on 
the Continent which cannot boall of Ibme 
rich cima^^wlio has acquiied a fort one 
in England, and returned home with it. 
The Swifs, the French, tlie Italics, and 
the Germans, can ntied this isuth ; hut 
Englith fubjefts, who have relortul to* 
foreign countries to acquire riches, if 
they have litcceeded, have raicly Iteen 
TCimitted to return home, el'pitially from 
Xpflia. • • 


thefe advantages^ itoggther wUH fccnr^tjr

It 
mull oiUy be declared whether the child 
be baptizud, and with what name, II 
the perfon to whom it belongs dots not 
ciuife to be feen with it at the foundling^ 
hciile, it may be taken to the prieft ot 
any parilh church in the town, or to the 
poor-houfe, or to a mogaftery or convent, 
where they mud receive it without feru- 
pie or hedtntiqn. Whoever then brings 
It by coinmiflion to the hol'pital is paid 
tor their trouble, two rubles for each

regulations of fuperintendance, manage- 
niciit of the hou'le, &c. arc neatly the 
fame as that of the London Holpital;

who have been placed out to handicraft 
arts, or to hades, or are employed as 
ganler.ers, cr workmen in any capacity, 
if they are defirous of marrying young 
women of the foundling oroiphan homes, 
are allowed free lodgings in thefe inlll* 
tutions, and to carry on their profefllon 
for their own benefit. If this does not 
ftiit them, when they fettle cllewhere, 
they arc allowed 15 rubles each, to begin 
the world with.

Whoever is ap'^ 
pointed to any o^ce as fuperintendant, 
Ike, of Aefe inllitutioas. Is Cure to be 
noticed by Government, and in due time 
to be promoted for bis fervice in the 
civil or miiitari depactmeats of the

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implre. Abene&A^i pf9p<^io» to 
the fum and to his Nation in life, is re¬ 
warded with rank and title. And laftly, 
the holy direfling Synod iflue paftoral 
letters to all the members'of the orthodox 
KuiHan Church, exhorting them, in pa¬ 
thetic terms, to fupport thcfe S'ccellent 
inftitutions by liberal contributions.” 

The Medical Colleges, and every aid 
to be afforded to the fubjefls in time of 
illnefs. are inftituted upon the fjme be¬ 
nevolent fyftem, and facilitate Ae nieaiiv 
of providing, at a very trifling expence, 
for the health of the induflrious and poor 
clafTes of the community. But it would 
carry us beyond all bounds, if we were 
to (cleft only a fmall portion of thofe 
falutary regulations which endeared the 
Emprefs to the Ruflians, ^nd cancelled, 
in the public opinion, her acknowledged 


great fiUingi; over which we wifli tet 
caft a veili as the particulars accurately 
given, we doubt not, in theft- Volumes,^ 
are too indelicate for female readers; 
and, too generally circulated, might have 
an immoral tendency; we therefore con¬ 
clude the Article with afluring our read¬ 
ers, that it is a Work, taken altogether, 
replete with important information and 
entertaining anecdotes. Since our laft 
Review* a new Edition has appeared, 
and we hope the language is torrefied,

An Account of the Englifh Colony in New South Wales. By David Collins, Efq, 
^ 4to. Cadell and Davies, al. as. 
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T HF. frequent reduflion oftherations, 
mentioned in this Work, owing to 
fcarcity of provifions, affords the mind 
of the reader ample fubjefl for contem¬ 
plation. In the firft five or fix years of 
the Colony, we often find the inhabitants 
reduced to fuch an allowance of food as 
was barely fufficient to keep foul and 
body together^ and from thofailure (by 
accident or other caufts) of arrivals from 
England, the continuance even of that 
(canty allowance for a week longer vvas 
fometimes doubtful. Added to the in- 
suiequacy of the fupply for fair con- 
fumption, great havock was at^ fome 
times made in the llorcs by armies of 
rats, and at others the depredations 
of the flothful and dimottefl. 

Among the rood ftriking traits in the 
conduft of this feftlement, we obferve 
the attention of Governor Philip to the 
morals and manners of the cotrvifts $ the 
promptitude with which he^ always che- 
rifliea and rewarded the fmalkd advances 
toward reformation i and with,y|Aat dif¬ 
ficulty he brought himftif to I'lnftlotr 
capital punifhments, where ivpentance, 
or- probability of amendment, could be 
difeerned. His benevolence fliewetl itfclf 
in a tbouftiul inflances, but perhaps In 
none more clearly, than in times^of fcar¬ 
city ; on one pecadon we find that .he 
gave up cwt. or fiSur, his private pro¬ 
perty declaring tiaZ he wiped not to 
fee any thing mote m his taste than the 


ration which was received in common 
from the public (lore, without any dif- 
tinftion of perfons; and to Ais refo- 
lution he rigidly adheied, wilhing ^as, 
Capt. ■ Ctollins fays) that if a convtft 
complained, he might fee that want was 
not unfclt even at Government-houfe,^ 

On the aoth of April 1790. the ration 
iffued from the public llore to each man 
for feven days, or to feven people for one 
day, was * pounds and a halt of flour, 
a pounds of rice, and a pounds of perk j 
the a pounds of pork, when boil^, from, 
the length of time it had been in ftore, 
fhrunk away to nothing ; and when di¬ 
vided among feven people for their day s 
fuflenance, barely afforded three or four 
morfels to each. What a ration for a 
labouring man ! ■ The inevitable confe- 
quences of this fcarcity of provifions 
enfued j labour flood nearly fufpended 
for want of energy to proceed} and tl» 
countenances of the people plainly be- 
Ipoke the hardfhips they underwent. A 
female convift, coming from Rofe Hill, 
was robbed of her week's provifions j 
and, as it was to re/hee t^m 

from the public fiere, Ihe was left to fob* 
fift on what fliie could obtmn 
bounty of others, who, though 
famifhed themfelves, commiferatW

dn the ixtb of Majr a man dropped 
down at the ftore, whither he had re¬ 
paired with others to receive his day’s 
iubfiitence. Fainting with huiiger, he 
waf carried to the hofpital, where he died 
the next morning. On being opened, 

. his ftomach was found quite empty. It 
appeared, that not having any utenfil of 
hts own wherein to cook, his provlAons, 
lior fliare in*&ny, he was frequently com¬ 
pelled, fliort as his allowance for {he day 
waSy to give a part of it to a^ one who 
would fupply him with a vedel to drefs 
his vi£luais ; and at thofe times when he ' 
did. not choofe to afford this deduftion, 
he was accuftomed to eat his rice and 


other provifions undreiled, which brought 
on indigeition, and at length killed him. 

On the yfh of September, Governor 
Philip was wounded by cne of the na¬ 
tives, who, in a conference, miftook the 
intentions of the Governor. The latter, 
meaning to take particular notice of this 
man, Itepped forward to meet him, hold, 
ing out both h'ls hands*. The favage, 
not underAanding this civility, and per¬ 
haps thinking that he was going to ieize 



at the Governor. The fpear entered a 
little above the collar bone, and had been 
difchargfd with Inch foice, that the 
barb of it came through on the other 
IMe. Fortunately, vve find that the fpear 
^ing extia^ed, his F.xcellency was only 
itjinporarify difordered by the accident. 

' Ojj the 3d November 179a,'three 
warrants of emancipation paned the feal

eminently ferviceable, that the Governor 
refolved to draw him from the line of 
convifls j and, with the inftrumenf of 
his emancipation, he received a grant of 
thirty acres of land in an eligible l^uation 
near Pah-amatta *. Here was not only 
a reward for paft good conduH, but an 
incitement to a continuance of it; and 
Barrington found himfelf, through the 
Governoris liberality, though not fo ab- 
folntely free as to return to Bngland at 
his own ple'afure, yet enjoying the im¬ 
munities of a free man, a fettler, and a 
civil officer, in whofe integrity - much 
confidence was placed.” 

On the nth of Dewmber in the fame 
year. Governor Philip quitted the Ifland 
in the Atlantic tranlport for England, 
and the care of the lettleraent devolved 
on Francis Grofe, £fq. as Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

This GentiemSn left the fettlement 
on the T5th November 1794.) and the 
dire£iion of tfie colony was affumed, pro 
iempore, by the officer higheft in rank 
ftien on fervice there, Cajitaln William 
Patterlbn, of the New South Wales co^s. 

Governor Hunter arrived in the Re¬ 
liance, on the 7th September i795,^nd 
took on him the government in chief of 
the fettlement ofi the 11th of the lame 
month. 

Many of our readers will recollefl, 
that when Governor Philip returned to 
England he was accompfhiied by two 
natives of New South Wales; their 
names, we find, w^re Ben-nil-long and 
Yem-me-ra-wan-nie) •* two men (lays 
our Author) who were much attached to 
his perfon, and who withftood at the 
moment of their departure the diftrefs 
of their wives and the difinal lamenta¬ 
tions of their friends.’* 

Of the former ef thofe natives wq 
find, in p. 439, a very neatly-engraved 
portrait; at)d on this man's return to his 
own country, in company with Governor 
Hunter, Capt. Collins makes the fol¬ 
lowing repa^hs t

ben-nil-long had certainly not been 
an inattentive obi'erver of the manners of 
the people among whom be had lived { 
he condufled himfelf with the greateil 
propriety at talalc, particularly in the* 
obfiervance of thole attentions which are 
chiefly recjuifite In the presence of women. 
His drefs appeared to be an objefl of no 
fmaiJ Concern with him; and every one 
who knew him before he left the country, 
and who faw him no^^, pronouncetl with¬ 
out hefitation, that Ben-nil-long had not 
any defire to renounce *the h^its and 
comforts of the civilized lifia which he 
appeared lb readily and fo fuccelMuHy 
to adopt. *

Drooply obtains by accident 
the writings of his,loft eilate ; he alfo 
lelcues Mil's Cleveland from the bale 
dciigns of Leonard, and the unexpefted 
apjrtarance of Mr. Cleveland renders 
every jiToof of the marriage unneceffary. 
Defeated in bis plans, he pleads, in ex¬ 
tenuation of his guilt, the refpeft and 
veneration fhewn by the world to the 
knave or fool iwrflefled of Wealth, while 
Virtue and merit, when ** fteeped in Po- 
vci ty,” ai(e difregarded and defpifed.

Lord Holland faid, this was a fubjeft; 
fo unconftitutional as to admit ^of no 
debhte that was even allowed by hie 
Majefty's Mintfter; but in a matter of 
fuch vaft magnitude, he was amazed they 
had not deemed it prudent, as well as 
political, to have a Call of the Houfe. 
He did not fee any neceflity for the cook. 
tinuation of the Englilh militia in Ire¬ 
land, now tranqfillHty was reftored there, - 
and he knew of no reafon for it. It was 
laid, that they had all volunteered eheir 
fervices : he knew the contrary to be the 
cafe.

occafion. He therefore deflred fonle 
plaufible pretext, if not argument, for fb 
greaffan innovation of the Conltitution.. 

Lord Grenville replied, 'that if did not 
appear that any Call bf the Houft v>a« 
necelLsy, as there was not a Noble 
in it but who was acquainted 
progtefs of the Bill, atod etjuklly ’ ac¬ 
quainted with its purport. If Ibdl; yttu' 
they fanftioned it from the nec«lfi|V df 
the times, they would this year ftm.,the 
fame caufe for continuing it. Though 
the Rebellion was eatfnft^ flUl them re¬ 
mained fufficient reafon to continue Ibme 
EogHlh regimeqjts in Irdand, as it urea

theconti^iy. It may be faid ikat the 
motion inlrirges cp the Royal Prero¬ 
gative ; that he denied: as well might 
It be laid, that the withholding, or tnreii 
tefufmg the fupply* which can prevent

llin'ybg Qii war, ii^ged upon the pn- 
at^ative of the Monhrch* who h^d the 
power of xnahing peace and war. He 
wjii aware of the* manjf objeftioAa that 
might be darted to the motion. It might 
be Atid it damped the rifmg fpirit that 
ptevajkd throughout the nation, and 
throughout aii Europe agniuft the con». 
mon enemy. He denied tjhere exifted on 
the Continent iuch a tendency. He 
begged the Houje to coniider the rela- 
tlve lituatioh of RuiGa, Pruiria,.and the 
Porte, the formidable Aliies with whom 
we were to engage. Could any man of 
oommon fenle believe that cordiality 
' would exift between the Ottomans and 
the Ruflians ? Or fupppfe that the Em¬ 
peror and the RiiGians could agree in a 
common caufe ? or could a child in po¬ 
litic! be convinced that l^iGa, the Em- 
perofv und the Porte, could he called to¬ 
gether in any one caufe whatfoever, par¬ 
ticularly in a fubfidiary war t He was 
convinced of the impolGbiliiy. He ad¬ 
verted to the former “ General Confe¬ 
deracy j” (hewed how *Pru(lia, with 
‘ .i,;soO(Oool. in her pocket, fell off the 
firft} how the Emperor followd her 
example; and how, at this moment^ each 
of thefe powers are aflually endeavouring, 
each for themfelves, to fecure a lading 
peace with the French Republic on the 
bed terms they can. • 

He wras of opinion Peace could now he 
made with France on eligible terms;

He noticed the daihgers that threatened 
otir Ealiem fettlements from the irruption 
of Buonaparte in India. He obferved 
uifo ;tbat UiA Weft Indies indicated 
iympteins no leis alarming. Whilft, 
OieKfore, we had ib much to*apprehend 
at faome^ and fo, little to do with foreign 
■ allihnces, he would ever oppofecruftuiesi 
, then mfvedas before exprefled.

In four days he had a new 
rudder made upon his own deck, which 
was immediately ttiipped; and the 
Cullo 4 en was again in a Aate for a£lual 
fervice, though fiiii very leaky. 

The Admiral, knowing that the 
wounded of his own Ihips had been W'ell 
taken care of, bent hit firft attention tb 
thbfe of the enemy. He bflablithed a 
truce with the Commandant of Aboukir* 
and through him made a communication 
to the Commandant of Alexandria, that 
it was his intention to allow all the 
wounded Frenchmen to be taken ^orc 
to proper hufpitals, with their own 
Surgeons to attend them: a prnpofai 
which was well received by the French* 
and.jnhicfa was carried into effiedl on 
the following day. , 

The activity and generous Cotfidera- 
tion of Captain Trowbridge were again 
exerted at this time* for the general 
good. He communicated with the fliore* 
and had the addrefs to procure a rupply 
of frefii provifions* onions, &c* whicn 
were feiwed out to the fick and wound¬ 
ed, and which proved of effeutial uti¬ 
lity. ♦ .

yet the mind of that £rrat and gooJ 
man felt the ftrongtft eifiottons of the 
mod: pious gratitude to the Supreme 
Being, for the lignal fuccefs which, by 
his divine favour, bad crowned his 
endeavours in the caufc of his Country, 
and in confequence, on the morning of 
the ad, he iliued the following Memo¬ 
randum to the difftren^ Captains of hjs 
fquadron: .

On the 5vh 01 December, the dtviimtt 
of the troops of Modeoa, commanded 
bv the French General ViAor, and the 
Milincte troops, commanded by Gen.

On the £th, in the murta 
ing, thefe troops marched to Novat$, 
while at the fame time Oen. Louis took 
pulTeinon of Su2a, Gen. CalTa Bianva 
took poflelfion of Coni, and Q«neral 
Montnehard of Alexandria, and fwured 
their refpefitve Governors. Th4 Ml* 
nifters oi the King of Sardinia, miftak- 
ing the nature pf thefe movements, 
wkihed to organise a fyftem of general 
defence. They foon found that tbtjr 
were attacked not by a detacbmCQtt hht 
by an army. Our Commander Ir Chief 
took fome rapid meafures w eMouyagd 
the people, and to provide fifbllftenec 
for tue troops j at Clwvaffo he fifCjivetl 
the renunciation of the Xliag* bi 
quickened his march, Rnd on the 
reached Turinti In the courfe w the 
day the renuRi^on was accepted, and 
(igned on both fides.

Caftle was more magniheent than any 
entertainment of the kind that we ever 
heard of. Roafted oxen and hogflieads 
of ale have been before now given at fuch^ 
feftivities, but ifhat the great part of the 
Nobility and Gentry of a whole county, 
with moft of the fons of she firlt famijies 
in the kingdom, and the heir jippai'ent of 
the Throne himleif, fliould be alFembled 
under one roof to compliment a young 
Nobleman on bis coming of age, lays 
more in praife of his virtues, and the 
proud anceftry of his Houle, than could 
roluines written upon the fubjeA. Bel¬ 
voir became on that day the I'eat of the 
moft hofpitable fplendour. Every* mag- 
nificence which could fill the poliliied 
mind, was at the Caftle, and every joy 
which mirth and entertainment could give 
the ruftic was around fts walls. About 
four hundred perfons were received by 
the Duchefs of Rutland in the apart- 
melits, and fat down to dinner with her 
and the dulSe. The invitation was for 
Dinner, Bail, and iup(>er, but very few 
left the feftive board till the next day’s 
fun lighted them to their refpe£live homes. 
As many as the caftle could fupply with 
beds, or be lodged in the neighbouring 
hou&g, ftill remain, as the entertain¬ 
ments within doors and without are to 
continue till the Duke returns to join his 
Kgiment in Ireland. Belvoir was wholly 
illuminated on the occafion, and being 
.fituated like Windfor Caftle, had a molt 
iplendid and grand eifeft. The tiani- 
panneies were painted by Mr'. Peters, 
the'fubjefts Britannia triumphing over 
her foes; and Hibernia reeming the 
J-elcefter Militia on their landing in Ire¬ 
land. The number of perfons within 
Cde of the Caftle and without were fup- 
poled to be about ten thoufand. ;

YELLOW FEVER. 


T he following Extrafl from a Voyage 
to the South Seas, lately publifhed 
try Captain Coinctt, of the Royal Navy, 
is highly deferving of the attention of all 
Commanders of flrips and others who go 
into hot climates, as it exhibits a fuc- 
ccfsful mode of treating tlie Yellow 
Fever, a difuider, which, alas I has fb 
often baffled the fkill of medical ptafli- 
tioners (page 8o) s— 

** The whole crew had been more or 
lefs aflPefled by the Yellow Fever, from 
which horrid difoitfer 1 was hdkever fo 
foctuirate as to recover them, by adopting 
the method that I faw pra£liled by the Na¬ 
tives of Spanifti America, when I was a 
prifoner among them. Un th(kfiift fytnp- 
toms appearing, the fore part of the head 
was immediately fhaved, and the temples 
abd poll waffled with vinegar and water. 


ThI whole body was then immeried in 
warm water, to give a tree coutle to per- 
fpiiaiion : fome opening medicine wao 
afterwards adminrilered, and every four 
hours a dofe of Un grains of James't 
PowMrs. If tlie patient was tbirfty, tho 
diink was weak white wine and water, 
and a fllce of bread to fatisfy an inclina¬ 
tion to cat. An rncteafing appetite was 
gratified by a fmall quantity of foup, 
made from the mucilaginous part of the 
turtle, with a little vinegar in it. I ilfb 
gave the ftek* fweetrneats and other 
articles from my private flock, whenever 
they exprtfted a diftant wifh for a^, 
which 1 could f'upply them with. By 
this mode of treatment, the whole crew 
improved in their health, except the car¬ 
penter who, though a very flout robuft 
man, was at one time in fucb a ftate of

But' 
what, perhaps, gave King Charles the Second this peculiar polfelfion of fo many 
hearts, was his a(fible,ana eafy manner in converfing; which is a quality that- 
goes farther with the greater parf of mankind than many higher virtues, which 
in a Prince might more immediately regaui the public profperity. Even his in¬ 
dolent amufement of playing with his dogs, and feeding his ducks in St. James’* 
park (which I have ieen him do), made the common people adore him, and con- 
fequently overlook in him what in a prince of a different temper they might hav^ 
been out of humour at.*"—( Cibbet's A^ology^ 8vo.

, yi^Il &y8, that whfB a tumultdoua 
mob ai;e aifembM for the. porpt^ of 
riot anil.fedltion, if a pious aod reipe^- 
able peribnage appear among themy tfiey 
are immediately lilent, and with “ ears 
erefl** iiden to his’ harangue. This is 
undoubtedly in fome degree tiiue } but it 
may be added, thatftiouTd this very pious 
and refpe^able perfonage milchlevouHy 
encourage them in their mildeeds, they 
perfevere in them with tenfold vigour. 
The fame may be laid of our lyodern 
poets. They would hardly have ven¬ 
tured to pelter us with ** hyming Ty¬ 
burn's elegiac lirains,” if the refpedable 
name of Gray had not fet them an ex¬ 
ample. The rational admiiers of this 
cxce^lpt poet will«not be difpleafed by 
the fhort criticilm with which I fliall 
conclude this Niunbcr, ^ough they 
would have been better pleafed, had he* 
himielf pruned thole exciefcences which 
encumber rather than adorn his fame. 

When, after a long ablencc from Eton 
College, the poet returns to view the fpot 
where he received his earl^ education, 
and wanders in imagination over his fa¬ 
vourite fields, and by the banks of a» 
river which r.either youth nor age ean 
fiirvey without lenfatlons of delight, the 
reader expeiU to hear him exprefs the 
ibothing and placid i'atisfaflion which 
Inch feenes are calculated infpire i he 
opens the book, imprefled with an ardent 
prefage of the glowing colours in which 
the philofophic bard will paint tlie future 
fate of each ^uthful fiudent i one by 
his forenfic excellence arriving at the 
highelt honours of the bar : another 
guiding the helm of ftate amidil the 
itorm of contending faflions, and a third 
adorning private life by elegant literature 
and unaiiuniing virtue. Indead of ie> 
flections like the above, which the reader 
without any great violence to probability 
might expefl, how great will Ms difap- 
pointment be to find in Gray's Ode on 
a' dilfant View of Eton College, an 
indulgence of morbid melancholy and 
peevim defpondence, an over drawn pic-. 
ture of human mifery, and a ginomv 
compaflion for the unfortunate youth 
who are about to enter on the llage of 
the world. The poet indeed confeiTes 
that ” Gay hope is theirs by fancy fed,” 
yet in the following verie does not fcruple 
to with<^ every blofTcm of hope in tbefe 
words

Jhatn^^ to which he adds forrow with 
peculiar impropriety, as forrow, which U 
the effei} of various paflions, cannot be 
called itfelf a paiEon, and leaft of aH a 
yi/ry palJIon. But the writer is not con¬ 
tent with tormenting his devoted viflims 
with anger, fear, lharae, love, jealouiy, 
envy, &c. &c. he dvriTwhelms themwiich 
keen rcinorie, with blood defiled," arid 
moody madnefs }" evils which civi¬ 
lized ibciety leldom witnefies, and there¬ 
fore dil'gultingly unfit for a general re- 
fie^Hun like the preient. Neither is he 
yet content, but hunts the unfortunate 
tribe through life to poverty, dileafe, and.* 
flow coiil'uming age.” 

In the concluding verie a reflefilon 
occurs, that would with more propriety 
have piefented itfelf at the commence¬ 
ment of the Ode, “ Yet ah I why Ihould 
they knpw their fate? Indeed a'vs^ 
rational queltion, though rather , mil- 
placed ; and if their fate be but as, 
calamitous as Gray prophefies,. 
they long continue ignorant of it^ >

AN EASTERN TAI,£. 


W HILE India was yet an immca- 
i'urable toreft, and 

'Jay undiftui'bed in the mine by the 
. drodgery of European avarice, a tribe 
t^'Sativea had fixed their rcilden'Ce on the 
Vfideof the coaft, where the uees it^reeably 
admitted the fummer breezes. C|fthefe, 
JSdmoein was Sovereign. Beyond a ridge 
mountains extending to the 9outh 
, rare fittiaced another clan, with whom 
i^morin and his peo{de were at war. 
JSdiQprin, however, was the darling of 
Jiic fubjefls, and beloved by all ; .his 
humanity was unbounded, his knowledge 
uncommon, and his aSlivity lurpiiling. 
Hil arrows were qftfti known to foar 
but of fight, even till they feemed to lodge 
in the bofom of the clouds ; his I'pced 
iurpafied the rapidity of the rein-deer ; 
and the proportions of his peribn were 
exa^ and graceful as the growth of the 
- Cedar. His manners weic as mild as 
the morning, and his charity warm as 
the noon of day. He governed his people 
. with gentlenefs, and invented, upon plans 
his own conftrufiion, new infiruments 
for the ule of war, and new iports and 
games for tiie entertainrnent and exeTciic 
of peace. With the bark of therir, and 
the rtpd of the toughed trees, Ite tonued 
^ lig^hier fiiield $ and contrived to fix a 
fuch dexterity in the fling, as 
^ it to kill at the fartheft mark, 
sin was enamoured of flditude; 

though neither poiilhed by 
s, nor enlightened by experience, 
ib.iahtu^l refinement, and a fu- 
rity 't’o' thofe of his fubjeds. He 
d foinetlmes delight to fequefler 
in tire deepeft retirement of his 
amlwiiear ingeniously defirons 
explore ifib pl^en %ryfleries of nature.

than before, but he found that folit^e 
had lefs charms to aflbrd him { he often 
would calf his eyes around him, and aflt 
himielf in the iriotnent of defpondence, 
*' whcrefoi e he felt htnvfclf' unquiet ?’* 
and fometimes, rebuking his own dif- 
content, woidd exclaim “ O Edmorin I 
wherefore dolt thou repine ? art thou not 
the Ibvefeign of a thculand fubj^s, who 
aie loaded with arrows to prel'erve thy 
life ? Haft^ thou not the command of 
women for thy pleafure, even to a variety 
that puzzles thy choice ? Doft thou not 
fee the lavage of thy woods enjoy con- 
tcnl—why then doft thou figh i Alas! 
I am weary of myfelf i certainly folitude 
has occafioned my depreflion) I will feek 
an inftant relief in Ibcicty.”—Among 
thole whom Edmorin indulged with par¬ 
ticular tokens of his regard was an In¬ 
dian fage, whofe name was Ramor. He 
was a pbilofopher of nature, and>ibhd 
icquired his knowledge by an unaided 
application to her laws. •He was one 
whom the Edmorkieans univerfally re¬ 
garded as a man, whom the angel of 
death fpared in pity to thcmieives; his 
maxims were confidered as invariable, 
and his fenttments were held in the 
higheft veneration. He bad been long 
in the confidence of the Prince, who, at 
the death of Ifdabel his father, had taken 
the charge of hit education (liich as 
could at that early time be given) t 
Edmorin therefore felt towards him 
much of the reverence and duty of m 
child } and Ramor, on the other hand, 
united an equal degree of the afftfilion 
of the parent wjth the loyalty of the 
fubjc£l. 

.To Ramor therefore he communicated 
his uneRfinefs, and difclofcd the manner 
in which he felt himfielf affeSed : “ 1 
am miferable(fatd he, fighiug), yet know 
not wh)^; the verdure of the I'pring, and 
the glow of the fumiher, have loft their 
allurements; 1 haye no longer any de¬ 
light to glide along the rivers in my 
esnodi to ftick the ^nume# of viMory in

the fpriehtiieft of the women, nor regard 
<ae ufuS) their daljiances to pleafe, or 
their folicitude to charm—all i» taftelefe t 
1 am fiek with folitudc, yet haVe no reli(h 
for fociety: fomething is I'urely wanting 
to my felicity. To thee I have flown 
from myfelf, and do thou therefore miti¬ 
gate my diftrefs.” 

The hoary fage had long lludied the 
temper of his Prince,- and was intimately 
(killed in the chara£l;ers of man i he re- 
garded Edmorin with a look of obfcr- 
vation, and foon penetrated into the 
caafe of his diftemper; and, withoat 
any d'rvilities of prottration, thus ad- 
drefled him in the langasge of fimplicity 
and truth i—“ Be the arnguilh of njy 
dlild dlfllpatedjandthe burthen of forrow 
removed from his bofora« for if the voice 
of h)t fervant Ramor is regarded, and the 
wiidom of his inftruftions followed, 
Edmorin lhall be happy. , 

** Thou complaineit, my fon, that the 
novelty of life is over, and that from the 
variety of nature thou no longer caflft 
And repofe. To what caufe, therdfore, 
can ,thy inquietude be alcribed, but to 
thgt which even in the bowers of paradife 
could introduce anxiety : to the want of 
an elegant and virtuouv companion of 
thy throne and bofoin. Thou art dif- 
esntented, not becaufe the excellences 
that heretofore engaged thee are in them- 
felves lefs eIccUent, but becaufe thou 
haft no partner with whom thou mayft 
Aare the pleafure theybeftow. There is 
feldom any felfilhnefs in the foclal tem¬ 
per. In the generous benevolence of thy 
youth thou lookeft around thee, and, 
comprehending in one point of view the 
grandeur and beauty of the world, art 
unhappy that thou canft not communicate 
thy lentiments of wifdom and teudernefs 
to the objeft whom thy virtues have 
conquered and approvea. Thou per- 
ctiveft that few, even of the multitudes 
of thy train, are calculated for the honour 
of thy confidence i and ftili fewer for 
the am£fion of thy friendfhip. Of thofc, 
whom thou ruleft in the gentknefs of 
thy fway, many are the fport of^lajrfiil 
idbmefs or aAive folly, and more the 
flaves of infignifirant ambition t fome 
aw rwelUng with fpkert at the proudnefs 
of a tival's plume, and (bme age cont^ft- 
ing (in the bitternefs of rancour) about

ACCOUNT OF WARREN HASTINGS, ESQ. 


Sr MAJOR JOHN SCOTT.

M ft. HASTINGS was born in the 
and defeended from 
a family of great refpeflability, which 
for many centuries nad poflelTed don- 
^^lable eftates in the counties of Wor- 
cefter and Glouceiler. 

• The father of Mr. Haflings was a 
Cfergyman, and held the living of 
Churchill, in Gloucefterfhire, a village

Mr. Haftings chofe the latter, embarked 
for Bengal in the winter of 1749,300 
arrived in Calcutta in the fummsr of 
1750. The Englifli at that time were 
mere merchants, and Calcutta an ineon- 
Aderable commft’cial town. Thw had 
faflorksalTo iu’dlfferent parts of Bengal 
for the purpofe of providing an annual 
inveftment for the Eaft India Company, 
which was principally purcliafed by bul¬ 
lion fent from, England. To one of 
ihefe faflories Mr. Haftings was Toon 
appointed, and from thence detached into 
the interior parts of Bengal, where, in a 
feclufipn from the fockty of his country¬ 
men, be acquired a' knowledge of the 
Perfian language, which few then pol- 
feffed, thougn his example has fince be« 
Co generally followed, that it is now eri« 
tically underftood by almoft every civil 
fervant of the Company, and by many 
of their officers in the army. 

At the capture of Calcutta by the 
Nabob Sucajah Doulah in 1756, orders 
were iffued for the feiaure of every 
Englimman in Bengal, and Mr. Haftings 
was brSugfat a prifoner toMoorffiadabad, 
rhe .capital $ but being well known to 
many nwn of rank^at the Nabob^s court, 
he was treated with indulgence, and al¬ 
lowed tocrefide at the Dutch fiftory of 
Calcapore. When the fleet and army 
uudej; WatfOn and plivc arrived in the 
river of Bengal, Mr. Haftings joined 
Colonel Clive, and ferv^ as a yolunttcr 
at tik re Captum bit Calcutta, and at tkf

.bruary 1765 be quitted Bengal with his 
friend Mr. Vanfittart { his fortune did 
not, as was fuppofed, exceed thirty thou, 
fand pounds} the principal part of which 
he left behind him, and, bis remittances 
'failing, he was early compelled to apply 
for leave tOTetui n to Bengal. His friends, 
ho;-:%ver, had |hen little influence in the 
direHion, and his application was iin- 
fuccefsful. In the yt^r 1766,' Mr. 
Hailings, by the advice of Doctor Jdin> 
ion, propofed the inflitution) of a Pro- 
felTormip for the ftudy of the Perfian 
Language at Oxford, and might have 
been at the liead of that inlfituiion at 
tills moment, if, fortfinately for his 
country, a change in the politics of 
Leatlenhall-flrect had not taken place. 
In the wintt'r of 17 66 the affairs* of the 
Eaft India Company were brought before 
Parliament, and Mr. Haliings was exa-. 
mined for ieveral hours at the tar of the 
Houfe of Ccmmoips, jvhere the informa¬ 
tion which he gave was fo clear and fa- 
tisfa^fory, that it brought him into ge¬ 
neral notice. 

A change in'* the next year took place 
in Leadenhall Itreet, and he was ap¬ 
pointed fecond member oi the adminilfra- 
tion at Madras, and to lucceed to the 
government. He left England in the 
winter of 176^, and remained at Madras 
.until January 177a, when he proceeded 
to Bengal, being appointed by the Com¬ 
pany to fill that government, and with 
unlimited powers. This appointment 
be lecelved very unexpe6lediy, and with¬ 
out folicitation on his part. The cir- 
cumftances which led to it properly make 
a part of his hiltory. 

In the year 1765 the Company ob¬ 
tained the fovereignty of Bengal, which 
Lord Clive had affur^ them vvotild yield, 
after the payment of every ppffible ex¬ 
pence, a clear profit of a million per 
annum: the confcquence of this repm- 
fthtation was, that their ftock role to 
double its former value, and the King’s 
Minifters claimed a right t8 Bengal for 
.klie natioto. To prevent the agitation of 
'this oueftiqn of .right, the Company 
agreea to pay five hundred thoufand 
pounds a. year tp Government, ami they

The Company did not impute tbaii' 
difappointinent to a want of ability in.. 
Bengal to yield a million furplus, but lo 
the defe^ive fytfem which Lord CliVi 
had effabliihed, whofe principle it was 
to leave the colleffion of the revenues, 
and the adminilfration of julfice, in tW 
hands of a native minifter j they detef- 
mined, therefore, to try a new experi¬ 
ment : they difplaced the native minifter, 
aqd left it to the Britilh Government of 
Bengal to form a new fyftem, to be di- 
redlcd by their own adminiftration. 

At the head of this adminiftration, and 
with unlimited authority, they placiwl 
Mr. Haftings ; and the man who was 
reje^ed in 1766, when he applied.tb 
return upon ayy terms to Ben^l,. Wno 
was reduced by tbeir refulal to propofii 
the inftitution of a profelTorlliip at Ox¬ 
ford as a plan for adding to* his means ^. 
fubiiftence, was, without any folicitatioA 
of his own, appointed to fill the higheft 
office which a Britiih fubjefi could pof- 
fcl’s. 

In April 177a Mr. Haftings alTunitd 
the government of Bengal, and for twe 
years was fedulouily employed in forming 
and carrying into effea tnoie plans and 
regulations under which Bengal has for 
fix-and-twenty years enjoy^ internal 
tranquillity, the natives private fecurky' 
and happinefs, and the Britilh nation the 
greateit public advantages. In this,

Were we not writing at a period wheft 
tlie events are.freili in our recollefiien, it 
could haidly be credited, that the Houle 
of Commons, during the moft critic^ 
period of the wai, voted the recal of .Mr. 
Hadings—a vote whidWthe better fcafe 
of the Company refifttd ; and for fo 
doing, at a l'ub|eqijent period, the Mem- 
bcr'^Mr. Dundas) Who moved the recal 
declaied that the Company deferved tbe- 
thanks of the public. 

Mr. Haliings was cxprefsly defired by 
the Company to retain the government 
until peace wA completely reftored in 
India. He did fo, and on the return of 
trapqiiillity, applied for the appointment 
of a fvcceft'ur, and notified his intention 
to return to England. 

The meafures which were at that time 
purl'ued in England prevented the Com¬ 
pany from appointing a lucceffor to Mr. 
Haftings. In N veir-ber 1783 Mr. Fox 
propoied his celebrated India Bill. It 
was rejedtd by the Iloufe of Lords, and 
Ihs adminilfcaiion difmifli^. «Under the 
new rainiflry, a iyftem was fj-amed for 
the government of India. Full jultice' 
was done to the merits of Mr. Haftings j 
thanks were tranfmitted to him for liis 
long, faithful, and able fervices by the 
Company; and in compliance with hiS 
requeft a. fucesfibr was appointed. 

In June 17^5 Mr. Haftings arrived ia 
England, and wus received With every 
mark of attention by his Sovereign, titb 
Minifters, and the Eaft India Company. 
The Direilors repeated their thanks tci 
him unanimouily for his long, falthfuly 
ahd valuable lervices. On leaving Ben¬ 
gal, public addrefles-were preftinted tb. 
him by the Britifh fubje^s of Calcutta, 
regretting hk depaitute, and ftatifig trt 
-firong terms his beneficial exertions itt 
the: public fervice. Similar addrelTes 
were tranfmitted to him from the'armyi^ 
and he appears to have been held in 
verlal v«ierll:ion by the natives of Indisu

thirty millions. In 1785 flie had loft 
America, fome of her Weft India Illands, 
Minorca, and her debt was two hundred 
and fixty millions. It was broadly ftated 
by Mr. Dundas, and not denied, tflat 
Bengal had been in a progreifive ftate of 
improvement under the Britilh govern¬ 
ment. Fafls of public notoriety proved 
the truth of this afiertion ; but what in¬ 
dividual unfupported mftrit can refill the 
fury of Party ? On the day Mr. Haft- 
ings arrived in London, Mr. Burke no¬ 
tified to the Houfe of Commons, that 
early in th^ next fefiions he would move 
an enquiry into the conduH of Mr. 
Haftings. During therecefs, Mr. Haft- 
ings was ftrenuouuy advifed by men who 
Weil knew the ngture of Parliament' to 
pay no attention to this menace; or, if 
he was determined to notice it, to come 
into Parliament himfelf, and a feat was 
offered tp him. He rejefted the advice 
in both inftances, declaring that he nei¬ 
ther wiflied to court nor to elude the 
enquiry, Hill lefs was he diipofed to owe 
his j^urity to the forbearance of Mr. 
Burke ; he therefore exprel'sly defired 
Major Scott to alk Mr. Buike in his 
place at the next meeting of pat Uament, 
wl]in:iu^ he meant toinftitute the enquiry 
or not ? "fo this quellion Mi* Burke 
gave an evafive anfwer, but Mr. Fox a 
direfl ope. Subfequent to this conver- 
fation in the Houfe, a general meeting of 
the Pai-^y in oppofition alTembkd at Bur- 
lingtpn Houle.'

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T | 1 E Author of this Journal is an 
. artift who refided at Rome during 
the extraordinary events which are here 
grated. He is alfo' one who appears not 
to have viewed the ■ proceedings of the 
Vrench through a partial prejudiced 
lliitmdmt ** It was,’* fjys he, “ when 
French were at thh gates of Rome 
that 1 Myieli^ looked with anxious though 
doudi^ expeftation for- the realizing 
thole theories of republican'virtue that 
h^ fometimes ferved to amufe the Ipe* 
cnlatiohs of an hour. The opening feene 
tvas highly favourable to the molt flat* 
tering hope both of liberality and juftice. 
|n cme and the lame day all right of cen- 
was rellnquilhed, and Rome dc- 
4 ^red a free and independent govern- 
fhbhtt to exercife who/e funflions, the 
hoiefteft; the ableil, and the belt men 
that could be chofen out of that pKrty 
were feleflpd. This was even conlula* 
tWjf'to the enemies of the revolution ; 
hot it was of Ihort duration, tor the men 
that were made ofteuftble to the Reman 
l^ple as ptovifidnary governors, foon 
«>ttnd that their power was hardly even 
tfhs ftadow^’of authonty. ' They were 
>|^e ijlb of only to Ihew where, and in 
wifeaf Infilled the little remaining wealth 
tpf thi^ iftate,'^and politely compelied to 
Al^ thdr afletit that that little might be 
Iwiiel fremiti 'they had wHb the privl* 
gjF’llTuinf ediSe ^ which privilege 
ewapc^led to exercife, for op- 
^ nng the people; bejrend' all example of 
i^cit the gr^teft del'pctlfm of ancient 
ai^?^ere thus made obnoxious, 
ijieiren deriving any profit from 
’ that was executed under th'eir 



names. Hence, as'^might cafily be ex¬ 
pelled, thofe who felt the lealt regard for 
their own pSi Ibnal characters, Ibon with¬ 
drew themlelvA, or by making oppo- 
fjtion to iiich meafures were compelled 
by ethers to retire. 

“ The vacancies produced were now 
filled up by men of unferutinized cha¬ 
racters, who in this opportunity boldly 
ftepped forward to lecomincnd them- 
felves, thiough the interelt of their 
money, or other collateral means, and 
were nominated, as thofe means feemed 
to bear a proportion to their pretenfions. 

“This mode of elefting«men into 
office had many advantages. The indi¬ 
viduals who had the power of difpofing 
of fuch places became enriched; their 
orders were not likely to be dilljbeyed 
or reluctantly complied with ; and as 
thefe agents weie to have their per cent- 
age, fo they would be liktiy to take good 
care that tiieir mailers flionld have no 
veaCon to complain of any deficiency in 
the military cheiU 

“ When this was done, and Generals, 
and Cemmiflarics had glutted themfelveS 
with wealth, quairelied about a juft di- 
viiion of the Ipoil, mutinied, and dif. 
peried, other unpaid,' unclothed, unpro* 
vifioned armies from the North, with 
new ^ppoyitments, I'ucceeded ; and when 
at length, even by thefe conftitutional 
means, nothing more was to be obtainetl, 
and artifice had exhaufted every lefource, 
the mafk was put undo- the feet that had 
been long helU in the hand : liberty was 
declared dangerous to the fafety of the 
republic, the conftitutid authority in¬ 
capable of managing the affairs of the 
•3 ,, ftate. 
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Hatti and mHitaty law the only rational 
expedient to fupply their place. Thus 
at once the mockery of confular dignity 
was put an end to, the fenators lent home 
to take care of their families, and the 
tribhnes to blend with the people whom 
they before leprefented. This new and 
preferable fyfiem began its operations 
with nothing lefs important for the ge¬ 
net al weltaie, than leiring the whole 
annual revenue of every eftate produflive 
of more than ten thoutand crowns ; two 
thirds of every eftate that produced more 
than five, but lels than ten} and one half 
of rvei y inferior annual income. 

This, in a few woids, has been the 
pregrtflive c<in(’'i£l of the Great Na¬ 
tion towards an injured and oppiefled 
people, whofe happineis, and deareif in- 
terefts wete its firft care, and to whom 
fftedom and ttheity had been reftored, that 
they might know to appreciate the virtue 
of their btmfaflois, and the ineftimable 
bJeflings of independence." 

The prefent Volume begins at the pe¬ 
riod when General Duphet was kilkd ; 
but this event, though it might acce- 
leiate, did not pjeduce the Ktvclution. 
That was determined on befote, and 
would have taken place, had no luch 
circumttance happened. Mr. Duppa 
fays, p. f}, *< A PrNrof a Dominican 
convent, with whom 1 was acquainted, 
converfing* familiarly one day with a 
French officer on the circumftances of the 
Revolution., the latter had the liberality 
and franknefs to fay, « We were dif- 
trflTed for money, and we were obliged 
to come; as for the death of Dnphot, it 
would have been of no confequence, if 
there had not been other objects of greater 
importance." The feeble counfels of the 
Pope contributed much to his downfall, 
and the reward he met with ought to 
fatisfy other Powers of the meafnre than 
is likely to be dealt to them, fhould they 
iubmit to an enemy arrogant, rapacious, 
cruel, infidious, and letting every fbcial 
obligation at defiance. On this occafion 
we cannot but remark how clofely Mr. 
Burke's prophetic pidure at an earl^ 
ftage of the Revolution, which gave io 
much offence to the vifionairrj reformers 
of the day, has been verified, when he 
charafteriz^ the French, not then be¬ 
come a Republic, as <* an irrational, 

VNFRIMCIPLED, PROSCRfJBING, CON- 
FISC ATIN G,PL VNDERING,FEROC10VS, 
BLOODY, AND ,TYRANNICAL DEMO- 
CRACY !” 

Some of the circumftances refpe^ing 
the behaviour of the French to the Pope 


have already been detailed Id our Maga¬ 
zine for July laft, p. 5 j we fliall nw no¬ 
tice the remaining contents of Mr. 
Duppa’s prformance. The entry of the 
French, the planting the trie of liberty, 
the racking of the Vatica,u'and other 

K ilaces, the funeral fSte in honour of 
uphot, the mutiny among the French 
officers, the inlurre«ion of the Trafteve- 
rini, the abolition of the Monafterics and 
the imprilbnments of the Cardinals ini 
the Convertiti, the Federation, the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Jacobin Club, the al- 
teratiotf of the drefs and manners of th* 
Romans after the change in their govern¬ 
ment, the deftruflion of public credit, 
the confifeations and conn ibutions, the 
dignity of the Confols with remarks on 
their conduct. AD thefe are circum- 
ffantially related, and generally from th* 
A'lthor’s own obfervation. 

The proceedings of the Jacobin CluU 
are worthy of particular attention 1 « In 
order that the Ipirit of equality might 
be more extenfively diffufed, a Conni- 
tutional democratic club was inftituteda 
and held in the hall of the Duked'Altem'S 
palace. Here the^new born font of free¬ 
dom harangued each other on the blel^ 
fings of emancipation, talked loudly mnd 
boldly againft all conflituttd authority^ 
and even their own Confuls had hardly 
been invefled with their robes, when they 
became the fubjefis «f cenlure and abufe* 
Our nation was held as particularly 
odious, and a conftant theme of impre¬ 
cation ; and this farce was fo ridiculouily 
carried on, that a twopenny fubfeription 
was fet on foot to reduce what they 
were pleaied to call the proud Carthagd 
of the North. 

<"lf this fooiifii fociety had had no 
other objc£t in view than fpouting fot 
each other's amufement, and bowing and 
kiffing a buA of Brutus that was placed 
before the roftrum, a ceremony which 
was conftantly praffifed before evettA 
ing's debate, it would have been of litths 
confequence to any but the idle people, 
who preferred this mode of trending ttiei^ 
thne } but it had other objects of a very 
different tendency, more baneful, and 
more deftruftive to the peace and tnorali 
of fociety—thiA of intoxicating young 
minds with heterogeneous pHnciples they- 
could not undefftand, to fuperfede tm 
firft laws of nature in all the focial du¬ 
ties ; for there were not wanting men 
who knew how to direfit tte foiiy and 
enthufiafm of thofe who* di<r*hot hnour 
how to, direfil thdhfelves. Here they 
werelaught that their duty to the re*

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pvbne ou|^t ev«r to bejputoouat to 
every other obliMtlon* That the illuf- 
triottc Brutue> whofe buft they had before 
thetOf and whofe patriotic virtue and 
^fticc ought never to be loft light of| 
tiimilhed them with the ftrongeft and moft 
heroic example of the fubordination of 
tlte deal eft tick of humanity to the public 
good j and however dear patental af- 
reAiori ought to bct yett when put in 
fompetition with the general weliare of 
ibciety, there could not be a moment’a 
heiitatioa which waa to be preferred.” 

After a few further obfervatipnti he 
proceeds : ** This fyftem, allowing it 
proper time to ripen and mature) very 
probably would nave produced all that 
could be expeAed from it, and fome fa> 
mtliea to my knowledge had already felt 
^ unhappy eifeAs of mefe nightly meet* 
ings} and it may be eahly imagined tk at 
»t was rapidly running its courfe, when 
at one of the fittings a member had the 
confidence to recommend to his fellow 
citiicnS) in order as he faid to dlablilh 
the republic upon a ftife and permanent 
bafiS) to have recourfe to the precedent 
of Carrier on the X<oue) of fendmgaway 
all the priefts in vefleU ifewn the Tiber, 
and finking them, and to put to death 
all men, without dtferimination, that 
were more than fixty years of age} al- 
ledging that fuch men were ever found to 
be too ftrongly wedded to their preju.

openly recommended the lady to^ pay 
eighty fequins (foity pounds ficrling), 
for which he would be refponfible that 
fbe fhould be put to no further incon¬ 
venience. With this advice it was 
thought moft prudent to comply, and 
the money was paid.’* 

An Appendix it added, eonfifting of 
orminal documents. Mr. Duppa pro- 
fenes not to have fwelled his book by 
long reftsftions on what he few, whicn 
we are forty for, as hit Work contains 
matter well deferring ol feiious medi¬ 
tation. He hat, however, added to the 
hiftory of tlf tubes a publication, of the 
authenticity of which wc entertain not 
the Itaft doubt, and w^ich we therefore 
recomniciid to our readers.

F ew of the various ftudies which 
occupy the attention of the public* 
have of late years received more con- 
itderable improvement than Biography. 
It is a fubjea of great regret* that of the 
inany eminent chara£lers with which 
Mature in former ages enriched the world* 
ilb very fmall a portion Ihould have ob¬ 
tained that applaufe from pofterity which 
their virtues and their talents entitled 
them to expeR. Enlightened by the 
wiidom of Legldators* and guarded by 
the valour of Heroes* mankind irem to i 
have been content with the prelent be¬ 
nefit to be derived from their aflidance ; 
to have paid them but cafual and tem¬ 
porary defereUse whilft living* and to 
have fufleted them to fink intp the tomb 
of oblivion* without poflefilng a fingle 
faiftorian* capable of .relating their nu¬ 
merous and important fervices. ** There' 
lived (fays Horace) many valiant hero» 
before Agamemnon { but alas ! unaided 
by the powers of the poet* they have 
funk into oblivion* unlamented and un¬ 
known * 

Of the writers* whole ftrenuous en¬ 
deavours have releued Biography from 
the mift in which it was enveloped* 
Johnfon's namd uiuloubtediy Hands fore- 
tnoft. To him we are indebted for a 
body of Biography* which perhaps no 
age or nation can equal: independent of 
the lives of Addiibn* Dryden* Pope* 
Savage* Ac. the mere incidents of which 
may be fuppofed to create great part of 
the pleafure we feel in perutmg them* he 
has, by the magic of his ftlle, given iin- 
portauoe to lives which in themfelves 
could create no interelt whatever. Upon 
the death of the great moralift, the feaflg 
Icem to have been awhile in cominiffion* 
and bis own life was the moft obvious 
fubjeft for a trial of (kill. How far the 
minute details and harmlefs egotifin of 
Bofwelt* or the diverting vanity of Mrs. 
Piozzi, have contributed to the forward¬ 
ing of this defirable ftudy* we do not 
deem it necefliu'y here to determine. In 
our opinion* if we except Murphy’s 
Efiagr on the Life and Genius of Ur. 


Johnfon* prefixed to a late handfome 
Edition of the Dofior’s Works* qur gredt 
Lexicographer has been fingulariy un¬ 
fortunate in not deriving greater benefit 
from a branch of Hudy which he himfetf 
fo ably promoted. A calamity fomewhat 
fimiJar.jto the fate of that Italian poet* 
who* having in his youth fquandeied » 
large fortune in public benevolence* was* 
when age and poverty opprefied him, 
refufed admittance into an hofpital which 
he had htmfelf erefled. 

No man ever excited more obfervation 
while living, than the illulirious per- 
fonage* whole life is the fubje£i of our 
prefent notice, and confequently we raay 
infer that public curiofity has been pro- 
portionably excited by the profpea of 
perufing his memoirs. To do proper 
jufiice to the life and talents of Edmund 
Burke, mud require an union of rare 
qualifications t among thele, accuracy 
and extent of information, freedom from 
political prejudices, coniiderable literary 
acquit ements, and habits of clofe invefli- 
gation, together with a mind feelingly 
alive to the iinpreflions of tafte and the 
Tallies of wit, undoubtedly Hand foremofl:. 
Nor would even thefe attainments avail* 
unlefs aided by a Hile, forcible enough to 
give weight to the dignity and import* 
ance of the fubjeft, and - yet fufSciently 
fluent to embellifh the lighter traits of 
charaiier and temper. E very reader will 
enter upcti the perufal of this weik with 
great curiofity and expe^istion; and it 
n but juH to add, that his expeRations 
muft be fanguine indeed, if they be not 
generally fatisfied. Dr. B. appears to 
be a Gentleman well qualified in every 
refpeff for the office he has undertaken. 
His Hile, though Ibmetimes obfeured fay 
an arrangement of words, unauthorized 
by common pradfice, is upon the whole 
forcible and even elegant } his- obfer- 
vations are fuch as muH prefent them- 
lelves to a mind qq^lified by a liberat 
education to judge of works of elegant 
literature* and in .his political decitiona 
he is entitled to particular praife for oc-

'* Johnion obltrses, tl it there is not in 
inftaice of any man whofe hitcry his 
been minutely lelated, that did not in 
cveiypait of bis liiediieover the fame 
piopoitionof inlellefluil vigoui. Though 
pel naps this, as a general polition, may 
admit of modifications, it is ceitam that 
Burke, fiom even bnylfli days, maniiefted 
a diftingUifhtd fupeiionty uvei his enn- 
tenmorarics. He was the piidt of his 
malter, who foreboded eveiy thing great 
ftom his genius." 

Our Author next ftates the different 
opinions entertained of the compai ative 
tneiits of Edmund Buike and ins brother 
Richard t ** Richaid was lively and 

K ertj Edmund peclpicacious, ex- 
ve, and energetic. Of the two, 
Richard would have been the better 
wiitei of epigrams, Edmund of epit 
poetiy.” 

Buike, upon leaving fchool, was at 
Dublin College cotynporaiv with Gold- 
fmith, who fiequently alTetted, that 
Buikc did not render hiinlelt very eminent 
in the peifoimance ot his icademical 
oxerciies This his Biographer admits, 
but juflifies him by the example of Ba-

con, Milton, Dryden, find JohnfonfWfao 
all, and elpecially Bacon, h mult be ton% 
fcQcd, did not render themfelves popular 
byaiigtd attention to college exei dies, 
f eitain it is, that to a mind of gieat and 
cxeiiitne poweis, theefibit of daefting 
its attention to a dry and uninteiefting 
fuli)e/l mult be intolerably repulfive. 

To thefe who are in the habit of 
clinging Buike with political incon- 
fiffcnef), the following paflage may be not 
wholly without its ule : 

In the year 1749, Lucas, adema- 
sogut ipothecaiy, wiote 1 number of 
veiy diiing papeis agiinft Goieinmcnt, 
aiicl icqiiiitdas ^leittpopulaiitv at Dub¬ 
lin as Mr. Wilkes afteiwaids did in

puiluing I ueas's piinciphs to conk- 
«]uriices obvioully lelulting fiom them, 
anti at the lame tune fhewing their ab- 
fuidity ind danger. The hill literaiy 
effort ot nis mind was an expo/ure of the 
abfutihty of thmocrnticnl innovations, 
I his s\i« thuTicinus of oui political 
Scipio. ’ 

On his arrival in the metropolis, lie 
enteied himlelf of the lemple. He ap¬ 
plied himlelt with gieat hmduity to hi8 
nudies, and pafled many of his leifuie 
hours in the company of Mis, Woihng* 
ton. Upon this occalioii, his Biogra¬ 
pher giavtiy obleives “ Whether hi was 
lo completely chafte as to lelift the at- 
traflions of that engaging woman, 1 
cannot alHini." We aie immediately 
afteiwards Informed, that *< his health 
was gindually impaired by his tntenl* 
application, and an alarming illneis en- 
fued." To Dr. Nugent he applied for 
medical afliftance, into whofe houfe h« 
entered as a viiitor, and whofe daughter 
he ihortly after efpoufed. 

Whoever confiders Edmund Burke tbuc 
fituated, without fortune or gieat con- 
tie£l{bns, with a wife and encieafing fa¬ 
mily, following a profeflion of uncertaitt 
emolument, and wiUch it does not appear 
he ever gieatly admired, cannot but be 
ftruck vith admiration at the urcommon 
poweis of that mind which could, thus

which could draw upon genius foi the 
deficiencies of f«itune» anu finally by Its 
exertions an ive at the higheft flation of 
political gieatnefs. 

About this period he ^ublifhcd his 
<* Vindication of Natural Society,"which, 
though much read, did not greatly be¬ 
nefit the Author, and is indeed a pro- 
dn£lion moie calculated for amuleinent 
than utility. The “ Eflay on the Sub¬ 
lime and oeautiiul" was the next pio- 
dudlton of his pen, a woiL which is 
well charafleiized by his ingenious Bio- 
giaplier, and which foon cauled him to 
eineige fioin obkurity by intioducing 
him to Sit Jofhun Reynolds anti the 
nnny eminent men Vho tiequented his 
lioufe. Johnfun and Burke loon became 
intimite acquaintance. Tbe'/eadei will 
be plealed to be again Introduced |u the 
club in Genaid-ftieet, Soho, and will be 
legtlcd with anecdotes partly new, and 
paitly ieived up befoic. Johnion fie- 
quently afleittd, that Burks did not 
pofTels wit, an ^ifeition which Di. B. 
labours to difpiove, but is not always 
jucky in the inftances he adduces. , 

Edmund Burke loon immeiged Into 
the ocean of politics; an event which no 
man of phiiofophic views can contem¬ 
plate without exclaiming, ** O what a 
noble mind was heie o’erthrown 
Had he, iik< his fiifnd Johnfon, devoted 
Ills gitat lalenta to the durable ieii ice of 
the woi Id , h id he in icqueftered e ife 
employed the pofvers of his mighty mind 
in the elucidation of Icience (mil what 
blanch of fcience is theie that his com- 
piehenfive genius could not have eluci¬ 
dated { the confequencts would to the 
woild have been more beneheial beyond 
computation, and to himieit uvdepend- 
enee, the hill of cailhly bleiliiigs, and at 
t<ic iimetimt fteedoin horn thole violent 
ebullitions of patllon, which the con¬ 
tentions of piity diew foith. 

Upon the (ubjeelot Biuke's conneffion 
with Loid Rockingham, Di B. thus 
forcibly exprtfles himielf: « I do not 
rejoice at the commencement of his ac¬ 
quaintance with tilt Maiquis of Rocking, 
ham. Fiom that time he may be cen- 
fidtred as a paity man; Burke ought 
not to have itouped to be the objetl of 
patronage; like hts friend Johnion, he 
fhould have depended (entirely op his own 
extraordinary powers. He would shave 
been able uniformly to a£l as his own 
^nius piompted him, in^ead of employ- 
|iig his talents in giving currency to ure 


do£lrInes of others«wfo have wielded hit 
own club, inftead of a party diffaff. lu 
this part of theii condu£f, Johnfon ard 
Hume, the only two liitiary clnia£fets 
of the age who can be placed m the fame 
nnk with Buike, aeleu more wofthily of 
the fu^ierioiity with which they weie 
bklled by natuie. They attached them* 
felvcs to no grandees ; they did not de<- 
giadc the niiivc dignity of genius by 
becoming retaineis to the adventitious 
dignity of rank. Johnion in hii gaitet, 
the abode of independence, was fupeiior 
to Buike in his villa, the fee of a patty. 
The foimci'eirned his iubiiftencc by his 
labour, the lattei leceived his by do- 
native. Johnion was i idtpendenl—Buike 
dependent. Befidcs, theveiy extiaoidi. 
naiy talents of Burlee did not tend to 
piomote paity ohjetfs moie tife6hial]y 
than grod abilities many degrees inferior 
to his, and nieie knowledge of buhncls, 
would have done. But had he been as 
luperioi to others in party Ikill as m 
genius and knowledge, the fertility of his 
fancy, and theii inability of his temper^ 
mult often have prevented him fiomdi- 
leSling his ikill neadiiy to the molt uie- 
ful ends. Foi fo much irritability, a 
iitiiition of contention was ill luited." 

The political tranfaflions of the coun* 
try at that period aie detailed minutely, 
and lome miy .hink tedioufly. Dr. B. 
ftems to be attached to no party fo 
ffiongly as ro exclude tiuth , but, with 
leipeit to the ronteit with Atneiiea, we 
cannot but think his ulual cindoui for* 
lakes him, in uniformly bellowing blame 
not only on the Miiutier who condudfed 
the wai, but on the motives fiom which 
It originated. Foi our own paits, we 
know of opinion that meets om i leas 
betiei than that of the celebrated Giblion, 
who fays, that he iupported witli many a 
finceie vote ** The Rights, though per¬ 
haps not the Intel efts of the Mother 
Coiintiy." 

Uis villa at Beaconsfield Teems to have 
employed muchut the attention of Buike, 
and it cannot but be pleaiing to the con* 
templatue mind, to obieive the Senator

With 
no great impropriety therefore might 
Suidoad ftile it the higheft in the woild. 
This lofty mountain, the precious gems 
of CevlAi, and the lake, fuppo&d to pro¬ 
ceed from a mutual effufion of tears A»d 
by Adam and Eve on tbdr expulfion 
fnim.Pandife* are noticed' by Maude- 
vilie.

Thtle quotation* C&y* Mr. H.) and 
taany otb^s might hare been added, 
particularly in regard to the pearl fifliery

{ trefents, and a letter to the famous Ca- 
iph Haroun al Raihid. One of thefe 
prelents is the^in of a ferpent, whofe 
fcales were as large as an ordinary piece 
of gold, and which had tHe virtue to pte- 
ftrve from ficknefs thofe who, lay upon 
it. 

On this fubje£); the Arabian writer 
might liave feen in Pliny that the ferpent 
was efteeined facred to* Efculapius on 
account of its imaginary power in ex- 
TClling difeafes. Mr. Eliot, in his^e- 
Icriptian of the inhabitants of the,Gar- 
row Hills, which bound the North- 
Eadern parts of Bengal, fays, in the 
third volume of the Afiatic Refearches, 
that the fkin of the fnake, called the 
Burrawar, is efteemed S cure for external 

£ ains, when applied to the part affeRed.- 
tiufcorides, Galen, and Hippocrates, 
likewife mention various ciues edcAed 
by its fat abd its call Ikin. Some whim- 
fical narratives of fuch ideal cures, ex- 
trafled from them and other authors, 
may be found in Topfell's edition of 
Gefner’s Natural Hillory. 

In the feventh and laft voyage of Sind- 
bad, nothing particular need he noted. 
The extraordinary fagacHy of the, ele¬ 
phant, whicli is the chief fubjeil of it, 
is as wonderfully exemplified in other 
authors of good credit. Sindbad, how¬ 
ever, gravely remarks, that die Caliph 
would probably have difbelieved this 
account, had he not known the fincerity 
of the narrator. This, as Mr. H. ob- 
ferves, is a fineftroke of Cervantic hu- 
moiir, and not unlike a pafTage in Swift 
on the proverbial veracity of Gtllliver. 

Before he concludes nls Work, our 
Author make^ two or three cafual re¬ 
flections on other parts of this ancient 
oriental fiftion. He obfervea, that the 
difcovery of B^dreddin by his manu- 
friSory of tarts iaiiorrowed from NeJIa 
|lai[ah^a. dete^ion by the fame means 4 
which is a ftory of the*hi£he^ antiquity, 
and appropriate only (o primitive times, 
VhcA t^ oilinary art wqt ia irs infancy.

The tale of Alnafchar is found hf thO ^ 
ileetq.podes of Veelhnoo-Satma, trtn- 
ilated from the Sanfcritby Mr. WiIkjlM| 
which is llyled by Sir W. Jones 
molt beautiful, if not the moft aiMdent- 
colleftion of apologues in the 
Even the outrageous excrcife of political^ 
and domeftic defpotlim, exhibited b|f 
Schahriar in the daily facriiice of a new 
wktded wife, is not wholly deftitute of 
hiftorictl fupport. Vertoman mmvely 
alTures us, that the Sultan of Cambm 
was fb accuftomed to take poifiin from 
his infancy, that a certain quantity every, 
day was neceflary to his exiftence; and 
when any of his courtiers offended him, 
he,would chew fome of a very mali^iant 
nature for a confiderable time, and by 
fpitting it on the culprit's nal^ body, 
would deprive him of life in the fpact of 
half an hour. He adds : *< This PrtneU 
has four thoufand miftreiles} for which* 
ever of them has been admitted to thU 
Sultan's bed infallibly dies the next day.*^ 
This flrange narrative labours undef 
fuch difficulties as muft tend tonfake the 
reader believe that the credulity of Vir* 
toman was impofed upon. It ffiews, 
however, that Schahriar's ftory was in tU 
probability of Indian extra^ion. 

From this brief-analyfis of Mr. Role^a 
E/Tay, our readers will fee that the in* 
geniuus writer has proved, in the exam¬ 
ple of Sindbad, that the Author, whoever 
he was, of theie Arabian ftories had 
archetypes in the hi ftory and manbers of 
the Eaft, on which he founded his nar¬ 
rations. And as the manners of that 
portion of the globe are not fubjeR;'' to 
thofe viciffitudes and mutations whlclir 
prevail in Europe, theie tales may alfo 
be regarded in that refpeR as so US'-' 
faithful piAure of modern ASa. Bufc 
though the philofopher willnovv probably 
regal'd them with more refpeft and at^i 
tendon than before they were honoured 
by our Author's labours, much ia yet 
wanting to obtain for them that’recep¬ 
tion wmch perhaps in the original they 
may merit. ^ TiU a much more elegant 
tranllation appears, till the faffs moft 
abhorrent from European prejudi^ btt 
accounted for from the manners of the 
' Eaft, till the poetical parts dlffnay the 
chatms of pwtry, and the xaoni the 
dignity of vvtffiom, they muft remthi 
eiafted with thoft a/tiffs /o^if/is^^whiclif 
however acceptable in' the sui^Sfty»^SM 
convey to the cultivated mind neimsa 
profit nor deli|^t. B. Kj^

This 
cuftom* our readers will perceive* bears 
fome refembiance to the duties of otir 
baptifmal fponforsj boy by what we 
gather from the work before us, the 
merit of fulfilling thofe delegated duties 
is, generally fpeakkig, greatly in favour 
of the untutored favage over the cn> 
lightened Chriftian! 

As to religion, ofur Author controverts, 
in the cafiTof thefe iltanders, the aflertion 
of Dr. Blair (Vol. I. Serm. 1.), ** that 
no country has ye't been difeovered where 
fonjr trace of religion was not to be 
found,” He affures us* that they do not 
worlhtp either fun, moon* or ftar j that* 
however neeefiary file may be to them* 
it is not an objefl of adoration; neither 
have they refpefil for any particnhir 
beaft, bird, or fifti} that he never could 
difeover any objeft, either fiibftantial 0$ 
imaginary, that impelled them to the 
comniiifion of good aflions* or deteiTcd 
them from thu^erpetration of what we 
deem crimes. Thtie indeed exifted among 
them, we find, fome idea of a future ftate, 
but »ot conneiled in any wife with re¬ 
ligion ) for it had no innuence whatever 
on their lives and anions. 

“ On their being often queftiened (fays 
Capt. C.) as to what became of them 
after their dereafe, Ibme anfwered that 
they went either on or beyond the Great

He #!flted to nisfce tfte ttiulet* 
fland that they afcended in the Aiipe of 
little children, Hid hovering in the (opt 
ajid in the branches of tiets { and men¬ 
tioned I'omething about their eating, in 
that ftate, their favouiite food, little 
li/lies. 

If this idea of the inimortafity of 
the foul fliould excite a fmile, is it more 
extraordinary than the belief whicTx ob¬ 
tains among fome of us, that at the lall 
day the various disjoint^ bones of men 
fliall find out each its proper owner, and 
be re-united f—-The favage heie treads 
clo/e upon th(;.footf{eps of the Cbriftian.” 

That they have ideas of a difiinfition 
between good and bad, however, is evi¬ 
dent fiom their having terms in their 
language fignificant of thoJe qualities i* 
but their knowledge of the deference 
between right andwiong ceitainly docs 
not extend beyond their exigence in this 
world, for they never feemed to believe 
that the pra6lice of either*had any re¬ 
lation to toeir future ffate. 

** I remember to have ften (lays our, 
Autlioi) in a newipaper or pamphlet;ui 
account of a native tlirowing himf'elf in 
the way of a man who was about to 
dioot a crow j and the pci fon who wrote 
tlie account drew an infiience, that the 
Liid was an objed of woifHip; but 1 can 
with confidence affirm, that, fo far fioin 
dreading to fee a crow killed, they aie 
Very fo^ of eating it, and take the fol¬ 
lowing particular method to cnlnare that 
biid : A native will firetcb hiinklt on a 
rock as if afieep in the Ain, holding a 
piece of fifh in his open hand j the biid, 
be it hawk or crow, feeing the pmy, and 
not obluiving any motion in the native, 
pounces on the fifli, and, in the inifant 
of feizing it, is caught by the nativi*, 
who foon thiovis him on the file and 
makes a meal of him ** 

Undu the hcail of Stature and 
peamnee, we have the following among 
othei obfervatioHS: 

** In geneial, indeed almoft uriverfally, 
the linilis of theie people were final I; of 
mofi of them the arms, legs, and thighs 
were thin. This, no doubt, is owing to 
the poornefs of their living, which is 
chiefly on fifh ; otherwife the finenefs of 
the Climate, co-opeiating with the excr- 
oife which they take, might have ren- 
(kred them more mufcular. Thole who 
live OA the fea coaif depend entiscly on 
fiffi for tfaeif fuftenanse ; while the few 
who dwell in the woods Aibfift on futh 
animaia as they can catch. The very 
groit labour Rcccirsry for taking thefe 


Animals, wbA thf fhifitWfh bf the flip* 
ply, keep the wood natives in as pobr a 
condition as their brethieti on thq coaffc. 
It has been remarked, that the native* 
who have been met with in the wood* 
had longer arms and legs thidi thofe who 
livech about us. This might proceed 
from their being compelled to climb th* 
trees after honey and the fmail animalo 
which lefoif to them, iuch as tlie flying 
iquiirel and opoflum, which they efieft 
by cutting with their ftone hatchet* 
notches in the bark of the tree, of a fuf* 
iicient depth and fize to receive the ball 
of the gieat toe. The firft notch being 
cut, the toe is placed in it; and white 
the left aim embraces the tree, a iecond 
is cut at a convenient diflance to receive' 
the other foot. . By this method they 
afeend vtiy quick, always cutting with 
the right hand and clinging with the 
left, 1 effing the whole weight of the body 
on the ball of either foot. << 

In anexcurlion to the weftward with 
a paity, we paflld a tree (of the kind 
named by us the white gum, the baik of 
which is foit) that judged to be about 
one hundred and thirty feet in height, 
and which h'.d been notched by the na¬ 
tives at Jeaft eighty feet be'ore they at¬ 
tained the fiiic blanch, wheie it wai 
likely they could meet with any rcwaid 
for fo much toil. 

** Tile icatui cs of many of thefe peopl* 
were far horn uiipkaling, paiticularly of 
the women : in general, the black bufhr 
beards of the men, and tlie bone oi reed 
which they thiulf thiough the cartilage 
of the nofe, tended to give them a dif^ 
gufling appearance; but in the womep, 
that ienAnine delicacy which is to be 
found among while people was to be 
tiacedeven upon their fable cheeks; and 
though entiie fliaugeis to the comloi ts 
and conveniences of clothing, yt they 
fought with a ratire modefty to conceal 
by attitude what the want of covriing 
would othei wife have revealed, They 
have often brought to my reeoileflion

though it inuft be«owned that the re- 
fembTanceconfified folely in the pofition, 
Botii women and men ufe the dif- 
gufling praAice of rubbing fifh-oifinto 
theii (kins ; but they are Compelled t* 
this as a guaid againfi theeifeAs of the 
ail and of mufquitoes and flies j ibme of 
which 81 e iaige, and bite or fling with 
much feverity. But the oil, together 
with the perfj^ratioa from their bodies. 
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iM fa Iwt a ntaft hottSbU 

mlhihi 1 have feen wme with the en* 
trAifi of fiftt frying in the burning Ain 
Vpon their heads, until the oil ran down 
aver their foreheMS. A remarkable in* 
ftance oncei came under my obfervation 
af the early ufe which they make of this 
turloue unguent. Happening to be at 
' Camp Cove at a time when tnefe people 
Vvere much prefled with liunger, we found 
In a miferable hut a poor wretched half- 
Itarved native and two children. The 
man was nearly reduced to a ikeleton, 
liut the children were in bettcrscondition. 
We gave them fome falted beef and pork, 
amd tome bread, but this they would not 
louch. The eldeft of the children was a 
Hemale j and a piece of fat meat being 
^ven to her, Ihe, inftead of eating it 
mftantly as ytt expefied, fqueezed it be¬ 
tween ner fingers until /he had hearly 
wefinl all the fat to a liquid } with this 
moiled over her face two or three times, 
nnd then gave it to the other, a boy 
nbout two years of age, to do the like. 
‘Our wonder was naturally excited at 
Jteing fuch knowledge in children fo 
young. To their*h&tr, by means of the 
yellow gum, they fallen thefiont teeth 
the kangooroo, and the jaw bones of 
large fifli, numan teeth, pieces of wood, 
feathers of birds, the tail of the dog, and 
certain bones taken out of tbe head of a 
fifh, not unlike human teeth. The na. 
lives who inhabit the fouth fhore of Bo¬ 
tany Bay divide the hair into fmall par¬ 
cels, each of which they mat together 
with gum, and form them into lengths 
like tM thrums of a mop. On paiticular 
uccafions they ornament tbemfelves with 
red and white clays tifing the former 
when preparing to fight, the latter for 
the more peaceful amufernent of dancing. 
The faihion of tbefe ornaments was left 
to each perfon’s tafte ; and fome, when 
decorated in their beA manner, looked 
perfeAly horrible. Nothing could ap. 
jpear more terrible than a black and dif- 
mal ^ce, with a large white circle drawn 
round each eye. In general waved lines 
were maiked down each arm, thigh, ond 
kg} and in fome the cheeks were daubed j 
imd lines drawn ovw each rib, prelented 
tothebebdldera truly fpe^re like figure. 
Previous either to a dance or a combat, 
we always fisuod them bufily employed 
In this iMcel&ry preliminary ; and it muft 
I* obftrvedf that when otlter liquid could 
•wt,.Wifeadiiy procured, tliey moiftened 
with their own faliva. Both 
t ornamented with fears upon 
\ armss and backi which are cat 



with broken pieces of .the fhell they xM 
at the end of the throwing fiiek. By 
keeping open thefe inoifions, tbe fieui 
grows up between the iides of the wound* 
and after a time, ikinning over, forms a 
large wale or learn. X have feen infiances 
where thefe fears have been cut to re- 
femble the feet of animals ; and fuch 
boys as underwent the operation while 
they lived with us, appeared to he proud 
of tho ornament, and to defpife the pain 
which they muft have endured. The 
operation is performed wWn they are 
young, and until they advice in years 
the icais look large and full} but on 
fome of thtir old men 1 have been fcarcely 
able to dlfcein tlumt As a principal 
ornament, the men, on partisular occa.- 
.fions, thrulV a bone or reed through the 
feptim naji, the hole through which is 
boied ifrhen they are young. Some boys 
who went away from us for a few days, 
returned dignified with this llrange or* 
nament, having, in the mean time, had 
the operation performed upon them ; they 
appeared to be from twelve to fifteen 
'yeais of ape. The bone that they wear 
IS* the Imall bone in the leg of the kan- 
gooioo, one end of which is (harpened 
to a point. 1 have feen ieverai women 
who had their nofes perfoiated in this 
exti aoi dinai y uianner. 

“ The women arc, befides, early fub« 
jefled to an uncommon mutilation of the 
two hrft joints of the little finger of the 
left hand. TheopeiatioA is performed 
when they are veiy young, and is done 
with a hair, or fome other night ligature. 
This being tied round at the joint, the 
flefb foon fwells, and in a few days the 
circulation being deltroyed, the finger 
mortifies and drops off. I never faw but 
one infiance whet c the finger was taken off 
from the i ight hand, and that was oc- 
cafioned by the miliake of the mother. 
Before we knew them, we took it to be 
their mairiage ceremony \ but, on feeing 
theii mutilated children we w«i« con¬ 
vinced of our miftake; and at laA learned, 
that thefe joints of the little finger were 
fuppofid to be In the way when itiey 
wound their fifhing lines over the ham. 
On Aur cxprefTing a difguft of the ap¬ 
pearance, they always applauded U, and 
laid it was very good. They name it 
Mal-gun j and among the many women 
whom J[ faw, but very few had tbit 
finger perfeil. On my pointing thefe 
out to thofe whp were fo diftinguiflied, 
they appeared to look at and (peak of 
them with fome degree of contempt.

S erfon among them; once or twice I 
ave feen on the fand the print of in¬ 
verted feet. Kound fhouldcrs or hump¬ 
backed people I never faw. Some who 
were lame, and adlfled themfelves with 
nicks, have been met with} but their 
lamenefs might prtKeed from fpear 
woruds, or by accident from fire ; for 
never were women fo inattentive to their 
young as thefe. We of^pn heard of 
children being injured by fire, while thi? 
mother lay fait alleep befide theoii thefe 
people being extremely difficult to awaken 
when once aileep. A very fine little 
girl, belonging to a man well known 
and much beloved amon^ us, of tiie 
name of Cole-be, had two of its toes 
burnt off, and the finews of the leg con* 
trailed in one night, by rolling into a fire 
out of its mother’s arms, while they both 
lay afleep. 

“ Their fight is peetiliarly fine; indeed 
their exiftence very often, depends upon 
the accuracy of it; for a fhort.fighted 
man (a misfortune unknown to them, 
and not yet introduced by falhion, nor 
relieved oy t^e ule of a glai's) would 
never be able tb defend himlelf from their 
^ars, which are thrown with amazing 
force and velocity. I have noticed two 
or three men with fpecks on one eye, and 
once at Broken Bay faw in a canoe an 
old man who was perfeflly blind. He 
was accompanied by a youth who pad- 
died his canoe, and who, to my great 
furprife, fat behind him in it. This may, 
however, be in conformity to the idea 
of refpeft which is always paid to old 
age. 

The colour of thefe people is not 
uniform. We have feen fome who, even 
when cieanfed from the fmoke and filth 
which were always to be found on their 
perfons, were nearly as black qs the 
African negro, while others have exhi¬ 
bited only a copper or llllaiay colour. 
The natural covering of their heads is 
not wool, as in moft other black people, 
but hair; this particular may bl remem¬ 
bered in the two natives t^o were in 


eyes much funk in the head, and covered. 
with thick eyebrows ; in addition to 
which, tliey wear tied round the head a 
net t;be breadth of the forehead, made of 
the fur qf the epoffum, which, when 
wifhing to fee very clearly, I haveob- 
ferved them draw over the eyebrows, 
thereby contrafling the light. Their 
lips are thick, and the mouth extrava* 
gantly wide ; but when opened difeover* 
ing two rows cf white, even, and found 
teeth* Many had very prominent jaws | 
and there was one man who, but for the 
gift of fpeech, might very well have 
paffed for an orang outang. He was 
remarkably hairy ; his arms appeared of 
an Uncommon length ; in Ills gait he was 
not perfectly upi ight; and in his whede 
manner Teemed to have more of the brutf 
and lefs of the human fpccies about hint 
tlian any of his countrymen. Thole 
who have been in that country will, front 
this outline of him, recoiled old We* 
rahng.” 

With refpeftto their Mode ^Livings 
we find that filh is their chief fupport; 
and both men and women are employed 
in catching them. The women, white 
filhing, generally fing; and as |hey fit 
in their canoes chew mulTels or cockles, 
or bpiled filh, and fpit them into the 
water as baits. In addition to filh, 
however, they frequently indulge them* 
felves with a finguJar kmd of delicacy, 
which they are very eager to procure. 
In the body of the dwarf gum-tree am 
many large worms and grubs, which 
they fpeedilydiveft of antennss, lem, &c. 
and devour. A flurvant belonging ce 
Capt. Collins, who had often Joined them 
in eating this luxury, affured his mafter 
that it was fweeter than any marrow h« 
had ever tafied.

On her intreating feme nourilhment, that 
Gentleman gave her a piece of bifeuit, 
and (with due precaution) only two tea-, 
fpoonfuls of brandy, wlien flie exclaimed,

The account flie gives of herfelf is fo 
fuH of the limjfiicity of nature, and gra- 
tituele to that Providence, whom, flie 
fays, even* in her bitterett moments fhe 
never diltrutted, that it cannot be rc- 
jTt'ated without lofing its efftft. Hev 
feelings, or rather her agonies, were in¬ 
deed exquifite, when, during the many 
feqrchcs that were made, Ihe heard the 
fiampliiig of linman feet at no great 
diftance, and even dilfinguiflied her huf- 
baiid’s i'yiripalhifmg voice, without being 
able to cxpiefs her lituation ! The duties 
of religion, that great and laft refourcc I 
file I'aj's were hdl' conftant employment, 
hot- flie was all reftgnation.

To this end two modes would be adopt¬ 
ed i but with regard to clafles not com¬ 
mercial, that the mere llatement delivered 
in by the individual fliould betaken as 
tiue, and without further inquiry, if a 
majority of the Commifilopei s were of 
opinion it was fair; and that if the 
party fhonld be examined by Commif- 
fioners, that the afl'eflbr fhould not be 
prelent at the examination, but that the 
contents fhould be afterwards iubmitted 
to him for his aflillance. With fegaid 
to commercial men, be fhould propofe g 
means whereby no inquiry into their 
affnij's fhould become public. In the firft 
in fiance, commercial commiflloners fhould 
be appointed, and the ftatement firff de¬ 
livered to them feparately, or to fon^e, 
pcj'Ibn fworn for the purpofe to feerccy j 
that fwurn Alfelfors, meq in trade, fhould 
have the e^inination of the fame, and 
that the charge or furcharge fhould re¬ 
main with them } that if the party ap¬ 
peals, he fh:dl be heard apart, the fur- 
veyor not preieist, and deduft'ions made 
or furcharge Tupported, as the Commif- 
fioners of Appeal fhall d^m ju(t and ex¬ 
pedient : that it will be at the option of 
any perfon even to conceal their name j 
but ui books kept by Gentlemen in trade 
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In tWlr diftriftii take a »ven numheri 
And ill the line correfponaing with that 
number^ infert their- ftatement or fche- 
ilule—by which number the .Colleftor 
will be guided, if the ftatement be deemed 
fair, to receive the payment, as was the 
■cafe in the year 1793, when under the 
AA by which money was advanced by 
loan to feveial perfons in trade, whereby 
a multitude of individuals were reheved 
without as much as their names being 
dilcloled. He liiggerted feveial nice and 
well dJgefted principles to prefeive ie- 
precy under this Ait, and to preferve 
individual credit : and concluded with 
laying, he Ihuuld n!hke fonie furtlier ile- 
duilions than thole already fpeeified in 
the Bill, in favour of tli^lc having 
children in propoition to their number. 

Mr. Tierney thought that the’ Bill, 
with the new clauies to be intruiluced, 
Ihould be printed before they were dif- 
culled. He was apprehenfivp that coin- 
inercial men would have a fellovu fteltng 
for each other, and partiality would pix*- 
vail. He drew Ibme cornpaiilons bt>- 
tween the Landed and Commercial in- 
tereft, and thought that in this Bill the 
former were uniaiily dealt with.

Tlie Order of the Day for the further 
confuleration of the Report of the Income 
Bill being read, 

Sii W. Pulteney faid, there was np 
man in'jie unwilling than he was to op- 
pofe the general will of the Houfe. But 
w'ith refpeil to this Bill, there were many 
things which, in his opinion, called for 
the fh'iftelt attention. The general mode 
of r.iifing Taxes in this country rendered 
them tJa cei tain degree optional, bccaufe 
they w'Lie upon conf’umptioii or upon 
iiiiptats, except the Land Tax and the 
'I'uxts upon lloufcs and Windows. Bpt, 
by (he inode of taxation now adopted, 
the Miniiter might lailc not only one- 
tenth, but two, three, or four tenths, till 
notliing temained, and thole wlto would 
not pay mull have their goods taken. 
He therefore thought this meafure bore 
no rekmblance to the Affefred Taxes, 
which, though they were not optional 
the fii'ft year, yet ware fo affcrwaids, by 
dimiuiflnng their expendituie. But it 
was J'lid i.ttf Adtired Taxes did not pro¬ 
duce enough, 'and lliat they were evaded. 
He fhw no re.ilon why means might not 
be adopted to prevent thoie evafions. It 
wa.s not right to make a man explain his 
fifU'ition, it it was a bad one},but even 
it it was a good one, it might be ^ hard- 
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ftip to him to explain it. It might have 
a bad etfe^ uj^on chjkiren to know that 
fheir parents were rich, bccauie it might 
make them inattentive. Thefe dikIo» 
lines would, in hi» opinion, afTe^ the 
whole intefcourfe of mankind. The 
power which Minifters would thus have 
of knowing the property of every man 
• in the kingdom, would be a moll power- 
tii] inliruinent in their hasuls j bcfides, 
by know'ing the wealth of lltc country, 
it might lead them to expencc. 'I'he Bill 
appeared to him, on the vhole, to go 
againlf the fpirit of the Libeitv of the 
countiy. With refpeff to its duration, 
he wifiied to obferve, th.it it imilt con¬ 
tinue three years, and if the War Lilted 
another yeas, it muft continue four years. 
But there was nothing ftattd in the Bill 
which would prevent its being adopted 
in futuie. It was not itated that it was 
merely a War Tax, nor was it flated 
when it would ceale, but merely that it 
fhould not ceafe before a ctitain period. 
Upon thefe grounds he thought llicre 
would be great danger in palTing the Bill, 
and therefore he fhqpld oppofe it. 

Mr. Jones exprefled his fentiments as 
hoftile \o the meafure : he confidered the 
power of calling for a fpecification of 
Income as a great piivalion of domeific 
faappinefs. 

Mr. Hawkins Browne faid, it Teemed 
admitted by molt, that it was necefiary 
to raife a Lirge part of the Supplies within 
the year, and if fo, no meafure was fo 
obvioufly good for that purpole as the 
one before the Houfe j nor ought we to 
be unthankful to Providence, that, by 
the great extenfion of our trade, we are 
ible to ad^t fo great an idea, a^d carry 
it with efreft into execution. It was 
now with us to refeue Europe, which we 
could not do by any other than vigorous 
meafuresi. of which the piefent feemed 
to be the belf* 

Mr. W. Smith faid, he thought that 
the Bill was now very much improved to 
what it originally flood. As it was in 
its firft ftage, it was cruel, oppreffive, 
and unjufl; he meant in that part of it 
which was fometirnes called the Inqui- 
fifbrial Pfirt ^ but ik certainly was ame¬ 
liorated in that part by the ciaufes which 
related to the difcloliire. He however 
obje^led to the principles of the modifi¬ 
cations, that they were not founded up- 
•o any re|^u)ar principle, but upon an 


arbitrary feale, te relieve or inereafe tAff 
ratio. In fhort, he faw fo many diffi¬ 
culties in the way of the meafure, that 
he had no hopes of feeing them amended, 
nor had he confidence enough id himfelf 
to propole any other. He had feveral 
other objeSfions to the Bill as it now 
flood, but he fbould take a future ftage 
fo ftate them, and, at prefent, confine 
himfelf to oppole tlie principle generally. 

Lofd Ha'vkcfbory faid, the queftion 
now w'ls, whether the meafure propofed 
was not the moft equal that could be de- 
vjifed. In the prefent ftate of the coun¬ 
try, and of public credit, it was the very 
bell mode that under the circumftance* 
could be adopted, and much fuperior to 
adhering to^ the old fyflem of funding. 
‘'He traded, therefore, that the^ Houle 
would ,noi further delay receiving the 
Keport,* nor retufe their affent to the 
Bill, unlei's they heard better arguments 
againfl k. 

Sir James* Pulteney wlflied that the 
Bill could be amended in one initanre s 
he meant as to difclofure. The fame 
regulations that were applied to Cem- 
merciai Men he conceived might he ap. 
plicable to the cafe of Landed Property. 
Another point alfo in which bethought 
the meafui'e might be ameliorated, was 
by extending the feale beyond its prefent 
extent, by which fome relief would be 
afforded to the middle orders. 

Tile Keport was then received without 
a divilion. 

The Volunteer Corps Bill was re¬ 
ported. 

FRIDAY, DEC. sS. 

The Bill for continuing the Sufpenfion 
of the Habeas Corpus A£l, and the Bill 
for exempting perfons ferving in Volun¬ 
teer Corps from the Supplementary Mi¬ 
litia, were read a third time, and onleicd 
to the Lords. 

Mr. Pitt moved, that the Bill for a 
Tax on Income fhould be recommitted, 
and the Houle then relblvcd hfelf into a 
Committee, Mr. Smith in the Chair. 

Mr. Pitt propofed a great number of 
new ciaufes. One of thefe was to w'ith- 
hold^he allowance on thelcore of children 
fr9m the higher claiTes where the child 
was under fix yeais of age, which was 
adopted. 

Several other ciaufes were brought tip, 
and, afW a long difeuflion, were incor¬ 
porated into the B)ll.->Adjourned.

Gelfton and Mr. Hofmer, mnfters of 
merchant velfels, who, with fome of 
their crews, volunteered the buflnefs 
in a very handfome manner : to thofe 
Gentlemen I am much indebted for their 
able and adtivc fervicts. The mailers 
and crews of all the other veffi-ls connH 
entirely of volunteers from the Colonial 
troops, and together amount to 354 men 
now on float. ' The enemy was (b well 
watched by I'cour-boats and ranoes, tliat 
not a Angle movement could be made 
by him without our knowledge ; and 
finding that he aimed at the poirellioii 
of St, George’s Key, the armed velfels. 
No. I, 4, and 5, were Tent to that place 
to guard the narrow channels leading 
to that commodious harbour. 

On the 3d of September the enemy 
endeavoured to force a palfage over 
Montego-Kcy-Shoal svith five velfels, 
two of which carried heavy metal, but 
was repuM'ed : he renewed his attempt 
on the following day, but our little 
fquadron, being now reinforce^ by fix 
gun-boats, beat them off with great 
eafe, and the five velfels returned to the 
main body of the fleet, then at anchor 
about two leagues to the northward. 
This movement gave our petTple an op¬ 
portunity of drawing and deftroyingal] 
the beacons and ftikkes which the ene¬ 
my had placed in this narrow and 
crooked channel, and without the ufe 


of which nothing hfiit vetfbl* of «irtwft' 
eafy draught of water can pafs, 0a' 
the 5th, the fame velfels, accompanied 
by two others, and a number of launches^ 
endeavoured to get over this Iboal h/f 
ancthcr palfage, but wyre repulfed,, 
apparently with lots.

Captain Mofs, in bis Majefty’s Ibip 
Merlin, left his anchorage at BeliK* oa 
the evening of the 5th, and arrived «c 
St. George’s Key about noon on the 
6th of September. The Spaiiards, 
having found a paffage through the 
Leeward Channels impra£licabte, had 
got under weigh on the morning of 
that day with their whole fleet, feem.. 
ini'ly with a view of forcing a paflage 
through the windward, a land bore 
p.lfage, to the eaftward of Long-Key 5 
but on feeing the Merlin bcHtuig int» 
the harbour of St. George’s-Key, anJ 
that our fleet was reinforced by the 
armed veifeU, No. 2 and 3, and a large 
gun.boat, they returned to their former 
anchorage between Long-Key and Key*.

My letters by the Swift fehooner, 
whicii failed from Honduras exprefs op 
the 21ft of laft Augult. have in orraeij 
you of the enemySh force intended foT' 
tlie reduAion of this fcttlcTncHt, and* 
thiu fituat'cn at that rime; fincewhidh 
cur lo 'k-out canoes have watched thent' 
fo clofely, that all their movemenw 
were made known to me as‘they hap¬ 
pened. On the 4.th of this month they , 
were vifible frmii 'Our maft-hcads, Rt 
‘Beliite, an<l look-outs reported to ,ttte 
thirty one fail of all defcriptiens ; hiit 
their exa‘t force by no means certain. 
The ■' xt dat fix of their hcavieft veffejs 
atif mpteil to force their paffl^c over 
Moiii.oo-key Ihoils, by putting thek 
provifioiis ar.d ftorcs into other vcflcls 
had they tS'eftted this, it wviuld ■ 

feeured them ail a palTage to BeitRC 
over flioal-water, where I could by no 
means !\e\. I ordered three of our 
armed velfels to annoy them in their 
endeavours, which fucceeded fo far .as . 
to occafion their removal ht dark, arid 
a fmall channel they had marked by 
driving down flakes was alfo taken up 
by our canoes. I now cleat ly faw that 
their next effort would bCtogetpOt- 
fellion of Sc. Gcorgt’s key, from which 
place (only nine miles from Belize)tbey

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niki rooted the alf^IantB in every point) 
apl ofter three days, ngnalifed by pro* 
d^iee of valour, which the preceding 
vmonos of the Republicans cm alone 
render credible, all the obftacles were 
fonnoonted, and the army eft iMiftied it- 
fctlf in Naples. * The energy ot the Nca 
pOlitan Pati tots, lo long riftriined, was 
lie.aniniated with vigour, then voice 
was heard, and, united with the clemency 
of the Conqueror, it conveited into a 
holy enthuliaim for liberty the fuiaticifm 
with which the heaits of a deluded multi¬ 
tude had been enfiamed.

laftures, and particularly tly; Linen 
Elanufa^ures, the Proteftanc Charier 
Schools^ and other charitable inftitu- 
> tions, will require, add will, I am lure, 
continue to receive that aid and en- 
ouragemeat which they have uniformly 


experienced frpm the UbeihUfy el 
liament. I am confident you will feiu' 
a particular anxiety to give furtherat¬ 
tention tothejuil and honourable claims 
of thofc who have fuflered from theia 
Loyally during the Rebellion. 

“ His Miijcfty depeii.is upon your 
pirfcvering energy to reprefs, by every 
wife effort, the fpirit of difafredfioa 
which flill requires the cxcrcife of ex¬ 
traordinary powers to check its ma¬ 
lignant effects. In recurring, where 
occafion ,ha$ required it, to afirs of in- 
difpenfable feventy, 1 have not been 
inatceutivc to the fuggelbons of mercyi 
and have endeavoured to mitigate the 
cfFedis of penal juffice and the neceflary 
exertions of the powers of the State, 
with as much forbearance and lenity 
as c^uld be confident with the Public 
Safety.

T here is no charaRemvhich comes 
more recommended to biographical 
notice than he who deferves well of hi\ 
fellow ^citizens. The Romans were.fo 
I'enlible of this* that they decreed public 
lionours to the man who laved the life of 
a citizen * thereby aclcnuwledgiugi by 
JegiHative authority* the value which 
they fet upon fo uleful a fliember of the 
community. We have liili a higher 
claim to refpcR this character; as, by 
the wide Ipread exercile of his talents, 
his induAry, Snd fortune* an English 
Merchant has it in his power to give 
daily bread to thoufands* who grow up 
under his fupport, and teel all the biel- 
liiigs of Eritiili independence. 

The ^oo i C//ize»f whofe portrait ap¬ 
pears in this pu!)licatiun, has the faireft 
claims to public approbation; as he may 
be laid, literjily as well as I'ubllantially, 
to give daily bnad to tboufunds^—aot 
only in the particular line of his bufmel's* 
but as a banker and almolt general 
tiader j tO thefe may be added his un- 
weaiied lervices for the public through 
the i'everal gradations of city offices. 

The family of Alderman Curtis comes 
originally from Nottingham j his father 
fettled at Wapping, where he eitaMiffied 
himidi fo veiy extenfively in the bilcuit 
line as to fupply a confiderable pai t oi our 
foreign and domeftic trade with this 
article. At his death he left l^ihind iiim 
fix children, viz, Timothy, James, Wil¬ 
liam, Georgig* Charles, and a daughter. 
* The Arft and third fon (Timothy and the 
prefent Alderman) fettled in and fup- 
ported the Arm of the original houfe. 


James is partner in a very confiderable 
brewery ; George is Captain of *an Eaft- 
Indiamanj Charles* Keilor of Birming¬ 
ham and Solihull, ij^arwickffiire; and 
the daughter is married to the Rev. Mr. 
Roberts, a very delerving clergyman, 
who was chaplain to his brother-in-law 
during his mayoralty. 

A raa.n with a good capital, carrying 
on an extenfive bufinel's in a neighburir- 
hood, where he has Icaicely any other 
competitor, h.as not,only an opportunity 
of making a large iortune, but (what 
fliould be always equally defirable, and 
without which fortune is but a dreary 
fupport) of acquiring the good will and 
alle^lion of his neighbours. The houle 
of Curtix was wile enough to know and 
feel, *' that honclty is the belt policy.” 
"I'herefore, belides employing a great 
number of their poor ncighbouis in their 
bulinefs, which of courfe drew on a per- 
fonal attachment, they dcporlcd them- 
felves to all with I'uch integrity, affabili¬ 
ty andrei'pett, that in the yo.ir 1785, on 
the death of Mr. Atkinlbn, a very con- 
liderable and rel'peitlable number of tlie 
inlubitants of the Tower dillri6l fullc’i- 
ed Mr. William Curtis to take upon him 
the office of Alderman of that reipcila!)le 
ward. 

Mr. Cm tis at that time had lb little no¬ 
tion of enga^ng in corpurariun honours* 
that he was not fo much as a frt-em.aii of 
the city of London ; hut at the inllance of 
fuch H re!pe£lable and voluntary an offer* 
he thought he Ihould be wanting in duty 
to himlclf, as well as relpei^l to his ftl- 
law citizens* if he did not accept thwir 
U 2 folicU 






iblitation; he therefore imniediately qua¬ 
lified'himfelf for becoming a candidate, 
and was foon after accordingly ele£ted an 
Alderman of the Tower ward. 

We now find the Alderman engaged in 
city honours^ which he condu6ted fo 
much to the credit of his ward and the 
general fatiifafiion of the public, that he 
was ele6led llierifFat Michaelmas 1789, 
in conjun6lion with Sir Benjamin Hamet. 
This was a bufy and important year, and 
the Alderman’s exertions were equal to 
it. He attended his duty upon all occa- 
fiqt^s, minute as well as important; and 
by his adivity, his zeal, and difcrcrion, 
confirmed the good opinion of his tellow 
citizens, 

A diffolution of parliament taking place 
in the year 1790, a vacancy for the city 
of London occurred of courfe, wljen a 
variety of candidates were talked of, 
and umongft the rcli Mr. Alderman 
Curtis. Moll admitted his future oJaiins 
to this office, but at the piefent thought 
hitn too young In the cojporalion to offer 
himlelf as a candidate; pariicuiarly as 
he would joftle with U'le intcrefts of lome 
of the old members. But the Alderman 
knew the fair hold he had on his fellow- 
citizens—and “ he faw no lion in the 
way.” He made an early canvas, by way of 
exj^riment, and this more than anlwcr- 
ing his moll languine expert aliens j he 
was now decided. He declared himl'elf 
publicly as a candidate for the city of 
London, rclting his pretenllons on his 
former conduit, and appealing to his 
heart for the future. He had both claims 
unequivocally allowed. His fellow-citi¬ 
zens crowded to his flaridard ; he felt 
himfelf rifing in numbers on t^h days 

J toll, 'till he carried his caufc triumphant- 
y by a confiderable majority. 

This, no doubt, was a proud day not 
only to himlelf and famil), but to his 
iriends in geneial. The latter tettified it 
by every inaik of the mod cciclia! fatis- 
laflioii, and concluded a number of pri¬ 
vate fettivitics by giving their fuccelstul 
candidate a public dinner at the London 
Tavefn, where above three hundred of 
the livery attended, befides a number of 
other refpeftabk chsn.>iler8. Amongft 
the varieties of the fealbn, which orna¬ 
mented the dinner of this day, was a fir- 
loin of beef of that quaiity^nd magni¬ 
tude that did equal honour to the feetl of 
Old England as to the zeal of his conlli- 
tuenis ; the center dilplaying a blue flag 
wherem the exa£l amount of the livery¬ 
men who voted for him were embroidered 
in gold charaders. 


More honours ftili awaited him. In 
1795 he was called to that high lituation 
which lliould be the zealous difideratum 
of every indullrious and refpeflable citi¬ 
zen, viz. The Mayoralty of the 
City of London ; an office which has 
ever been important in the eye of Govern¬ 
ment and can boalb hereditary honours 
coeval with the Englilh Conffitution. 
This office the Aldeiman undertook in 
times which required much vigour, ac¬ 
tivity, and circumfpe^ion ; as not only 
provifions of every kind weie very dear 
(a great touchllone of popular temper), 
btit republican opinions, through the in- 
flucRce of feme bufy (kmocraiic fpirits, 
had been dilleminated amongd the lower 
ordeis of thejpeople. He law both thefc 
difficulties before him, and briefly Hated 
them at the farewell dinner given by his 
predecellbr Mr. Alderman Skinner ; 
whejein, after paying a handfome com¬ 
pliment to Mr. Skinner as Lord Mayor, 
he with every*becoming diffidence called 
upon him and the reft of the corporation 
t*) fitppoi t his good intemioni in the couiTe 
of ivs eniuing magiftracy. Thelc difficul¬ 
ties however only quickenetl hisexertions; 
he met them and removed them. His 
zeal and ciicumfpcfHon looked every 
where, by beii^ uirremlttingiy on duty 
himfelf, and leemg the laws duly execut¬ 
ed in ever y depai tment under Iriin. 

']'«) thele more I'ubftaniial duties he 
atldid all the graces and fplendours of 
hofpitalrty. He lived as the firft man 
in the firft city in the world Ihoitld 
live ; an emblem of the conlcquences of 
INVIOLABLE GOOD FAITH and UN¬ 
BOUNDED COMMERCE; the Manfion- 
houle was the receptacle of the princes 
aird great officers of Itate, together with 
the nobility andgerrtryof all countries 
who refidcd in, or vilited the capital in 
the courle of that year; the lever ai de¬ 
partments of the corporation, with the 
liitraiii &c. &c. ftiared in the feftivitits 
of this feene, lb that the fplcndouis of the 
country, like the fun, ieemed to burft 
lrt.ni tire eaflern horizon. 

In 1796 another diffolution of parlia¬ 
ment took place, when the Alderman had 
ib fulfy eftablilhed his characler, that in 
offering himfelf as a candidate he met no 
difficulties in his canvas. His conltiru- 
ents knew him by experience, and on this 
experience they again ele^ed him as one 
of their members, which fituation he now 
refpeiSlabiy fills, and fuch are the happy 
and friendly communications between 
him and Ills conAituents, that there is 

every 



every probability of his being called upon 
to reprefent the city of London as long as 
he choofes,. which in all probability will 
be as long as he lives. 

The /\lderman ItJems to be one of 
thofe chars'..11*. lo which the motto of 
fortit fartma juvai may, with great 
pr<mriety, be applied. Early brad to 
bumicfs, under tiie example of a very 
indultrious parent, he was led to calcu¬ 
late its various and extenave benefits ; 
hence, what to other young men of his 
family expectations might be looked 
upon as a drudgery, to him was a di.ty 
and a pleafure. He had a conftitutysn 
equal to his inclinations, firong, rolnifi, 
and aCUvc ; he was, by iMtiiu;, fitted for 
the bulile of the woild ; I'o th.it his pi ms, 
inftcad of lrei./ing under Phe Loidnefs vf 
delibeiation, or yielding to tiie toiptr of 
indolence, (as is the cunditnAr of too 
many) weie no fooiicr properly matiiicd 
than inftanily put in piaCtice ; and as iie 
has a good fttong cenutioii fenle to lie 
the right of an object, he has been in the 
language of the woiid, geueially caljtd 

A lucky man,” but in the language 
of men who know the world better, one 
who has fortune more under Ills com¬ 
mand than to be her i'port, and foiefight 
and promptiiefs to avail himiclf of firit 
opportunities. » 

This appears by his laying the foun-. 
datioh of lii.s loriune before he ever 
thought of entering into any of the city 
offices. his iiill continuing in the 
firm of that biilinefs (notwithilanding 
other profitable avccations) when tne 
fertuae of that lioule was nnule, and 
which, under careful partners in a com¬ 
mercial line, may lut confidered us an 
hereditary eiiate. Jly his pufhing Ids 
city inififjl from the inomn.t he loiind 
he had tins 'i-oluntary bank eliublillied for 
him till he obtained its highefl dignity ; 
and finally by timely ufingthat confidence 
which Ins fellow Citizens placed in him, 
in offering himfeit as a candidate to ic- 
prclcnt them in Parliament. Others, 
upon this occafion, would have been 
content to take the goods of fortune from 
Q»e bandf but he faw he could obtain 
W “ with both hands full,” aiSd by ju¬ 
dicious and laudable exertions, be became 
a fuccefsful fuitor. 

As a magiftrate, in all its gradations, 
he haa proved himlelf active, vigilant, 


and Impartial; much beloved hy his 
fellow Citixens in general, but more par¬ 
ticularly in the ward where he prefides } 
where, ftom being more intinaately ac¬ 
quainted with his conduct, every year 
confiims to them the judgment of their 
firit choice. 

Born .iiid cdiicatcil in the city, and 
early acqviaintevl with biifinel's in a va¬ 
riety of branches, he came fitted to re- 
pieknt that city in Piulianitat, which, 
in our opinion, fliould l:e always filled by 
n ctramercbl man, wlio it is pitiunied 
be.'l uiideilian.ls her intcrcll, and which 
is in a gieat ihgrec conm 'lcd with all the 
great tiad'ng mteied ot the kingdom. 
He has, in coniiquence oi ti is know¬ 
ledge, his own zeal, and the giatitude 
wiiii which he always fpeaks ut his coa- 
Itituents, became a very atiive and ler- 
viceable Mem!>er of Pailiamcnt, as ap¬ 
peals by his iiiticdiicing many petitions, 
at^is, and claul'cs of a6ls, which have 
been vi verymateiial feivice to his fellow 
Citizens. He is not what prdiiical cri¬ 
tics would call an Oiuior, nor has he the 
leait atlii^atlon of one j plain, fimple, 
and eneigetic in hi$ fpeechrs ; he trulis 
to his matter, and as he fpcaks well in¬ 
formed upon his Itibje^, and is known to 
have no left-handed views, he is always 
well attended to. 

As to his politics, they are like hit 
oratory, plain, yet energetic. He hat 
lately tcld his confiltueiUs what they 
were in one fhort fcntence, “ r FEAR 
GOD, AND HONOUR THE KING i” and 
his a6lions confirm this declaraimn, by 
equally fuppoitmg the juit pierogative 
ut the Crown, and the rights of Uie 
peopl#. 

In the duties of private life, every 
man that knows hiinmiiit bear tefiimony 
to the piopiietyof his chaiailcr. Sur¬ 
rounded by a numerous family of children 
and relatives he is kind and aft'e6lionate, 
and coiil'eqiiLiitly derives all that happi- 
nefs which ever flows from a pai ticipaiii n 
of thole tender connexions. To his 
friends and acquamtaiices he is open, 
cordial, and leiviccable, relaxing in tiore 
of thofe duties which led him to jonune 
and popularity, wifely knowing iliat the 
fame exertions which at fiiil; were neceC- 
fary to dfablifh, are, mi a great degree, 
necefltiry to prefeive both ;uch valuable 
acquifitiun.

IVritien in (\ Letter to _ 

I SHALL fpeak to you about General 
Paoli with fincerity. He is thirty, 
nine years of age. He fs not married ; 
he has never been married, nor has be 
had any inclination to be fo> During 
the time of the pacification of Crtifica 
under theMarechaldii Maillabois, Paoll’s 
father, who was one of the Generals of 
the Corfican Nation, went to Naples 
with the title of General^. He look with 
him his fon, who was then very young, 
for whom he obtained a place in the Mi¬ 
litary Academy of Naples. After the 
Fi'ench troojjs were retired from Corfica, 
1754, M. Gaforio, General of the Cor- 
ficans, was afiaflinated by fome emiflaries 
of the Republic of Genoa. M. Paoli, 
who was then in the fervice of the King 
of Naples, paifed over to Ccrfica, and

there made a kind of voluntary campaign, 
and was alterwards elevated to the Ge- 
neralfliip of the ifiand. His attachment 
to the public good, and his fuperior ta¬ 
lents, rendered him worthy of that ho¬ 
nour.

He afpires only to 
the honour of delivering his country from 
the moft cruel yoke. 1 have efteem enough 
for him to think, that be will very rea¬ 
dily become Citizen of that country which 
he has faved, if the good of the nation 
requires it; and I think, that, eve'll -if 
his love fur the public good fiiall not 
carry him on to this pitch of difintereft- 
edneis, tlie glory and the celebrity of a 
name in the ages to come would make 
him refolve to behave fo.

, Formerly there exifted fome fenfe of 
. Ibame, and its concomitant fome ienfe of 
• honour, among mankind : now, vice has 
. tovergrown itfelf. With an iron front, 
and armed hands, fhe now bids defiance 
. to the criminal jurifprudence of the 
fOuntry; and, after every puniftiment 
Ihort cf (lanfportation to Port Jackl'on, 
Of to that land from which ncvtiaveller 
ever returned, the offender becomes more 
^banjclpned to proflig-'cy, more hardened 
in guilt i more ikiltul in j lanning, and 
dextrous in executing ills nefarious 
fchemes. 

Here let me paufe a moment, and ob*

llcation, by extraftiog out of this abyfs 
of vice, corruption, and licentioufnefs, 
thofe parts which afford examples and 
precepts not only applicable to London, 
but to every metropolis, and endeavour¬ 
ing to inculcate one faff that prelTes upon 
my mind, namely, that, morally fpeak« 
ing, falvation is impoflible but by the 
means pointed out by the intelligent 
Autlior. It will ftill be remembered* 
that In my faid extraffs I only mean to 
adduce fome of the moft prominent/rai/r, 
in order to excitein the public a curiofity 
to penile the Woik at large with that 
attenticn it merits; for, as I conceive 
that there is in it no palTage that is fu- 
perfluous, or without the moft important

“What,” fays fhe, “do they 
exptft to draw their knowledge from the 
clouds ?” When we do not well know 
what to do in this country with a man 
of a certain rank, we hi general fend hint 
abroad as a Minilfer. Hence our ^ex- 
,treme ignorfince of foreign affairs *, and 
our being conlfantly duped.

The father of this elegant writer was 
a maker of lancets tor the furgeons. 
When he was*'told of his fon’s celebrity 
as a writer, he uled to fay, “ The devil 
Vake the lad ! you don’t know how many 
laiRtejs he fpoileci me when he was my 
apprentice.” Dhleiot qnarielled with 
bis fdthei, and, on being reconciled to 
him, dedicated an Efiay upon Merit and 
Viitiie to his brotlicr, which he thus

ABBE DUBOIS.' 

Abbt pubois* Hittory of the League 
of Cambrai ends thus i “ So finifhed the 
League of Cambrai, after having lafted 
eight years. The firlt inisforiune of the 
Venetians feemed as abfurd as it was 
unexpei^ed, and, in the opinipn of Ma- 
chiavel hinifelf, was a fenfible mark that 
there is an intelligence I'uperior to the 
prudence of mankind, and that makes 
the deftiny of Ifates according to its own 
pleafure. The Venetians got up at laff, 
but it was not till they had left their 
rich fpoils in the hrfnds of their enemies 
who Ijad defeated them. The Pope pre- 
ferved to himfclf all Romagna, which he 
had taken from them ; and the territory 
of Cremona, with the Ghiorra of the 
Adda, remained unitevi to the State of 
Milan. The Emperor kept Riva, Ro- 
Yeredo, and Gradifque, which he had

Two tiaits may 
fiiffice to paint his character, and to in¬ 
duce one to pity the princes v'ho had 
any thing to^ do with him. Fietkric, 
King of Nsples, his relation, lent an 
..Ambafl'ador to him in 1501 , to requeft 
hVn to afTvird him ibme aiiillance agamlf 
Louis XII. of France, who was pre¬ 
paring te fpuil him of his dominions'. 
Ferdinand, far hoin intending tomain- 
tain P'rediric, had 1 ng in his own mind 
with Louis XII. divicied the I'limi of 
tfeat'kingd'in j but it fuited lilm to hide 
this intended partition from the King of 
Naples, to Iniiuce him to rely U|uui an 
HflUiance winch would moft alliuvdiy fail 
'him SR the inliant he wanted it, and that 
lie ml^ht be the moie eafily plundered, 
'for tfiis realbn he toM the AnjbafTador, 
in the moft fofetu.a manner, and with the 
firotweit oaths, that he looked upon the 
dominions of hi$ coufm the King of 
Naples a« his owfi.

In prT- 
lon he behaved with the moA effeminate 
weaknefs ; his health was impaired* and 
he gave way to unmanly lamentations* 
Piide prevented Ais making the lofs of 
life the apparent topic of his regret; be 
theiefore affeiiled concern about a eo* 
medy in five a^s* which had been feized 
and frnt to the Committee of Public 
Safety* and of which he was apprehenfive 
that Billaud de Vaiennes would Haffume 
the credit. At his trial he exhibited the 
fame defpondency; not even the heroifm 
of Danton rould animate him. In the 
cart he evinced the fame feeblenefs df 
character* and died like a mock atheiftt 
without courage to appeal to an offended 
Deity for mercy* without the frigid felf-

This is a natural and pathetic tale. 
The fitle of The Nutihell gives it an air 
of originality} but any other incident 
equally trifling might have produced the 
fame cataftrophe. The whole tenor of.

ftory makes it rather a wonder that he 
(hould ever have preferred Amelia, than 
that he Ihould To foon be captivated by 
the brilliant but vain accompliflimenta 
of her rival for the pofleffion of hit 
heart.

of Germany and my Lord Clarke, an 
Englilh vintor of that country. The 
DuHor is a ftrong advocate for the ufe of 
the Latin language in modern compo..- 
fitions, and laments its difufe among the 
learned within thefe laft thirty years. 
The reat^r may not perhaps be difpleal^ 
to perule the following compliment to 
our C'untry, which MeiiTner puts into

They were formed of 
perlbns whofe fituatioii in life enabled 
them to fee and value the bleflings they 
eiijoyetjl under the Britilh Conftitution, 
ard confequently they were the bell pro- 
teftors this country could have, not only 
againft tliedomeftic enemies, who would 
ag.ain difplay thcmlelves if it was not for 
the vigilance of Bovcrnmeiit, but againft 
a tbreign invader. He faid this not from 
any knowledge of his own, but frem the 
opinions ftated by Officers ot the dif- 
feient diftrifts, who placed the greatclt 
reliance uj>on them.

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{ FROM THlIJTWER PAfERS. ] 

Jan. ij. The French Government, 
through the intervention 0/ the SjpaniAi, 
Swediib, and Batavian Ambanadore, has 
exprelTed its wiih to re eftablifti its ancient 
friendfliip and alliance with the Porte, 
with o/Ters to cede all the idands in the 
Adriatic Sei, and other polleilions on the 
coaft of Dalmatia and Gieece, viz. the 
idands which formerly belonged to the 
Venetians, namely, Corfu, Cerigo, Ce- 
pbalonia, &c. (of fome of which, hcw» 
ever the French arc no longer in podef- 
don) ; as alfo to withdraw, immediately 
afier the treaty is iigned, all their troojis 
from Egypt. * 

To thde offers the Porte has replied, 
that the French having broifen one treaty 
of peace and amity, without caufe, and 
tnadeanhoftile attack on Egypt, the Porte 
had been compelled to enter into an offen* 
iive and defenuve'alliance with Rullia and 
England, which it was determined faith* 
fully to fuldl. 

Some days lince, the treaties of alli¬ 
ance between the Porte and the Courts of 
Great Britain and Ruffia were exchanged. 
Sir Sydney Smith, and his brother, the 
Engiilh'Ambniiador, on the ^tii inff. had 
a long conference with the 'Furkidi Mi- 
nifters on this occafum. On the 6th, Sir 
Sidney gave a grand dinner in celebration 
of the Triple Alliance, on board the Ti- 
ger, at which the Aiilhinn Intcrniincio, 
Baron Herbert, with I'everal other dipJo- 
maticperlons,and their ladies were prelent. 
A new flag was at the lame time hepited 
on board the Tiger under a dil'charge of 
»i guns, which were anfwcred with the 
fame number from the cannon foundry at 
at Tophana. Madame Smith took a prin¬ 
cipal part in the ceremony of the conic- 
cration of the flag. In the afternoon a 
fumptuous entertainment was given on 
board the Tiger, when the healths of the 
allied Sovereigns, and fuccels to the 
Triule Alliance, were drank amid the 
inoltjoyfui acclamations. 

NAPLES, Jan. 29. 

The taki'ffg of this city will form an 
epoch in hiltory. After beating iheVoyal 
aEsnjr wherever it was to be found, and 
making tltemlelves roafters of Capua, the 
French entered this capital. Sixty- four 
hours fighting in the ffreels, oA the tops 
of houies, Rnd in the midff of flames, 
fcarcely fufliced to fubdue thofe terrible 
Lazzaroni, who amotint to 60,000. This 
jj^y has always given the law to Naples. 
*he king was conlbintly obliged to open 
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hiis treafftry to tHeh#, Rtid in the 
laft moments of his rd^he ftill ’influ¬ 
enced them, direfliftg them by his gold. 

When the French preftnted themlelyi^ 
before Naples, the Lazzaroni, marclnsd' 
out in three columns to attack thhm t 
this was no fmalt indication of their con* 
rage. They refiffed during three days in 
an open town, fighting obltinately in the 
ftreets, only yielding the ground to the 
valour ot the troops who charged them, 
and frequently rendering viftory uncer¬ 
tain, which at laft declared for the Frendi. 

One remarkable circumftance is, that ■ 

St. Januarius, the proteflor of Naples, 
declared himlblf in favour of the con¬ 
querors. The Cardinal ArchbUhop pre¬ 
tended that great faith and extraominwy 
prayers were neceflary to make their Saint 
perform his miracles. At laft the blood 
of St. Januarius liquified, and at the fame 
moment Vefuvius romit^ forth flames. 
Thele two great events occafioned the 
finging of a TV Deutn, to thagjc the Al¬ 
mighty on account of the entry of the 
French, 

The following ii the advertifement 
which the Avchbifttop publiftied on this 
occafion: 

“ All the faithful fitirens of Naples 
are invited to be prelent this day, Friday, 
the Z5tli of January, at two in the after¬ 
noon, at the celebration ®f Te Dettiff, 
which the Archbiftiop, accompanied by 
the Chapter, the Clergy, the General in 
Chief, and Staff of tiie army of Naples, 
will ling in the cathedral church, to thank 
the Molt High for the glorious entry of 
the French troops into this citys and 
who, protected in a peculiar manner by 
Proviikiye, have regenerated this people, 
and arc come to eftablilh and confolidate 
our happinel's. St, Januarius> our 
trSior, rejoices in their arrival. £^s 
blood miraculoujiy Uquijied on the .very 
evening of the entry of the RepiMie^n 
troops," 

General Championnet publifiied the 
following proclamation, addrelTed to the 
Neapolitans 1 
“ Citizens, 

I have for a moment furpended the 
military vengeance provoked by the hor- „ 
rible licentioufnefs and frenzy of Ibme in- s. 
dividuals hired by affaillns.^ I am well > 
convinced, that the Neapolitans are a | 
good people, and I am heartily forry,J^ > 
the evils they have fuflbtcd j profit ■,, 
citizens,*of this opportunity.

Small boats were em¬ 
ployed to convey provifions to the diffe¬ 
rent villages, and to receive (iich families 
as by ihe i'urirlen incieafe of the vyaters, , 
ware obliged toifiy to the eminences in , 
order to lave their lives. Thefe boats, 
however, v»«ie foon rendered ulelels, as

Boats were then put upon 
fledges, but the provifions with which 
they were laden were almofl: entirely 

• frozen. Fields of ice arrive, covered 

with men and cattle.

PARIS, FfBRUARY 17. 

The Executive Direftory has addrefftd 
a long Proclanltition to the people of 
, France on the fubjeil of the approaching 
' eleffions, which fhews their anxiety to 
have only their own creatures returned. 
It abounds in inveiilives againfl tyranny 
and iicentioufners, and invites the dec- 
tors to be equally on their guard againft 
Royalifls and Jacobins. It concludes 
with the following paffage You be¬ 
hold your foreign enemies difarmed by 
your wifdom, and vanquiihed by your 
valour. The beft way of torn pell ing 
them to make peace is to chool'e proper 
' Reprefentatives. Be mindful of the voice 
of polterity, which will fay in blefling 
■your memory — ‘ For nine years replete 
with ftormy events and revolutions, the 
French have difplayed to Europe the ex- 
ample of courage and herollm. It only 
remained for them to furnifli a pattern of 
the civic virtues, and that was given by 
the ele6fions of the 7th year of the Re- 
ublic. The people had already con- 
rmed their gl«ry j by them they lecured 
thdr happinefs."

“ The Ottoman Portd, informed that 
the expedition to Egypt was only di- 
reifed againft its real enemies, had begun 
to look Upon it with a favourable eye, 
but it was loon led aftray by the perfidi¬ 
ous iniinuations of England and the co- 
alefced Powers. The war, which it has 
declared againft its ancient and faithful 
ailhis, has been the fruit of this error, 
and will lead to its total min. It has 
drawn the Barbary Powers into a war 
with France. The French Government 
has adopted meafures of repi ifal, and it 
•gives you notice of having done fo. 

PARIS, MARCH 14. 

The Pdtriote trancois gives the fol¬ 
lowing account of the Meffages of the 
Executive Direftory to the two Councils. 

COUNCIL OF FIVE HUNDRED. 

MARCH 13. 

Delhrel, the Secretary, read feveral 
meffages from Mhe Council of Ancients, 
cnnt.'iining the refolutions of that council 
on the liibjeft of the mtffage of the Di- 
j edict y, flaiing that the Fiench Republic 
is at war with the Emperor, King of 
Hungary and Bohemia, and with the 
Grand Duke of Tufeany. 

The Diieflory has explained at length 
in its meflage the complaints of the Re¬ 
public againft thofc two powers. It 
declares, w-ith refpeft to the Emperor, 
that the Treaty of Campo Formio was 
mlfuniierftood in its principle, and not 
cafi ied into effeft in one of its principal 
articles; and that the condun of the 
Auilrian Cabinet has been always in op- 
poiition to Peace. It adverts to the cold 
reception of our Ambafl'ador Bernad..tte, 
at Vienna; to the affront offered to him 
there; to the hypocrify of that Court in 
the negociatiens of Seitz, which was 
the more evident, becaufe Baron de De- 
gcllmann did not repair to Paris; to the 
lending of Count Cobentzel to BeiTin and 
Ruflia } and to the dilficulties raifed at 
Vienna to receive the Cifalpine Ambal- 
fador. It finally demonftmtes the hoftile 
dilpofition of the Emperor with refpedl 
to the march of the Ruffians acrofs |do. 
ravia and Auttria, which are on the con¬ 
fines of Bavaria, already occupied by an 
ari^ of 100,000 Auftrians. 

The Diredory in the fame meffage ac- 
cufes the Grand Duke of Tufeany of 
perfidy towards the Republic, and of 
connivance with the enemies of France. 
It expofes his fecret negociations i|tth 
the Cabinet «f St. James's, partlcuUi’iy 
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by the poffefllon of Leghorn by the Eng- 
Ufh, agalnft whish he merely oppbfSl 
ill-diiguired efforts. 

The meflTage concludes with a formal 
propofitlon of declaring war againfi the 
Emperor and the Grand Duke. 

It was ordered to be printed, aod was 
received with fliouts of " Long live the 
Republic.” 

The Ptitriohi ai the i jth gives an ac¬ 
count of the fil'd fiiccefies experienced by 
the Republican arms pr tlie following 
words : 

“ We joyfully announce a happy pre¬ 
lude of fuccefs the part of our armie#. 
A courier juft arrived from Switzerland 
brings intelligence that the troops, under 
the command of MefTena* and another 
Geneial, has taken 4,500 Auftrians, to¬ 
gether with the commandant of Coire 
(Chur), the capital of the Grilon coun¬ 
try, and all the ftaif of that army.” 

General Bernadotte, after crufiing the 
Rhine, fummoned the Fort of Philipf- 
boutg. to furreuder, which the Governor 
refuled. The army under General Jour- 
dan niaiched dired into the interior of 
^wabia, lesfving a garrifon in Offenbourg, 
His principal Head Quarters were, on 
the 5th inft. at Villingcn, in the Black 
Foreft. 

15. The Hamburgh mail of the 8th 
inft. brought the important confirmation, 
that at four o'clock on the morning of 
the lit, Gen. Jourdan, with >5,000 men, 

* palled the Rhine} at K.ehl the right wing 
immediately proceeded through OfFen- 
borg into the Brifgan. The 4 i'pencb 
Miniltera, at the fame time, delivered to 
the Deputation of the Empire the follow¬ 
ing Proclamation of the Executive Di- 
reaory : 

“ The troops of his majefty the Em. 
peror. King of Hungary and Bohemia, 
regai'diefs of aconventummadeat Railadt, 
hare again palled the river Inn, and 
niarchedout of tiie hereditary dominions. 

** This movement is combined with 
the march of the Ruflian troops, who 
loudly declare to have come to attack and 
combat the French Republic, and who 
aie adually Rationed in the teiritorics of 
the Emperor. 

** Always faithful to the obligations 
it has entered into-—always animated 
with the fincerett wifli to preferve peace 
— always inclined to fuppoie his Imperial 
Majefty to have the fame fentiments, the 
French Government has demanded afatif. 
faHory .declaration rei'peHing the march 
pf the Ruftian troops, and the paftage 
♦hieh is granted them. 


** The Emfexoh has made ho ah. 
SWER. The ExeluthtbiStedtory there, 
fore feels itlelf forc^ by tbe neceflity of 
a lawful defence, and the duty incumbent 
upon every government to provide for iu 
lafety, tomake the French armies takei^be 
pofition which circumftance^equire^ but 
It declares that its wilh for peace is im¬ 
mutable, and that from the moment his 
Impel ial Majefty lhall make known, by a 
friendly declaration, that the Kuflians 
have evacuated his dominions, and that 
his own troops have again retvnned to 
the politions fixed in the Convention of 
Raftadt, the French troops will alfij, on" 
their part, occupy their former politions.” 

Qeneral Jourdan has alfo publillied an 
Addrefs to his Army, which begina 
thus; 

** Soldiers! In contempt of a folemn 
convention, the troops of Auftriahave 
paifed, the firft, the ftipulated line of de- 
inai cation j the Emperor, deceiving the 
pacific difpofition of the French Govern* 
meut, has called into the bdlom of Ger¬ 
many armed ftrangers, lefs known by 
their military fuectfs than their ravages 
in former warsj and while fcrupulouB 
obfervers of the faith of treaties, you re¬ 
mained behind youfflines, in a firm but 
peaceable attitude, this Prince dared to 
concert hoftile movements with his new 
allies^ and avail him&if, under favour of 
a po^dious filence, of the advantages' 
which yout fecurity gave him. This 
manifeft infra^ion, this outrage on pub. 
lie faith, refpefied by all civilized ns. 
tions, has at length compelled the Di. 
reaory to make reprifals. It has done 
every thing for peace, but if war is wifti- 
ed, it* will make it. Soldiers, let us 
come out of our lines, and recommence 
that career we have hitherto purfued with 
fo much glory. Wp will fight, if we 
meet with oppoiition to our alfuming the 
military pofitions towards which” the 
army advances—we will fight, if the 
Emperor does not promptly and ftri^ly 
execute the exiftiag convention; but, 
faithful to the principles of moderation 
which have hitlierto charafterized the 
French nation, we will retreat and enter 
our former lines as /oon as the Republic 
fhall have received the fatisfaHion it har 
a right to expeft.” 

He next admonilhes the foldiery to re- 
fpeft general and individual woperfy, to 
piefervc ftrift difcig^nc,'and announces 
to the country in amity with France, 
which may be entered by her armies, that 
payment will be made for every thing 
fuinilhed to the troops. <

T he Gentleman who Is the fubjeA 
of theie Memoirs, was noticed in 
the Annals of Literature, at hir back as 
the year 1750, when his firft Elfay. “An 
Oration on the much lamenteel Death of 
His RoyaJ.Highnefs Frederick' Prince of 
Wales/* thfi.aUgull.fatber of our beloved 
Sovereign, publUhed.' The ftyle of 
this little was much admired at the 
time, w}ij«_ ^couraged oUr young Au¬ 
thor to cultmte the icience of eloquence, 
and to improve; himlblf in elocution, 
with a view to qualify. htmftlf for. the 
profeflion of a private Precej^tbr pf the 
B files Let ires. For this purpofe he at¬ 
tended Mr. Sheri^jin’s Leftures, and 
made Rollins' Belles Lettrest Dfidlley's 
Preceptor,D’Alembert’s, and other works . 
of diffinguinied reputation, the models 
and guides of his future (ludies. 

To a confiderable proficiency in the 
Latin tongue, he added, at an early age. 
a competent knowledge in the French 
and ' Italian languages, which enabled 
him to apply clolely to his favourite 
purfuit. Modern Hiltory. Tlie illullrious 
hiftorians of our own country were then. 
compai-ativelyrpeaking,but few} however, 
he had the fatisfaflion, in his riper years, 
to find them increafing; and Tome of 
them evfrn expelling the moil admired 
writers of other nations. By an afiiduous 
attention to their works, he ftrengthened 
hjs judgment, and then ventured to com¬ 
pile A Hiltory of England from the 
Invafion of the Romans, to the Peace of 
Verfailles, A. D. 1763, in 3 vols. folio, 
humbly inferibed to the Qg^een.” This 
work was formed on the plan recom- 
• mended by Lord RoUngbroke m hts CC* 


lebrated Letters on tke Study and UTe of 
Hifiory, Vi*, to prsfcrve the connexion. 
of-^eat hiitorical fafts and public tran-' 
factions, uninterrupted by tedious di> 
gTeinoos.<politIca^difcuflIons. or' private, 
concerns } aqcotdingly, ample diflerta- 
tJons on the Religiont, Laws. Commerce.' 
Arts. Manufaft'ures. Finances. Manners, 
and Cufto'ms .of tbfc. Country, form dif* 
tinft Chapters at the end of every Ce«- 
iinniei period; the firfi example of the 
kind, v^ich has fince been followed by 
other Britifii hiftoriahs. 

But before we proceed to enumerate 
the literary labours of this veteran, who

^ The death of hU father in 174.T, 
lUfhe {imBiiture age of 3S> which waf 
followed by that ot his mother in 1744) 
left him in the Aate of orphanage j but, 
ptovtdenttfilfyt under the guardianftiip of 
the late John Baker, Elq. of Spital* 
fields, to whoit kind patronage, and to 
fhe continued friendlhip of his family f, 
be has often been heatd to declare, he 
flood principally indebted for the future 
happinels of his life. Mr. Baker was 
one of thofe worthy guardians, rarely to 
be met with, who not only carefully pre- 
ferve, but feduloufly improve the pro¬ 
pel ty of the Wards entrufled to tlieir 
care.

JAMES WHITE, ESQ. 


I N the courfe of laft ftionth was fo«nd 
dead in his bed at the Carpenter's 
Arms, a public hoiile in the parifh 
Wick, Glouceft*er(hire, about llx miles 
from Bath, James White, Esq. a 
Gentleman well known in» the literary^ 
world. He ’was educated at the Uni- 
verfity of Dublin, and was efteemed an 
admirable fchoiar, and poflefled of bril- 
liant parts. His condudt for four or hve 
years paft has been marked by great 
wildneis and eccentricity. He is faid to 
have conceived an ardent alfeAion for a 
young lady, who, he fitppoi'eJ, was as 
wartmy attached to him ; (a\ he 

imagined) fome plot had been contrived 
to wran her regard, and to frulltate,all 
his future profpe^ls in life. He attri¬ 
buted the failure of liis application for 
patrqnage and employment I'rom' the 
great to the inhchinations of thofe pbt- 
tens: .ghd ctmtifivera^ ..;anct 'even fnppyi'cd 
theii^ the London took- 

fefiefs preVei^lw Riy iiteragt tblents being 
more amply rewmmfed. ' The winters of 
1797 ana lysX^e palTed in the ivtigh- 
bourhood of Bath, and many peiions 
noticed in the pump-room, the Ibects, or 
vicinity of the city, a thin, pale, ema¬ 
ciated man (between 30 and 40), with a 
wild, yet penetrating look, drelfed in a 
light coat of Bath coating. His means 
of fubliftence were very fcanty, and he 
obliged the cravings of nature to keep 
within their limits : he has been known 
to, debar himfelf of animal food for 
months, and to have given life a bare 
Aibltftence by a biicuit, a piece of bread, 
or a cold potatoe, and a gSafs of water. 
Unable to pay his lodgings, atvl too 
proud to afle rt;)ief, he would many nights 
wander about the fields, or leek repoie 
beneath a hay-ftack; almqft exhaudeeL 
Le ohee took refuge in an in% at Bath, 
where his extraordinary condufi, and 1^ 
re&fine every^ fuftcnance, alarmed the 
nriftrels, and impelled her to apply to 
the magifttates : they humanely oruered

him to be put under tlie care of the 
parilh odicers. Inftead of appreciating 
tliefe precautionary means as he ought 
to have done, he, in letters to fome per- 
foni^in Bath, complained of “ the undue 
interference of magifterial authority, and 
this unconftitutional infringement of the 
liberty of the fubjeft!” When his mind 
was more compoied, and his health partly 
recovered, he behaved with more mo¬ 
deration, and, though apparently lenftbie 
of the good intenokl Kim,, he llrongly 
fufpefted that his imaginary hoft of 
enemies had again been plotting. It 
was abdht this tiifie that he publilhed 
his “ Letters to Lord Camden on thh. 
State of Ireland the elegance and ' 
ftrength of his langui^e, the {brewdnefs 
of his remarks, and the perlpicuity of . 
his arguments, were generally admired'. 
A fmall fubfeription was privately raifcli^ 
for his relief; and, though given to him 
with a degree of delicacy, be could 
fcarcely be prevailed upon to take it but 
as a lonn. He then left Bath, nor had 
the writer of this,account heard o. nini 
till he learned that the Coroner's iiiquelt 
had been called to determine on lus pre- 
niaturesdeath. This unhappy Gentle¬ 
man had reipeflable relatives refiding in 
Bath ; but who polfefled no influence 
over his paflions, nor means of conttoui^ 
ing his condu^l.

Partner in the game. Senfible of this, 
thoie writers of comedy who take nature

^•ftaidere than, actors in the game. 
TheFpol, in the trajedy of Lear, utters 
^ks oMthe vices ju;d follies 6f man¬ 
ta which wojiJdhOt Itkve dilgraced the 
feft perfoitages in lihe f ^ay, and Fal- 
luy on llpiuhif U not injured 
by the refleflion ld«t;3»e was expatiating 
'01 tliat which he had'never been in the 
habit of prdaifing. Without meaning 
to claim either acutenefs or fuperior wil- 
i proceed to inform you. Sir, that 
.1 almofl be Add to be the novice 
v^bOve mentioned, having lived foa many 
y^s fecludcd from the great world; 
though age, alas f has in a great meafure 
'^fp^ed me of idte plcafurea of novelty, 
aha perltaps, in the following complaints, 
has caufea me to aferibe to a degenerate 
public tafte what you may think origi- 
,nates merely ,in i»y own pcevilhnefs and 
delpondence. 

X was many years ago an afliduous 
. frequenter of the theatres, when Colman 
; the Elder, Thornton, Garrick, Foote, 
others, prefided lb properly over the 
'public take, and on the night of a new 
day conflantly took my feat in the pit; 

‘ the befl> and (according to 

Confouftion of medem 
litres) tbb'oniy place for hearing; of 
iucii tiruth' my meadjChurchill was fo 
'll convtpjtad* 'that 'mevious to the 
king ^ nis excbtknt Aofeiad, he con- 
ntly^u|d himfoif there, as near the 
4^\||phe||||Prpofhble. There too I ufu- 
^^^pltbng Biy ferious and critical 
B, with a‘ mind properly ftored 
of criticifm, and a deter¬ 


mination to fee ftrift juftice done to tlW 
Author, for the honour of Letters and ' 
the improvement of the Britilh Stage. 
The death of a rich relation, and other 
circumflances immaterial to mention, 
caufed me to quit my theatrical purfuits, 
and to live almoll in total feclnfion iri 
a diftant part ol Cumberland. JHere,re- 
flrifted from feeing theatrical repre- 
lentations, 1 transferred my ftudies frond > 
the Itagc to the clofet, and ftored my 
fijelves with the belt dramatic authors, 
among wliom yorr may fuppofe Shak- 
fpeare was not forgotten. Shaklpeare 
Indeed more than atoned for my departed 
amuienient, as his forcible language, 
beautiful lenthnents, and ardent ima¬ 
gination, depend not for their celebrity 
e5i the aid of ftage drfcfs or decoration. 
Mddcrn plays I loon ceaied to purchafe, 
having in this article been always de¬ 
ft auded by my agent, who fent ine, under 
the title of comedies, produftions that 
could only have been afted as farces be¬ 
fore a polifhed London audience. 

The difhonefty of a ftock-broker, to 
whor.i I had given a power of attorney to 
receive my dividends, caufed me to hafteit 
to tovrti; but dtlcovering on my arrival 
that the milchiet was not conliderable 
enough to impair my capital, or even to 
injure my quiet, I quickly forgot it, and 
determined not to fufFcr the week I had 
fet apart .for my ftay in town to be 
wafted in idlenefs or ulelcfs complaint. 

A prefling invitation determined me 
to fpend the week in the houl'e of my old 
frienij Gradus, formerly tutor in a family 
of more wealth than elegance, where (by 
what means he beft knows) he fo in¬ 
gratiated bimfelf with the motlicr, that 
on the death of her fpoufe, and the de- 

E arture of her hopeful Ion, flie very 
indly fuffered the Teacher of Langua«8 
to lead her to the altar. It was on tlic 
third night of my lojourning with this 
family, that I propolcd a party to the 
theatre, to partake of my tavourite di- 
verfion. The propofal was approved' by 
all prefent, bnt themode of accon^lilh- 
jng It caufed feme difficulty. Their owm 
carriage, it feems, as the body of it did 
not quite fwcep the ground, was under 
repair for that purpple ; and,^ as neither 
Mrs. Gradus nor Mifs Lsetkia (a fallow 
fquare ^ouldered maiden of fix-and» 
thirty) could bear the idea of being 
jumbled in a hack, a glafs coach was lent 
for, and after fome time procured, inf 
which we repaired to the feene df di- 
verfion. In the courfc of our fide 1 
ventured to aflt the name of the author

Ignorance £ was complimented by a loud 
laugh from the ftentorian lungs of Mii« 
I>a:titia ; though where the joKC lies in 
kiighing at a man for being ignorant of 
what he never had an opportunity of 
knowing, I cotifcfs mylelt unable to d*. 
terminc. 

On alighting from the coach, antKon 
finding them bent towards the bo^es, I 
I'el'oluteiy deteimined to take my old 
fiation in the pit, in, defiance of the won¬ 
der of the moiher>^Xd the more noify 
expoltulation of the fair Lsetitla j we 
therefore fepailited for the evening. * 

I will not conceal my i'prprize, when 
I entered the pit, to find that tittering 
girls hail ufurped the plac^of the quon¬ 
dam unibrageous-curicd critics of the 
town j and that the young Gentlemen 
who had afitimed thnt title, inficad of 
being in their pi oper fphere, were mount¬ 
ed to the upper boxes, clattering thtf 
doors, or lounging in the lobbies. But 
my lurprize at this alteration was in- 
crcaled 1^ an alteiation of greater, mo¬ 
ment. JDuring the former period of my 
frequenting the theatres, it had been the 
invariable cuflom to aft the tragedy or 
comedy firlt, and the farce or pantomime 
laft, and this cuftoni had been fo 
ftitngthened by time, that I thought 
nothing fliort of feme great revolution 
would be able to fubvert it. This revo¬ 
lution has btfien effefted at one of the 
theatres, with a laudable contempt of 
ancient ienfe and ancient ufage, but hap. 
pily has not yet extended to the o’ther j 
upon which account, J am ini'ormed, the 
town is divided ; the huge tiibe of 
laughers and anti-thinkers frequenting 
the former, iiom the pleafure they feft 
in feeing the pantomime afted before the 
play } and tlie comparatively fmall num- 
Der of advocates for rcalon and wit ad- 
heiingto the latter. Oi the propriety of 
(hefe firiftures, a faithful account of 
what 1 faw and heard will enable you to 
judge. 

The piece firll reprefented was indeed 
carried on by dialogue (fuch as it was) j 
but' I remembered to have witn^fTcd a 
J)>eaking pantomime before I left London, 
therefore was not by that circumliancc 
induced to alter my opinion. The har¬ 
lequin of the piece (independeitt of being 
arrayed ia a modern coat, waiftcoat, and 
breeches) afted as hailequins ufually do; 
being diltinguifhed by a peculiar grimace, 
P fhake of the head, and a twirl of the 
bat, together with a conllant agitation of 
the hinder parts, and an eternal fidget 


from one n4c of 
Hia employment {ni 
tormenting by ridiculous fehobl^bw 
falieboods, or, as he cal!^ {t;| 
his fellow-:labourers in the pantom&iisa 
confiding of tbe cudom^iw driveHinjg' tM' 
man, a druUingOfficer, a black feryfi^ 
an innkeeper, an old maid, and 
three fine ladies and gentlemen whom ;.iC- 
do not recolleft, by means at 
common lend; revolted, and which even 
the indulgent laws of paotomirae found 
fomC'dithculty in reconciling. After 
the above* mentioned fidgettin^ capering^i 
and tumbling, had continued through 
five divifions I was going to naff ’ 
than), the curtain drop[>ed. Upon thiii 
occaiion I could not avoid remarking ^ 
thole around me, that the new fafhton 
did not at all pleafe me, as my mind^ 
diffipated ahd exhao%d by theabrurdities 
I had jufl witnefied^ was rendered unH^ 
for receiving the fober beauties of tra* 
gedy. But 1 was Infilled that th| 
next piece mull intereft nr#,,as tbers waf' 
«a mdevgrom^ in.it, i(vhieii 
univerfaily admirsd, and that every , 
made it a rule to fyptpathize with^K ; 
Viftim of CoA|lane^. The plot of lip 
piece was taken frf'm the HiAory of tp . 
Uuchefs of C—* 7 ^ related in the Ad^ 
laide and Theodore of Madame deiQrehlls!^, 
and Teemed to me, by a judicious 'manage-' 
ment, capable of tornfing an tnteretttnip' 
drama. I amui'ed my felt with piftiiiHhg

gave him two large fpoonfujs. I then 
told the mother, if Ote found her Ion 
better, to repeat this dole every three 
. bouis. I tlifn fet out for my journey ; 
upon my return, after a few days, I 
(•jjSutxioufly enquired^ after the boy, ar>d 
jis,informed hewas^Ttcovercd. •‘I could 
(reprefs curiofity, though I was 
fatigued with my jcurney, and 
jight'was come on^ I went direflly to 
'Jiiiilhere be lived, which was three miles 
ofFj in a wild part of the moors. The 
>boy,himfelf opened the door, looketi fur- 
prifingly well, and told me he felt better 
Trotn the infiant he took the jeafi. 

** After I left Brampton, I lived in 
Leiccilerlhire; My yurifliioner\ being 
there few and opulent, I dropped the 
medical chai'after entirely, and would not 
prefertbe for my own family. One of 
i, my domefites failing ill, accordifigly the 
apotltecary was fent for. His complaint 
suviolent fever, which in its progress 
became putrid. Jtlaving great reliance, 
and defervtdly, on the apothecary's jie- 
uetration and judgment, the man was left 
Iblely to hi« management. His diibrder, 
however, kept daily gaining ground, till 
,At length the apothecary confidered him 
I, in very great danger. At lall, finding 
" <iv«ry effort to be of fcrvice to him bat- 
'' fled- he told me be confidered it to be a 
ioft cafe, and that; in his opinion the man 
could- not furvive twenty-four hours, 
the ftpotficca^ thus giving him up, I 
l.;^^eiinhied to try the ene^ls of yeatf. 1 
'fl^ve him two large fpronfuis, and in 15 
j^ll^nutes '^om talungthe yeaft, his pulfc, 
—1 A*j« • began to get compofitd 



and full. He, in 38 minutes from his 
taking it, was able to get up from his 
bed and walk in his room. At the ex¬ 
piration of the lecond hour I gave him a 
hafon'of fago, with a good dealof lemon, 
wine, and ginger in it; he ate it with an 
appetite ; in another hour I repeated the 
ycaft; an hour afterwards I gave the 
bark as before-; at the next hour he had 
food ; next had another dole of ycaft j 
and then went to bed ; it was nine 
o’clock ; he told me he had a good night, 
and was recovered. I however repeated 
the medicine, and he was foon able to go 
at^out his bufinefs as iii'ual. 

About a year after this, as I was 
riding paft a detached fann-houfe, at the 
oHtlkirts of,the village,.! obferved a 
fanner's daughter ftanding at the door, 
appaiently in great :ifH 16 lion. On cn- 
quiring'into tiie caufe of hei- diftrel's, fiie 
told me her father was dying ; 1 dil- 
mounted, and went into the houfe to fee 
him ; 1 found him in the iaft fiage of a 
putrid fever. His tongue was black, his 
ptilie was fcarcely perceptible, and he lay 
firetehed out like a corple in a ftatc of 
drowfy infenfibility. I immediately pro¬ 
em ed fome yeaft, which 1 diluted with 
water, and poured down his throat; I 
then left him with little hopes of reco- 
veiy ; 1 returned, however, in about two 
hours, and found him fenfible and able to 
converle ; I then gave him a dofe of 
hai k } he afterwards took, at a proper 
interval, fome refrcfliment.* I (laid with 
him till he repeated the yeaft, and then 
left ipni, with dire 61 ions how to proceed ; 
1 called upon him the next morning at 
nine o'clock ; I found him apparently 
well, and walking in his garden. He 
was an old man, upwanls of 70. 

1 have fmee adminiftered the yeaft 
to above 50 perfons labouring under pu¬ 
trid fevers ; and what is lingular (con¬ 
tinues this benevolent man), 1 have no^ 
loit a patient." 

The above has been handed to us by a 
Gentleman of Edinburgh, who loft two 
children by the fever which has been fo 
prevalent and fo fatal of late. He had 
a thifd child who wli$ taken ill, and this 
prefeription having come to his know¬ 
ledge, he made the experiment, which 
was happily crowned with fuccefs. We 
ihall be ISappy to record farther proofs of 
its efficacy.

ftrumental. This having been the fub- 
jeft of fome converfation one evening at 
our medical meeting, you remember, 
Gentlemen, that you thought the lubjeft 
interelfing, and defired me to give you a 
papei; upon it. I now obey your com¬ 
mand. 

In thofe unhappy cafes of the death of 
baltafd children, as in every aaion ini 
deed that is cither criminal or fiifpicious’, 
realbn and jullicc demand an inquiry into 
all the circumftances ; and particularly 
ttvfind out from what views and motives 
the a£V proceeded. For, as nothing can 
be fo criminal, but tliat circnmftances 
might be added by the imaginatioB to 
make it worfe $ fo nothing can be con¬ 
ceived fo wicked and onenfivc to the 
feelings* of a good mind, as not lo be 
fbmewhat foftened or extenuated l>y cir- 
cumfiances and motives. In making up 
a juft eftiinate of any human aftion, much 
will depend on the ftate of the agent's 
mind at the time; and therefore the laws 
of ill count! ics make ample allowance 
for infanity. The infanc are not held to 
be refpontible for their actions. The 
world will give me credit, furcly, for 
having liad fufficient opportvinities of 
knowing a good deal of female thai'ailers. 
I have leen private as well as public 
virtues, the private as well as the moie 

f niblic frailties of women in all ranks of 
lie. I have been in iheii*fecret8, their 
counfellor and advifer in themcmemsof 
thei« greateft diftrcl's in body and mind. 
I have been a witnefs to their pi ivate 
conduct when they have been preparing 
themlelves to meet danger, and have heaid 
their laft and molt Itrions ictleflions, 
when they were certain they had but a 
few hours to live. That knowledge of 
women has enabled me to fay, though no 
doubt there will be many exceptions to 
the general rule, that women who are 
pregnant, without daring to avow their 
iituatioN, are commonly objefls of the 
greateft companion, and generally are 
Icfs criminal than the world imagine. In 
moft of thefe cafes the father of the child 
is really criininal, often cruelly lb | the 
mother is weak, credulous, and deludcit. 
Having obtained giatification, he thinks 
no more of his promties : llie finds her- 
felf abuftd, diiappointed of his afi'eflions 
and fupport, and left to ftruggle as flie 
can*, with fickneis, pains, poverty, in¬ 
famy } in Ihort, with complete ruin far 
life I A worthlefs woman can never be 
reduced to that wretched fituation, be- 

cauib 



tauibfte is loienfible to infarny; but a 
woman who has tliat refpefiable virtue, a 
hi^h fenfe of ihame, and a ftron? defire of 
being refpe^lable in her character, find¬ 
ing herfeif I'urrounded'with fuch horrors, 
Often has not firength of mind*to meet 
them, and in deipair puts an end to a life 
which is become infupportable. In that 
cafe, can any man, whofe heart ever felt 
what pity is, be angry with fuch an un¬ 
fortunate woman for what Ihe did N She 
felt life to be fo dreadful and oppreilive, 
that file could not ipnger fupport it. 
With that view of her fituation every 
humane heart will forget the indifcretion 
or crime, and bleed for the lufierings 
which % woman mud have gone through; 
who, for having liftened to^tlie perfidious 
proiefiations aru vows of our fex, migli^ 
have been an afFe<^ionate and faithful 
wife, a virtuous and honoured*mother, 
through a long and happy life ; and 
probably, that very refleflion railed the 
lad pang of del'pair, which hiuried her 
into eternity. To think fcrioully of 
what a fellow creature mud feel at fuch 
an awful moment, mull n^elt to, pity 
every man whofe heart is not deeled with 
habits of cruelty, and every woman who 
does not affect to be more feverely vir¬ 
tuous and cUafte than pet haps any good 
woman ever was. It niay be faid that 
fuch a woman's guilt is heightened, 
when we cunfider that at the lame time 
fhe puts an end to her own life, Ihe mur. 
ders her chili. God forbid that killing 
fhould always be murder! It is only 
murder when it Is executed with^fome 
degree of cool judgment and wicked in¬ 
tention : when committed under a frenzy 
from deipair, can it be more offenfive in 
ihe light of God, than under a frenzy 
from a fever, or in lunacy ? It diouid 
therefore, as it mud raile our horror, 
raile our pity too. What is commonly 
underdood to be the murder uf a baltard 
child by the mother, if the real cticum- 
ilances’ were fully known, would be al¬ 
lowed to be a very different crime in 
different circumiiances.

fallibly lead to an inquiry/which would 
proclaiiu what they are fo anxious (9 
conceal* In this perplexity, and nam¬ 
ing Clothing Jefs than the murder pf 
infant, they are' meditating diffbj^i^ 
fehemes for conceaUpg the birth of ti« 
child; hut ai'e wavering between di£fi-. 
culties on ail fidey, putting off the evU 
hour, and trufiing too much to chance 
and foitune. In that Ifate often they 
arc ovei taken fuoner than they expefled ; 
their ichemes are f'ruitated; their diltrefic 
of body and mind deprives them of s^l 
judgment and rational condufi j they are 
delivered by themfelves, wherever they 
happened to retire in their fright and 
confufi^n j fumetimes dying in the ago* 
nies of child-birth, -and Ibmetimes being 
quite exhaufted they faint away and be* 
come inlenlibie of what is paulng } and 
when they recover a little itrength, find 
that the child, whether lliU born or not, 
is completely iifelefs. In fuch a caie, ia 
it to be expe 61 ed, when it could anfwer 
no piirpofe, that a woman fbould divulge 
the iccret ? Will not the bed difpo- 
fitions of mind urge her to preierve her 
chara£ler ? She will therefore h ide every, 
appearance of what has happeiml U'l vveli'' 
as ihe can; though if the difeovery be 
made, that cbnduft will be fet down as 
a proof of her guilt.

tional condu^ may appear vecy naturitl. 
Aflow me to illulfrate this truth by a 
cafe i-*A Lady, who, thank God! has 
Itbw been perf( 611 y recovered many years, 
fai the laft months of her pregnancy, on 
a fine fummer's evenrng, itepped out, at- 
;]tiM^rd by her footman, to rake*a little 
a fine new pavement at her own 
;^r, in one of our mofi even, broad, and 
tKPiiet ftreets. Having walked gently to 
the end of the itrcet, where there waj a 
VBy’fmooth croffing place, (he thought 
(be would go over (or a little variety, and 
return towards her houfe by walking 
along the other fide of the fireet. Being 
heavy and not unmindful of het fituation, 
flic was ftepping very (lowly and cau- 
tioufly, for iear of meeting with any ac¬ 
cident. When flw had advanced a few 
iteps ita crofiing the ftreet, a man came 
up on a fmart trot, riding on,a cait, 
which made a great rattling nolle: he 
was at a fuffieient dillance to Set her get 

S uite over, or to*return back with great 
eliberation $ and (he would have been 
perfefily fafe, if (he bad flood'ftill. But 
ihtt was ftruck with a panic, loft her 
^gment and fenfes, and in the horror

felf} hut if her fituatiem th life lit ll^Sl 
time Could have favoured fuch a fuppos 
fition, we fee in faft that the moft un-* 
queflionabie proof that (he could have 
faved herfelf either by going on, of by 
turning back, or by handing flill, would 
have (ignified nothing towards proving 
that (lie had intended to put an end to 
her own life, and to that of her child. 
One ihudders to think that innocent 
women may have fuffered sm ignominious 
death from fuch equivocal proofe and, 
inconelufive rcalbsing. Molt of thefe 
refieftions would naturally occur to any 
unprejudiced perfon, and therefore upon 
a trial in this country, where we are fo 
happy as to be under the proteflion of 
Judges, who by their education, lludies, 
a!hd habits, are above the reach of vul¬ 
gar prejudices, and make it a rule for 
their cofiduft to fuppofe the accufed 
party innocent, till guilt be proved i—i 
with fuch Judges, 1 lay, there will be 
little danger of an innocent woman being 
condemned by faife reafoning. But dan¬ 
ger, in the cafes in which we are now 
treating, may arile front the evidence and 
opinions given by phyfical people, who 
are called in to lettle queflions in feienefi 
which Judges and Jurymen are fuppoled 
not to know with accuracy. 

In general I am afraid too much has 
been left to our decifion. Many of our 
profeffiott are not fo converfant with 
fcietice as the world may think; and 
fome of us are a little difjfofed to gralp 
at authority in a public examination, by 
giving a quick and decided opinion, 
when it (hould have been guarded with 
doubt; a chara^er which no man Ihould 
be ambitious to acquire, who in his 
profelfion is prefumed every day to be 
deciding nice queflions, upon which the 
life of a patient may depend. To form 
a lolid judgment about the birth of a 
new-born child, from the examination of 
its body, a profelfional man (houM have 
feen many new-born childien, both flill 
born, and fuch as had outlived their birth 
a flioi t time cyily t and he (hould have 
difieHed, or attended the diflefiions of a 
number of bodies in the dilferent ftages 
of aayancing putrefafiion. 1 have often 
feen various and common and natural 
appearsuices, both internal and external, 
■miflaken for marks of a vi.deht death."

“ Thirdly, If the air In the lungs 
found to be contained in the natural air 
vellcies, and to have the appearance of 
air received into them by breathing, let 
MS next find out if that air was perhaps 
blown into the lungs after the death of 
the infant. It is fo generally known 
that a child, born apparently dead, may 
be brought to life by inflating its lungs, 
that the mother herfelf, or fome other 
perion, might have tried the experiment.

But the moft dangerous and the moft 
common error into which we are apt to 
fall, is this, vie. fuppofing the experi. 
ment to have been fairly made, and (hat 
we have guarded againft every deception 
above mentioned, we may ralhly con> 
elude that the child was born alive, and 
therefore muft ptobably have been mur> 
dered ) erpeciaily in a cale where the 
mother had taken pains, by fecreting the 
child, to conceal the birth. And this 
laft circumftance has generally great 
weight with a Jury.

During the interval of two years, the 
i^fpace of time which has elapfea fince tlie 
g^lication of my Appendix, I have had 
imtfcii.reafo'h to continue in the belief of 
tny hypothecs, and did 1 confider myfelf 
at liberty to mention names, I could add 
foine mod: rel’pcfiahle authority in the 
literary world, who have given it their 
ianition; ibme well known for th^ir 
taftc and intimate knowledge of our 
Author, and particularly of this play. 

I could point out many paiTages, not 
only in this but in other of our Author’s 
plays, which I coiilider as throwing ne^ 
and dreng lights upon the fubjeft.

Yet one 
of them, however fanciful it may 'appear 
to ibme, I confider as lb curious, that 
now I am upon the fubjefl I cannot for> 
bear mentioning It to my readers. 

I have already (hewn that the account 
of the murder of the late King in Hamlet 
bears no i*elemblance to that of Harwen- 
dillus in the chronicle and black letter 
Hidory of Hamlet; and that, in almoft 
every particular, it does bear feme re- 
i'emblance, though perhaps very remote, 
to the death or previous illnefs of Lord 
Darnley. To thefe I can yet add an> 
other : Dr. Robertfon, Vol. 1. p. 449 , 
fays, on the authority of Crawford, 
'* Several lul|vi61ed perfons were feized. 
Captain Blackadder and three others were 
condemned and executed ; but no dif* 
covery of importance was made. It* we 
believe fome hiftorians, they were con- 
viftedon lufficient evidence. If we give 
credit to others, their ientence was un> 
julf, and they denied with their laft breath 
any knowledge of the crime for which 
they ItiflFere^” When the reader has 
peruied this, let him, bearing all the 
other coincidences in his mind, attend to 
the following paiTage from Hamlet, A. z.

'I'he land, tliough re- 
luarkably good, and letting from thiity 
to foity (hillings pei acre, is exhaulled 
by a fucceflion uf ciops repeated without 
ineicy, and an impolitic tecononiy which 
refiiles a proportionate iiipply of manure. 
The Glamcrganfhiic taimer will force 
bis lands 10 the following rotation ; 
ill year Wheat, 

ad -Bsrley, 

3d —— Oats, 

4 th-- Barley and Clover ; 

ahd repay Its labours, perhaps,owith 
only one (canty covering of manure. 
Lime, which is the natural produft of 
the countiy, and which the fcicntiric 
agriculturi'f converts to fuch beneficial 
purpofes with refpecl to his lands, can 
fcarccly be faid to be an advantage to t!ie 
Glamorganfhirc farmer. By hisindilcii- 
minate ufeof it on every fort of foil he 
milapplies its properties, and ficijuently 
rather injures than benefits his farm by 
tlie iniltakcn donation. The effeif of 
this bad agricultural fyftt'in is very ob¬ 
vious : tlie farmers, though renting bar¬ 
gains from nsty to one hundred pounds 
a year, on which they ought to make a 
decent livelihood, are all md'erably poor ; 
their diet is of the cuarfeft kind, and 
their cellars feldom afford a drop of ale 
to comfort them after the labours of the 
day. How then is it (it may be afked), 
that a lyflem of hulbandry fo obvioufty 
unwife Is not altered, and a better one 
adopted? You know the chaiafter of 


the common farmer, dear Sir, too well,- 
not to give an immediate anCwer} 
becaufe he is ignorant, obftinate, and 
bigoted. Agriculture, though one ojf 
the neceffary arts of life, and, as fuefay 
one of tlie firft to which man paid aajr 
attention, has made a (lower progrelt 
towards peifeftion than any other. CoB« 
nefled as it is with manual labour, it 
has been left, till within thefe i'ew years* 
almolt entirely to thole who, from the 
ciicuiTilfances of birth and education, are 
very unlikely to fuggeft experiments, or 
adopt improvements. Little gifted wirh 
the faculty of thinking for themieJvet* 
they are dragged on by the force of pre¬ 
ceding example like their own ploughs 
in one Itraight umleviating line, looking 
neitiler to the tight hand nor the left }: 
refilling iiiftruflioiis, becauiethey think 
it unneccirai y ; faiisfied with their.fore- 
fathers’ plan, becaulc they conllder it as 
pc! tedt.”

The following is Mr, 'Warner’s de- 
feription of the bamjiliire Gatherers s 

“ Though the cliff do not preient to 
the evc*i'o formidabV a defeent as tlie 
famous one at Dover, in the animated 
deicripti^ n of our great diamatic bard* 
yet it is iiifficiently-rieep to excite our 
wuiuIli at the hazaidous praflice which 
is veiy connntm amu.'.gft the iiihabitanta 
of the neighbouring villages, at the 
proper (eafon of the jear. I mean the 
prailice of gathering the aitb ni.m ma- 
ritmium, or rock I'amphire, which grows 
in great plenty along the ledges, and 
down the jierpendiciilar fides of the cliff. 
Shiikfpeare, you may recollefl, alludes 
to this mode oi liveliliood, and calls it, 
as he well might, ‘ a dreadful trade j"’ 
for tew avocations arc attended with (o' 
much danger. The method is Amply 
this :—'J'lie laniphire gptberer takes with 
him a llout rope and an iion crow bar, 
and pn coeds to the cliff. Fixing the 
latter firmly into the earth at the brow 
of the rock, and faftening the former 
with equal fecurity to the bar, he takes 
the rope in his hand, and boldly drops 
over the head uf the rock, lowering him- 
(ei( gradu.rlly till he reaches the'cievires.. 
ill wliicli the lUinphire i* fOQnO, Here 
he loads his baiket or bag with the 
vegetable, and then afeends again to tlie 
top of the cliff by means of the rope. 
Caicicfihels or cal'ualty in a calling (b 
perilous as tliis wil-V lometimes produce 
terrible accidents : Th—m—s related 
one to US, which, though not terminating 
fat ally, was (b full of horror, that, tp

in gathering famphire, and attentive only 
to the ebjett of profit, the rope fuddenly 
ticapped from his hand, and after a few 
etfisUkrions, but all without his reach, 
hecame ftatimmi y at the difliance of f^our 
Or five feet from him. Nothing could 
ettceed the hurror ot his fituation : above 
was a rock of fixty or leventy feet in 
teight, whofe projefting brovw would de- 
ly^every attempt of his to afeend it, and 
invent every effort of others to render 
fttnv affiflanc^. Below was a perpendi¬ 
cular defeent of one hundred feet, tetmi- 
Oated by ragged rocjts, over which the 
J^rge was breaking with dreadiul vio- 
ISince. Before him was the rope, his only 
hope of fafety, his only means of return; 
But hanging at I'uchn tantalizing difiance 
as baSled all expe£iation of his reaching 
it; Our adventurer was fortunately 
young, aAive, refolute j he theielorc 
t^pikkly determined what plan to adopt: 
cekefling all his powers into one efiiut, 
•od fpringinjg boldly from the ledge, he 
tla;BW himfetf into the dreadful varuum, 
wild dallied at the fufpended rone. The 
defperate exertion was fuccefsful; he 
caught the cord, and in a fhort time was 
once more at the top of the rock.*' 

Ouf traveller in his' progreis vifited 
PerWning, the feat of Mr, Pennant, fince 
debtafed, of which vilit he gives the 
following account:

Such, my dear Sir, is Mr. Pennant, who, 
full of dignity and honour as well as of 
years, lealizes the beautiful defeription

In the 
waywai’dnefs of mental imbecility, how¬ 
ever, he would frequently fcold the 
players for imaginary faults, and affefl* 
to inftruft them both in a^ion and le- 
citation. It is a refle£lion on tfte tafte 
of Caermarthen, that no monument is 
erefted to the memory of the Author of 
7 /i<f Confcious Levert,'* 

May it not with more truth be ob- 
ferved, that it is a reflexion on the piety 
wf the noble defcendants of Steele, that 
this teftimony of refpefl to his memory 
has been fo long withheld ? It Is re- 
maritable that both Addifon and Steele 
repofe each “ beneath a namelefs ftone.” 

Mr. Warnw concludes his Tour in 
the followin^ianner: “ Even now, my 
dear Sir, am 1 returned from pacing this 
Tandy level, and watching for the lall 
time the fulf orb’d fun ijowly finking 
into the weftein waves.

The Trcatiie is jiidiciouny divided 
into two parttf. The firft rontains an 
introduflory dilculTion of the legal rights 
acquired by the polTciiion of Bills of 
Exchanges, Pi-oniiflbry Notes, &t. and 
an early inftance of the Auth.or’s pcrlpi- 
cuity is given in the following cUfi- 
nition s « They are inllnimcnts, l>y 
means of which a creditor may aflign to 
a third perfon, not originally party to a 
'Contraff, the legal as weli us tujuitalle 
intereft in a debt raifed by it, fo as to 
veil: in fuch affignce a riglit of aclTon 
agalntt the original debtor.”

T he efcane of the firft of the French 
kings from a voyage to Cayenne 
bae broMght to light more inftances of 
the treachery, perfidy, and ambition of 
our inveterate enemies. The prefent 
performance bears every mark of authen> 
tieitv. It developes the plans and fchetnes 
of the difturbers of mankind, and de* 
mands a very ferious perul'al. 

In the'preface, an admirable one, the 
Tranflator takes a view of Carnot’s 
•haraAer and principles j part of which 
we ihall here infert: 

•* This Apology, including an arro- 

5 ant aiTumption of merit from the Mur- 
er of his Sovereign, and confining his 
whole exculpation of the innumerable 
murders committed in his own name, and 
under his own authority, to a fiight 
aflertion of a difapprobation expreiled in 
the prefence of Kobefpierre and his ether 
Collogues—This Apology, devoting its 
Author to irifamy (in the opinion of all 
(hofe, by whom his'conduct may be efti* 
mated according to the ancient and im¬ 
mutable principles of morality), is at 
the fame time fo contrived, that of the 
three parties exifiing in France, the 
Koyalilts, the Jacobins, and the Di¬ 
rectory, it is calculated to irritate and 
exafperatc every one-the Direftbrs, as 
they are perfonally and viuilently, and 
(what is (till more unpardonable) juHly 
denounced to the wot Id as the enemies of 
Peace and the opprellbrs of mankind j— 
the Royalifis, oi courle;—'and tlie Ja¬ 
cobins, as their former cnnCpIracies are 
cited, and a merit airutiKd from having 
afljfted in their fupprellion. 

“ The publication of fuch a Work, 
IwweVer, though a little extraordinary, 
is, not wholly unaccountable. That 
Sully and Clarendon, men whofe lives 
were devoted not to any I'elfilh or Icntual 
purpofes, but to the benefit and improve¬ 
ment } that iiich men ihould 

have thqughta' portion of their leiluie 
ufitfully occupied, in accounting to man- 
klhd wt the employment of their time 
and the application of their talents--, 
this is not extraor 4 inary. They felt no 
ambarraflment, noSnxiety for the ar¬ 
rangement of a fpecious narrative, no 
l^iftty for concetument of the tnith or 


for an artful infinuatlon of falfehood} to 
recolleft and record the tranfa^ions of a 
meritorious and honourablt life was in 
itlelf no unpleafing duty; and they were 
confqious that the purpofes for which 
alone they exliled would extend them* 
I'elves, and be perpetuated with the in* 
fiuence of their example. 

But there arc other writers of a very 
dillerent chara£ler—men whole lives have 
been pernicious or ufelefs to fociety ; 
who have, neyerthelefs, conceived it im¬ 
portant that poiterity (hould be acquainted 
with their principles, fuch as they were, 
and with the courfe of their tranfaflions 
and intrigues. This rage for perpetu¬ 
ating the prtraitures of mental (iefor- 
mity has bqen at all times remarkably 
prevalent in France ; and the immenle 
colleilion of French Memoirs prefents 
us with a feries of thele felf-acculers un¬ 
exampled in the literature of any other 
country. 

“ The palTions by which thefe writers 
mull have been actuated, like all others, 
feem to have gained new force and afli- 
vity from the events of the Revolution. 
The redlelTnefs attendant upon involun¬ 
tary retirement, that impatience of filence 
and obi'eurity which embitters the exile 
or leceflioii of a banilhed or abdicating 
Statelinan, the befoin de faire parler de 
fcji, liave been felt in their full force by 
all the fuccelfivc viflims whom ambition 
has railed to notice lor an inllant, and 
then re* plunged in their original ob- 
Icurity. It is to thele paflions that we 
arc indebted for almolt all we know of 
the Revolution j for the Memoirs of 
Carat, and Roland, and Dumourier; 
the Narratives of Louvet, and Kiouffe; 
atid the Apologies of Neckar, and of 
Fouquier TinvilJe. 

“ This laft (a worthy Magiftrate, and 
Prefident of the Revolutionary Tribunal 
under the dire£rion of that Committee of 
which Carnet was a Member) confines 
his juftification to the following meta¬ 
phorical alTertion, ‘ that his tender heart 
had expanded Uke a Jitmer at tbefirjl 
dawning tj the Kevoluttoni' and he very 
fairly conlefies, that iince that time he 
had been milled by his zeal; and that, in 
point of murder^ he is apprehenlive be 
may have carried things a little farther 
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tlian wat neeelTaryt or indeed perhapa 
altogether juftifiable. 

^ The apology offered by his prin- 
• aipali the Ex-Dire£tor, is not quite fo 
'‘Hiodeft; he takes upon him to reproach 
the world in general, for their, ignorance 
at to what ufed to pafs in tfie Coin- 
niittees of Public Safety—* It is not Juf- 
ficiently known (fays he) that / ufrd to 
reproach Robefpierre for bn mnrcejfary 
irttelties .'—It certainly is not known, 
sor will it be credited, upon fuch af- 
ferfion j nor, even if it were true, would 
it be a fufficient apology, or any thing 
like it. The Author would certainly 
have done better, not to have deviat»l 
into thefe extraneous exculpations} un- 
lefs, indeed, he could havnproved that, 
by Ibme inexplicable chain of obligation,’ 
it had been originally his duty to become 
a Member of the Committee of •Public 
Safety ; and that, once appointed to that 
lacretl truft, he -was bound to continue 
bis fcrvices, and to retain life at the 
expence of guilt and infamy. He cer¬ 
tainly would have done better to have 
confined himlclf to the tingle thefts which 
forms the profeffed I'nbjeil of his Work, 
namely, to prove that Railieul's accu- 
fttion of Royalifm, and Lepaux's impu¬ 
tations of Chriltianity, arc unfounded 
and that the Author is. In fail, as found 
an Atheill and as good a Regicide as 
heart could wifli or Kepublicanilin re¬ 
quire. Upon this point he is completely 
triumphant, ond mull be admitted, we 
think, in the opinion of every impartial 
perfon, to have left his adverfaries with¬ 
out the poflibllity of a reply. 

** The next point in difcufllon Is not 
calculated to infpire much interefl j It 
cunfifts of the fimple fail of the Author's 
having been betrayed and outwitted by 
his accomplices.

** To Citizen Carnot, therefore*, in 
Ktum for the ftriking and amuiing fpcc- 
tacle which he has difplayed on the 
Theatre of the Republic, from the time

On the morning of the ad, a fl'ag of 
truce w-is fent oft by the French Com¬ 
mander of the garrifon of the town of 
Corfu to the P.uffian Vice-Admiral, for 
the purp jfc of informing him ot the 
wifli of the garrifon to capitulate ; a 
Ruffian officer was therefore fent to the 
town with the propofitjons of the Ruf¬ 
fian and Tui'kilh Commanders, and.

fuperior numbers of the afrailants. 

“ As foon as the Commander in Chief 
icceived information ot the attack, he 
repaired to the feene of afiioii, and con¬ 
tributed very much by his prefence and 
example to animate the courage of the 
troops, and to check the progrefs of the 
enemy. We look about too prifoners. 
The aiSlion was very obftinate, and fe- 
vcral of our men were wounded. Tlie 
General had one of his aides du-camp 
killt-d near him, and his own horle was 
wounded in the neck by a cannonball. 
General Lefcbvr* has tcceivcd a wound 
in the wrid, which is nut conildcred 
dangerotis,"

You will perceive how mueh it 
has direRed againft your interells its 
ntonllrous alliance with England, which 
fupports itielf only by the troubles, of the 
Contihent; and with Rullia, which 
wilhes to impofe upon civilized Europe 
the chains of Afiatic barbarifm.—Gw- 
mans! The maintenance of your religion, 
your fafety, your liberty, and the inde¬ 
pendence of your Government, which 
ate on terms of friendihip with us, en¬ 
join the neceffity ol your uniting youf 
efforts to ours to drive thefe coni'plring 
Itordes to their native dens. Your pro¬ 
perty will be held facnxl.

In 1^5 he publiihed Letters to Na¬ 
thaniel Bradey Hallxd, M. P* in Anfwer 
to his Tedhnony of the Authenticity of 
the PropLecies of Richard Brothers, and 
his pretended Million to. recall the Jews. 

In 1796 he publiihed the fecond Vo. 
lurae of his Diflertations on the Fro- 
pjiecies. This he propoles to complete 
in fix Volumes. 

In the beginning of 1797 he publiihed 
a Defence of the Old Tedament in a 
Series of Letters, addreffird to Thomas

Bur theft are not all the labours of 
this learned and ingenious Hebrew } for 
no fooner had he completed the tranfia- 
tion of the Pt rtiigueie Jews’ Prayers, 
than he was Ibiicited by the man: re- 
iMdtable of the tierman Jews to tranflate 
their Feftival Prayers from Hebrew .into 
Englilh This talk, which was beyond 
compartfon far moretdifficult than that 
of tbePortugueie Praws, he neverthelefs 
chcarfuIiyundertcK^k }Jand, notwithifapd* 
ing the many other works that he was 
shea engaged in, hamily completed it in 
about four years. This alio contains firs 
volumes in o£lavo. * 

Befides all thole, it mud be obierved, 
that when any of the Synaedgues in 
London want, any Prayer tranlTa^, that 
is compofed for a particular occafion, 
fuch as the Prayer for the reftor^ion of 
his Majedy's health, the.fuccefs of his 
arms, &c. he is always employed as the 
franflator. Thus, during his Majedy’s 
illnefs, he tranllated the Prayers that 
were ufed in the Synagogues in London. 

In 1789 he tranllated the Form of 
Prayer and Thankfgiving that was ufed 
in the great Synagogue, Duke’s Place: 
and comjpoled one in Hebrew, and tranf- 
lated it for the ufe of the Hambro' Syna¬ 
gogue in Church Row, Fenchurch-drect. 

in tjpo tk tranflat^ a Form of Song 
and Praife, ufed at the dedication of the 
Great Synagogue, St. James's Cake’s 
Place. In 1793 he tranllated a Form of 
Prayer for the Portuguefe Synagogue in 
Bevis Marks, for the Fad Day. on the 
19th of April of that year.

a violent dfibma^ with which Mr. Levi 
id now aifiiAed j and which has delayed r 
the publication of his Third Volume of 
the Didertations on the Prophecies: y^^, 
duriim the intervals of the diforder, tie 
is alluiuoufly employed on that Work $ 
an^ fome time back, he informed the 
writer of this, that the third Volume wat 
above half worked off, and. he hoped 
with God’s bleifing to. bring It'out ia

Bua the mod curious circumdance in 
Mr. Levi's life is, that, with all his la¬ 
bours foe the fei vice of Jewifh theology* 
he has no living whatever in the Jewjfh 
Churebs be is, as he tells Thomas Paine 
in his introduftory letter, ** but a poor 
Ample LeviUi without any living in the 
Jewiili Church; confequently he has no 
intered in preaching up tidies.”—This, 
indeed, is a ftrong proof that Mr. Levi 
writes in behalf of Revelation from a 
thorough conviHton of its being the 
word of God, and not from any mer- 
cengry views. 

As Mf. Levi’s labours have been di- 
refled to Jewilb Literature and Jewlfii 
Theology in general, without entering 
into any of the queftions that have un¬ 
happily caufed divifions amongd thgt 
nation } and as he has done a fervica 
equally to the two great clades of Jews, 
the German and Porfliguefe, by tranfiiU:- 
ing their books of prayers ; it is to be 
hoped he will not be overlooked by'them 
ia the prefent decline of his health.

T he King arrived at Lyeth the tirft 
day of May, anno 1590, with'the 
Qfleene his wife and his traine id thirteene 
fbippes, accompanied v^ith Fttrr Mum it 
Admiral! of Denmark!, one of the Re- 
Contes of the King, iSteven Brave 
iHhilh Lorde, and fundfl y other the Lordes 
of the fame countr^, where at theyr 
arrival! they were welcommed .by the* 
Duke of' LenoXt the Earle Boibwellt and 
fundry other the Scottilh Nobility. At 
their landing, one M. James Elphefton, 
a Senator of the Colledge of Juftice, with 
a Latine oration welcommed thery into 
thccoantrey, which done, the King went 
on to the church of Lyeth, where they 
had a fermon preached by Mai%r Patruk 
GeBoweyt in Englilh, importing a thankf- 
giving for their fafe arrivail» and fo they 
depai'ted to their lodging, where they 
expelled the comming in of the reft of 
the nobility, together with fuch prepa¬ 
ration as was to bee provided in £din- 
borough and the Abbey of the Holy 
Rood Houfe. 

This performed, and the nobility 
joyning to the townfhip of Edenborough, 
they receaved the King and Queene from 
the town of Lyeth, the King 1 iding be¬ 
fore, and the Q;ueene behinde him in her 
chariot, with her maides of honor of ech 
fide of her Majefties one. Her chariot 
was drawne with eight horfes, cappari- 
foned in velvet, imbrodred with filver and 
gold, very rich, her highnefle maiftcr of 
her houlhoulde, and other Danifti ladies 
on the one fide, and the Lorde HamUton 
on' the other, together with ^the reft of 
the nobility, and after her chariot fol¬ 
lowed the Lorde Chancelours wife, the 
Lady flo/Awe//, and other the ladies, with 
the burgefes of the towne and others 
round about her, as of Edinbrougi'i, of 
Lyeth, of Filhrow, of Middleborow, of 
Prefton, of Daikithy^c. all the inha¬ 
bitants being in artniiwi giving a 
i^olle M fljotte to this King and ^eene 
in t hH -.j>afla«. in joy 6f their iate ar- 
this muiper they pafl'ed to the 
Ahbe^orHoiy Roode Houfe, wbef^ they

remijined until! the ftaventeenth of M^y» 
upon which day the C^een^llias Crowned 
in. the faid 'Abbey ChurCh,' after the* 
fermon was ended by Maifter k^ert' 
Biuce and M. David tin fey, with great 
triumphes. The coronation ended, Ihtf 
was conveide to her chamber, being led 
by ^he Lord Chancelor, one the one fide 
and the Rrobaffador of Englande on the 
other, fixe ladies bearing uppe their 
traine, having going before her twelve 
heraultcs in their coates of armes, and 
ftinebye trumpets ftill founding. The 
Earle of Angus bare the fworde of honor, 
the L. Hamilton the ffiepter, and the 
Duke of Lenox the crowne. Thus vtaf 
that day Jpent in joy tuid mirth. Uppon 
Tuejclay the nineteenth of Ma^, herMa* 
jefty made her entry into EdinborougH 
in her chariot, wish the Lordes and 
bility giving their artendance, among the 
which tner were fixe and thirty Dslnes o» 
boriebacke with ftote clothes, every o£ 
them being accompanied with fome' wot* 
tilh Lorde or Knight, and all the ladies 
following the chariot. At her comming 
to the Soutli fide of the yardes of thp 
CanogTt, along the parke wall, being in 
fight of the Gallle, they gave her thence 
a great voile of fiiotte, with their banners 
and auncienles difplaied upon the walles. 
Thence Biee came to the Weft port, un¬ 
der the which her htghneffe ftaled, and 
had an oration to welcome her to the

f. CORNEILLE. • 
ORNEIf.LK had the foie and fln- 
gular glory of creating his ait, and 
fixing its limits. * 

He has been imitated by many; be 
has been furpalfed by. none. 

He found no models, but be wlll.fcrve 
as a model to the latctt polteri(v. 

In creating him, Natuie made an ef- 
foit, from which fhe will peihaps lelt for 
many ages. 

'fo his, genius alone he owed his pro- 
duiliuns, and their fuccefs. 

He was obliged to invent his pieces, 
to form aftors, and to create an audience. 

. He preceded the fplendid age of Louis 
XIV. which, but for him, would per¬ 
haps never have exillcd. ^ 

In Kichelieu he firit found a pitrpn, 
and afterv/ards a rival. But the Mi- 
niltcr was always obliged to do homage 
to tlie Writer. His works extorted ad¬ 
miration, and his perfon efteem. 

Corneille lived and died poor, becaufe 
genius, which jnodtices woiideisof ex 
cellence, knows not how to foKcit pen/ 
fions. He had however ^ penlion, with¬ 
out afking for it, and which, but for 
Defpreaux, he would have loft by a court 
intrigue. 

' It is perhaps to the ti^gedies of Cor¬ 
neille that revolution is to be .aferibed, 
which regenerated the minds of the 
French | that republic feimentation, 
which at .-the death of Louis XI11. had 
nearly changed the face of the kingdom.

RACINE. 

Racine wag one of the firll cmaments 
pf the moft fpleftdid age of the univerfe. 

. The faithful adoi er of the ancients, he 
learned in their fchool to fuhjtigate the 
«,admiration of the moderns. 

, No perlbn knew better tlian Racine all 
the labyrinths of tlie human heart. Its 
tml^enctrable folds were like a book al¬ 
ways open to his view. Hr could touch 
.thti'fineH feelings with a delicacy peculiar 
to himlelf, and thofe who have lirce at¬ 
tempted to imitate him in this leleeft 
>bs>Te duly difplayed his {'upetiority in 
more flrikitig colouis. 

‘ Racine docs not lay hold of the heajt 
at once } he infinuates hlnil’elf'by degrees ; 
but once eltablUlied there, he reigns om¬ 
nipotent. 

Before Racinf, w’e knew nothing cf 
thofe fweet emotions, thofe delicious 
cords of lenfibiilty bn which he^played , 
wefoed no real tears over Lmaglnaiy piii'- 
ibrtimcs. 

The heroes whem he paints are in a 
manner like curltlvls. We are inte- 
retleti warmly in their fate j they become 
our fatiters, onr- brothers, onr friends j 
we participate in all tlie tcntlments they 
experience. 


Racine paints with equal fiiperiority 
the rage or love and the woi kings of am¬ 
bition, paternal tendernefs, and the tor- 
' ixiehis of jealouiy, the (implicity and can¬ 
dour of infancy, and the magnanimity of 
beroifm j all the pafTions arc at his com¬ 
mand; nothing is beyond his getilus. 

It is not in l eading Racine that w’e 
perceive the weaknefs and lierility of the 
'.French language,* Nothing equals the 
harmony of his verfes, unieis tt be ^e 
judnefs of his tlfougbts. ' 

It I's not by a multiplicity of evenjts, 
by theatrical trick, or by the number of 
.his-perfonages, that he pieafoi.and In-- 
tereus ( 1 $. A^ion is the foul- of da- 
.^grdies in general j the genius of Racine 
without it. It is not the in- 
'te»|^pi^;.eunoiity that'prevails in his 
,the prefept without 
.^^klng^Of thadlktu re t we wilh to dwell

Racine is perhaps the only dramatic 
author who gains by being read, becaufe 
the ftage, while it hides the def^s of 
ftyle, prevents at the fame time many 
beauties from being diicovered. 

The mind of Racine was mild, gentle, 
and fenfible, yet he had from his infancy 
a talie lor epigram, and it required feme 
effort to give his genius a different turn, 

1 pity thole who-do not relilh Racine } 
t\|ey are barbarians unworthy the name 
of men of letters. 

Racine has lecured to the French the¬ 
atre a liiperiority which all nati<'r.s ac¬ 
knowledge, and which they daie not 
cdbtefl. 

♦ The refpeft wdii^h Racine entet talred 
for the Anciwts provc.s howwoithy he 
Vas of being added to their lunnlicr. 

There is more philoiophy in one-tra¬ 
gedy of«Kr.cine than ib all the wciks of 
onr modern reformers, who have dni'cd 
to accufe him of want of philol'ophv. 

Lotus XIV. gave a proof of hi.i judg- 
ment in co.ntinning to encourage R-icitie j 
and he thus honoured that talent which 
giive/he greatcll Jiiftre to his reign. 

Some verfes of Briia/ntn.m wei v a lef- 
fon to tiic Monarch, and cauhd him to 
lacriAce one of his fondctl propenfitics. 
We know net which to admire moll in 
this, the docility ot' the Sovereign, or the 
courage of the poet. 

Racine, loiight after, honoured, enter¬ 
tained by the lii'ft peifonages of the age, 
preleireil the focicty of his friends to that 
of the great. He refufed an entertain¬ 
ment at the great Conde’s, to dine on a 
cai'p tvith his family; an anecdote that 
proves thegoodnefs of his heart, and is 
aot unworthy of a place in his hiltory. 

Delpreaux taught Racine with diffi¬ 
culty to make eal'y verfes; he w.as bis 
connant admirer and friend, and laid that 
his ji'.bahe, though it had no fuccefs at 
'Court, was his belt work. 

Corneille quarrelled with Racine for 
one line of the comedy of the Plaitltwrs% 
a circumllance not at all to his honour. 

Molierc, La Fontaine, and Defpreauk 
were the confiafft friends of Racine i they 
poHfhed their talenfs together, and per- 
leReth their works by • the mutual ie» 
verity of their criticilins. 

Kiicine ceaftd to write for the theatre 
at the age of thirty eight years. Tltene 
were twelve years between his PArufre and 
his Ej}btr% and when we reiefl, that in 
this*fpace of time be produced' $x ebtf 
tBceuvreSi we cannot but detell the envy 
of thole who fow with bitternefs the ca¬ 
reer of genius.

Wc arc indt^ted to Madame de Main* 
tenon tor his iBjlber and Aibalit) wliich 
Kac'ine couipofcd i'or S. Cyr, and for this 
benefit I can patron in her a number of 
infirmities and.errors. 

The prefaces of Racine are models of 
ftyle, of cancifenefs, ami'modelty. J t is 
to be regretted that he did not write 
snore in profe, as there is in it a neainefs 
and elegance which lew writers hare 
tsqualled.- 

Racine died in his fifty-ninth year of 
an excefs of fenlibility, of winch his love 
of humanity was the caiile. 

He was the glory «1 his age and na¬ 
tion, and to the lhame of both, the mo- 
nninent is yet to be found that contains 
HIS a/lies. • 

MOLiERE. , • 

If I were afked who was the greatefi 
preacher of the laft age, 1 woujd anfwer 
.without hefitation, Molieie. 

The comedies of Moliere have ope¬ 
rated more reforms than the ferpions of 
Bourdaloiie have made converts. 

The tbundering voice of the ChriAIan 
orator terrified the vicious, without era- 
dic.ittng their vices ; the inimitable pen¬ 
cil of the comic poet forced vice and ab- 
furdity to conceal themlelves, to avoid 
tiie telembhnce of his paintings. 

The firft work, of Moliere was a co¬ 
medy of charailer, and if it be not a 
il'o’u’Vrt, it at leaft furpalfes all 
tliat had pieccdtd it iih the exception 
of the MenUur. 

Moliere was thirty eight years old 
when h^ began to write j he died at 
fifty-three j it is difficult to Anccive 
how he could in io tew years furnilh fo 
many admirahle piect.s- 

Louis J^IV- pft'di^led that Moliere 
would give lulire to his leign. He was 
his conli.ant proteilor and fupport. He 
-defended himagainli devotees, phyficians, 
and fops. But fi.r the firmnefs of Lou's 
•XIV. the Tartfiffg would never have ap¬ 
peared on the Itage. 

The Tartuffc is without difpute the 
fublimelt work that ever came trona the 
hands of man. The te'ars Itart from my 
, eyes when 1 think of MoUere's reply to 
Dcipreaux, who congratulated him on 
this play ; *• Patience, my friend, you 
iliatl one day fee ipmetbing much Ai- 
^rior.” He died fix .years after, and 
his occupation as a comedian and man¬ 
ager of the company prevented his ful¬ 
filling his iptention. Iris fuppoftd that

he referred to Vtjhtnme Court js ftibi, 
je^I which engagT^ his tliteotikpfi 
death, but of which ho fragment 
be found among lus papers. What a 
lofs tor the dramatic art! And whjjferigriir 
dare attempt a cliarafth' wtiiich Moiier*^ 
himtelf placed above his 'T.anyffe^ , 
almoll tempted to repi oach the iperhwy^ 
of Louts XIV. for ncu'frecing Mdlip*'* 
from the cares which, necelTary to bin 
fortune, hindered the exertions of his 
genius. 

Moliere derived from the Ahclenti 
fome of his works, and it was giving 
them new life j but he borrowed ftova 
no fource but his mind the Mifantiroptf 
laituffr, and Les Femmes Savunies. 

He bad the fate of thole who are bbin 
w ■gh a too fulceptible heart, he loye^ 
more than he was loved, and the bitter- 
nets of jealoufy defeated his fuccei's,, and 
accelciated his death. He found, howr 
ever, in friendOiip the confolntioiu which 
a more tender lentinient refuled hlou 
Defpreaux, Chapelie, and La Fontaine 
were thole of his contemporaries of'whoih 
Ibciety he was molt fund, and who, by a 
juft retprn, contribinted their utmolf to 
gain for him before hand the fuifiage of 
jiollerity. 

Courtiers feared Moliere, but the fa¬ 
vour cf the Moi.*ajch faved him from 
their fnares. T^vy were irequently ob¬ 
liged to applaud charai^.fcriftic portraits, 
of which they had tlicir.felves furnilhed 
the models. 

No writer has better obferved dra¬ 
matic propriety, better developed the 
clut^ifers he has treated, bfettcr purfued 
the rout of the palllons through all the 
intricacies of the buman heart. 

Moliere is traullated into all Ian. 
guageS, and played on the theatre of 
every polilhed nation. He has univer- 
fally extended the empire of Ficnch li¬ 
terature. Heis tbe^oet of all times, cf 
ail ages, of all countries ; a glory which 
he divides only with La^ontaine, 

Moliere was the fcoiirge of the wicked, 
and the father of the tinfortunate; he 
was-^A, ftnfible, and good, and never 
did ini^ry alkhis fuccour .in vain. 

Under an exterior ferious and cold, 
Moliere concealed an ardent foul, a lively 
imagination, and a compalTionate 
It IS known that his humanity waw the 
caufe of his death, and this lacrifice, 
made by virtue to the love of his fellow- 
creatures, puts ^the laft leal to, hisr 
glory,

|tf^i««trtalnly not as a moralift that 
Reynard occupies the next place to Mo- 
Eccein the tin of dramatic writers. 

We will not dlfp^te a rank which 
ablic opinion feems to have accorded 
inn, though the judgment of literary 
inen runs counter to it. 

Regnard is rndVe gay than humourous, 

' more humourous than comiii. He is 
fatished when he makes us laugh, and 
feems to confine to this all his preten. 
fions. The rights of the comic roufe 
are however much more extenfive, and 
the drama would never have been the firft 
of arts, if it ferved only .to make us 
merry. 

Regnard is truly moral in one of his 
pieces only, and the claim to this piece 
Pufrefnv difputes with him. 

It will readily be perceived that we 
refer to the Janfuff a work that is placed 
immediately after the admirable pro- 
duflions of Molicre and the Metromanie. 
What leads us to think that the claims 
of Dufrefny are tpell founded, is, that in 
ail his dramatic Career Regnard has not 
been able to productf any thingjt all to 
compare with it in merit. The o^her 
pieces of Regnard form a dangerous 


fchool for manners, but they often by 
their pleafantry make the moil rigid phi- 
lofopher fmile. 

It Regnard had entitled his Ugaiaire 
Univerfel the Punitian tlu Celtbat, it 
would have been the moil moral piece on 
the ilage at prei’ent it is the moil dan¬ 
gerous. 

Regnard has done great injury to the 
dramatic art by turning it from its moral 
end, which is confidered by philofophCrs 
as ^the chief apanage of comedy. He 
conceived that lie ought to purine a dif¬ 
ferent road from that of the author cf 
7 armffe, by driving to pleal'e by other 
means. He felt that the vicinity of this 
grfat man was too dangerous for him. 

• The life of Regnard exhibits a ro¬ 
mance very extraorainary, and fcarcely 
"ci'edible. The dangers he ran in his 
numerous travels, the lingular adven¬ 
tures that happened to him, the ilrange 
events which fprung up under his feet, 
are entertaining to read, and iurnifh 
mattertfor a variety of reflexions. 

Regnard wrote with fingular facility 
in the inidft of a diflipated life, which 
was pot extended beyond his thirty-fiith 
year. 
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fplendid and expeniivc 
fs dedicated to his iClajefly 
Ihn Vancouver, brother to the 


able and indefatigable Navigator, who 
performed the Voyage and compofed the 
major part of it.

“ The great improvement, by which 
the molt iLiiiote parts of the terrelkial 
globe are brought fo eafily within our 
reach (from the introduction of nautical 
.litronomy into marine etlucatron), would 
neverthclefs have been comparatively of 
little utility, had not thole happy means 
been dil'coveied for preferving the lives 
and health of the officers and feamen en- 
gaged in I'uch diftant and perilous under- 
talcings, which weie fo fuccefsfully 
piaitiled byCaptain Cook, the firft great 
difeoverer of this falutary fyffem, in all 
his latter voyages lound the globe. But 
in none have the effefts of his wife re- 
gulaiions, regimen, and difcipllne, been 
rnoie manifelt, than in the courfe of the 
expedition, of which the following pages 
are defigned to treat. To an unremitting 
attention, not only to food, cleahllnels, 
ventilation, and an early atlminiflialien 
of autil'eptic provifions and medicines, 
but allb to prevent as* much as poflible 
the chance of indifpqficion, by prohibiting 
individfials fiom carelefsly expofing 
thfmfelves to the inffuente of climate, or 
unhealthy indulgences in times of re¬ 
laxation, and by* relieving them from 
fatigue and the inclemency of the weather 
the moment the nature of their duty 
would permit them to retire ; is to'lie 
aferibed the prefervation of the health 
and lives of lea-faring people on long 
voyages. Inllead'ot velfels retiirniqg 
from parts, by no means very remote, 
with the lofs of one half, and fometimes 
two-thirds of then crews, in confequtnce 
of I'coibutic, and other contagious dilbr- 
dei s ;»in(tauces are now not wanting of 
laborious ferviccs having been pcrfoimed 
in the moil diffant regions, in which, 
after an abfeuce ot more than three or 
four years, during which time the vcflels , 
had bean Tubjefted to all the viciffitudes 
of climate, from the fcorching heat of the 
Torrid Zone to the freezing blafts of the 
Artie or AniarSic ciicles, the crews have 
••eturned in perfeil health, and coniiftlng 
nearly* of every individual they had car¬ 
ried out j whilft thofe who unfortunately 
had not furvived, either from accident or 
difeafe, did not exceed in number the 
mortality that might reafonably have

The hair and fie(h were 
nearly pel feel J and the heads appeared 
to carry the evidence of fury or revenge, 
as in driving the flakes through the throat 
to the cianivim, the fiigiual, with part 
of the Icaip, was borne on their points 
fome inches above the refl of the flcull. 
Between the Hakes a file had been made, 
and near it fome calcined bones were 
oblcrved ; liut none of thefe appearances 
enabled us to iatisfy ourielves concerning 
the manner in which the bodies were dif* 
poled of. “ The poles weie undoubtedly 
intended to anfwer fome particular pur* 
pofe ; but whether of a religious, civil, 
or military nature, raufl be left to fpme 
futuie inveftigation.” ’ 

On Sunday the 6th of May the crews, 
for the firif time fince they left the Cape 
of Good Hope, were indulged with a 
hdllday, and they were vifited by a few 
of tlie natives, who brought them fome 
fi(h and venifon for fale.' In their per- 
fons, canoes, aims, unpleoimts, 
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they ihcmed to reicmble thel inhabitant 
of Nootka { they offered tW children 
of about fix and feven years of age in 
barter for fome copper, which they were 
very anxious to obtain; but Captain 
Vancouver exprcfsiy prohibited this cruel 
traffic. Deferred Indian viflages were 
dii'covered in the inlets which they fur. 
veyed, fending out detached parties for 
that purpofe. In other parts they met 
with a confideiable number of natives 
fitting together on tlie grafs, who re¬ 
mained quite tranquil on their near np> ' 
proach, and the Captain obferves, that 
all the Indians of theie parts offered them 
every civility, (hewed tokens of a friendly 
difpofition, and did not appear to be a” 
ferocious race. 

Continuing their cotlrfe JJorthward, 
they pafletl the liraits, fuppofed to be 
thofe navigated and deferibed by John 
de Fuca, a Greek Pilot, in 1592., and 
fince called after him ; they proceeded 
regularly towards the attainment of their 
principal obje6V, and the firft error t^iey 
corrected was the falfe account which hall 
been piibliflied in England, that the 
American (hip Wajbittgion^ commamjed 
by Mr. Robert Gray, had failed through 
this inland tea : fortunately, they now, 
to their gieat lurprife, met with tlic 
Columbia, another American veffel, com¬ 
manded by Mr. Gray, who informed 
Lieut. Puget and Mr. Mcnzies,wbo had 
been fent on board to obtain any in¬ 
formation which might prove ferviceable 
to their future operations, “ that he had 
penetrated only 50 miles into the (freights 
in queftion in an E. S. E. direffion, tliat 
he found the paflage five leagues wide, 
and that the natives gave him to under- 
fiand, that the opening extended a con- 
fiderable diftance to the Northward.” 
They now explored every inlet or river 
they came to in the molf accurate man. 
ner ; when they were navigable for the 
Chatham, (he was detached on that duty, 
and. when this was not the cafe, the 
yawls and other boats were fent out on 
various excurfions, vifiting a number of 


Indian'vlini'ages, and being received in a 
friendly manner by the natives. 

On the 4th of June 1791^ the anniver-’ 
fary of his Majefty’s birth, the;|r took 
pofteffion, with the uiiial formalities, of 
ail the countries they had lately explored^ 
in the name of, and for his Britannic 
Majelty, his heirs and fucceffors \ and 
they are deferibed to be th^^ccaft, from 
that part of New Albion, fitiuited in the 
latitude of 39 deg. ao min.

Being informed 
by thefe Gentlemen, that Signior Quadra, 
the Commander in Chief of the Spanilh 
marine at Sr. Bias and California, was, 
with three irigates and a brig, waiting 
his arrival at Nootka, in order to nego* 
date the refioration of thofe territoricc 
to the Crown of Great Britain, we /hall 
refer the curious to Chapter IX. of this 
Volume fdr the account of their further 
dilcoveries in purfuing the fame courfe, 
and land them fafe in Nootka Sound, 
where they arrived on thii?\8th of Auguft 
1792 j and their important tranfaflions 
at this place (hall be the fubjefl of our 
next Review.

An hour was fpent in 
parleys.—It appears that they ftuod in 
need of this delay, in order to organife 
the execrable execution that followed, 
and of which, 1 fay it with conviAion, 
all the details had becii commanded and 
combined beforehand. At length the 
Auftrian Commandant gave an order for 
the departure of the French Legation 
only. We demanded an efcort t it was 
refufed, and the Commandant declared, 
that we Hiould be as fafe as in our^own- 
rooms. In confequenceof this, we be¬ 
gan our journey. We were not fifty 
^ces from Railadt, ourfelves and the 
Ligurian Legation, who did not quit 
us, and who participated our dangers 
with unequalled devotion, when a de¬ 
tachment of neatly 60 UufTars of S/.ck- * 
ler, in ambuih upon the Canal of La 
Murg, fell upon our carnages, and 
made them llopi Mine was the firil 
of them.

To the firmn^fs df individuals, 
aided by the liberality ot a foctaty whole 
enquiries have been equally mer^orious 
and fuccefslul, a confiderable portion of 
Africa is now known, which hitherto has 
been impervious to every traveller ; and 
to no one has the world been iu much 
obliged as to the gentleman whole por¬ 
trait we now prefcnt to the public. 

Mungo Park is a native of Nort)i 
Britain, and was born about the year 
1770. He received a liberal education, 
and was brought up a lurgeon. In that 
capacity he made a voyage to the Eali 
Indies, from whence he returned in 1793. 
At that juncture hearing that the S ociety, 
afibciated for proiccuting diicoveries in 
the interior of Aiiica, were dciifous of 
engaging a perAm to explore that conti¬ 
nent by the way of Gambia, he offered 
his fervice, and was accepted. “ I had,” 
fays he, ** a pailionate defire to examine 
into the produiVions of a country fo little 
known j and to become experimentally 
acquainted with the modes of life and 
chara6fer of the natives. I knew that 1 
was able to bear fatigue ; and I relied on 
my youth, and the Urength of my coniti* 


tutiem to preferve me/rom the effects of 
the elitnate.. The falary whi'ch the Com- 
mtrtee.;bilow!ed me was fulficiently large } 
ai^ I; blade no ffipulation for future re¬ 
ward.. -If,. J'fhould perifh in my journey 
1 wai''^iliiHg,t^t my hopes and expec- 
fatipnrwith me; and if I 
. ihputd.jueO|;ibl w rendering the geography 
of Afr^a- mtm familiar to my cousRry- 
mebi Ubd'itd gening to their ambition and 
inddUKrif Hew Iburces of wealth, and new 
channels of commerce, I knew that I was 
in tl}e hands of men of honour, who would 
not fail to heftiw that remuneration 
which my fuccefsful fervices fliould ap¬ 
pear to them to ifterit. The Committee 
of the Aflbeiation, having made fuch cn- 
quirieS*as they thought neceflary, declared 
th'emlelves latisfied with the qualifica¬ 
tions that 1 pofl'elT^d, and accepted me 
for the fervice « and, with that liberality 
which on all occafions diftmguifhes their 
conduct gave me every enc. uragement 
which it was in their power to grant, or 
which I could with propfffcTiy alk.”

He accordingly failed from Portfmouth 
the aid of May ,795. On the 4th of 
June faw the mountains over Mogadore 
on thecoait of Africa, and on the a i It of 
the lame month anchored at Jclliffee on 
the northern bank of the tiver Gambia. 
On the a 3d he departed from Jellifree 
and proceeded to Vcntain, which he left 
the 26th. and in fix days reached J; iika- 
konda, where advice was lent to Dr. 
Laidley, to whom he had letters of credit, 
of his arrival. That gentleman haifened 
to him the following morning, and in¬ 
vited him to his houfe at Pllania, wbeft 
he arrivevi the next day. * 

“ Being now,” fays he, “ fettled fome 
time at ray eale, my firft objedl.waa to 
lertiT rhc Mandingo tongue, beingthe lan- 
g'lngc in aim A genei al u)e throu^iout this 
paitot A'lica, hnd without winch I was 
fullv convi'.ced th^tf I never could ac¬ 
quire an extenllve knowledge of the 
country or its inhabitants. In tlws pur- 
fui< I waa greatly ndilted hy Dr. Laidley, 
who by a long refidence in the cr.untry, 
and conltant refidence with thematives, 
had made h.mfelf completely mailer of it. 
Next to the language my great obje£l 
was ^0 colie^l information concerning 
the c untries I intended to vifit. On tliis 
occdica I was leferred to certain tiaders 
called Statees. Thefe are free black 
merchants, of great confideration in (his 
part of Africa, who come down from the 
Ulterior cuuMries chicflv with enilaved 
Negroes for iale but*I foon dilcovyred 
that veiy little depetidance cculd bc^daced 
on the acc« unts which they gave ; for 
they conrrad cled each othei in the m<'(t 
impor'ani particulars, and ail of them 
feemcd cxtieindy un* illing tliat I ihould 
prolecute my journey.

next day I found myfelf attacked with a 
fmart fever and delirium ; and Aich an 
illnefs followed as confined me to the 
hnufe during the greateft part of Auguft* 
My recovery was very flow s but I em¬ 
braced every fhort interval of convalcfcenee 
to walk out, and make myfelf acquainted 
with the produ£lions of the country. In 
one of thole excurlions having rambled 
farther than ufual in a hot day, I brought 
on a return of my fever, and on the loth 
of September I was again confined to my 
bed. The fever however was not fo vio¬ 
lent as before j and in the courfe of three 
weeks I was able, when the weather 
would permit, to renew my botanical 
excurfions>{ and whefi it rained I amuled 
m^ljilf with drawing plants, &c. in my 
chamber The care and attention of Dr. 
Laidley contributed greatly to alleviate 
my funerings ; his company and conver- 
fation beguiled the tedious hours during 
that gloornyfeafon, when the rain falls 
in torientsj when fuffbcating heatsopprefs 
by day j and when the night is fpent by 
the terrified traveller in lillening to the 
croaking of frogs (of which the numbers 
are beyond imagination), the flirill cry 
of the jackall, and the deep howling of 
the hyena : a difmat conceit, interrupted 
only by the roar of fuch tremendous 
thunder as no p&ion can form a concep¬ 
tion ol but thole who have heard it.” 

On the ad of December 1795 he de¬ 
parted from the houfe of Dr. Laidley in 
order to piirfue his journey, talcing with 
him a ,negro fervant who i’poke both 
Engliftt and Maiidingo tongues, named 
Jc'hnlbn, a native of Africa, who in his 
youth had been conveyed to Jamaica as a 
(lave, had been made tree and taken to 
England by his mailer, where he had re- 
iided many years, and at length found his 
wjiy back to his native country. He was 
alio provided with a negro boy named 
Dtmba$ who was proniiled his freedom 
on his leturn it he behaved well. He 
had alfo a horle and was accompanied 
by a freeman narked Madiboo, who was 
traveiiiiig to the kingdom of Bambara, 
and tw.j Statees or Have merchants of the 
Serawotlli nation, who offered their ler- 
vices as tar as they were lefperiively to 
proceed, as did a negro named Tami re- 
tUMiirg to bis native country. 

Tliev were accompanied allb by Dr. 
Laidl^, Meifrs. Amlley, and a number 
t dome lies the two nrh days jouinev. 
On the 3a ot December he took his leave 
of tliem and lode llowly into the woods. 
His fenJ^uons at this moment are thus 

described 1 
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deicnbed s ** 1 had rtow before me a 
bound/efs foreft, and a country, 'the in 
habitants of which were Itnngcrs to 
civilized life, a>'d to mod; of whom a 
white man was the objed of curiotity or 
plundir. I reflected that I had parted 
from the lart European I might proba¬ 
bly behold, and perhaps quitted for 
ever the comforts of Chriftian locieiy. 
Thoughts like thefe would necellarily 
caft a gloom over tlie mind, and I rode 
Inufing along for about three miles, when 
I was awakened from my reverie by a 
body of people who came running up and 
ffopped the aft'es, giving me to underlfand 
that I mud go with them to Peckal^a to 
prefent myfelt to the King ol Walli.» or 
pay luduins to thelb.’** With this de¬ 
mand, after Ibine attempts at expianatioti, 
he was obliged to comply. 

On the ’sth of December be reached 
Medina, the capital of the King of 
Walli's dominions, where he was le 
ceived with great hnfpitality apd klnd- 
nefs. He was prefled not to proceed in 
his journey, and warned of the danger he 
incurred. Thefe warnings, however, 
had no effeR : he took a farewell of the 
King, and on the 7th departed from Kon 
jour, and eroding the wildernefs arrived 
at Tallika, in the kingdom of Eondr.u. 
On December i^-th he left Talliku, and on 
the aid entered Fatlectinda, t'le capital 
of tile fame kingdom, where lie had moie 
than one inieiview with the King. After 
Ibnie delays, lie was permitted Co depart 
on hi.v journey, and they took leave of 
each other in terms of tnendflii|V 

On the Z4.rh of Decemtier he ^Ttved at 
Joag, the frontier town of Kajaega, 
wheie he was ill treated and robbed of 
halt his eftVrts by order of Batchcri, the 
King, and he was at the fame time 
Itrongly tblicited by his .companions to 
give up his journey, which it was aliedged 

as too dangerous to be perfided in. 
His lliuution was critical and hazardous. 
He was kept without food, which it 
appeared impoflible to procure On this 
occafion he experienced the kindnefs of a 
feniak, whole chanty delei ves pai ticular* 
notice. 

“ Towards evening," fays life, «* as I 
was fitting upon the Beiiung chewing 


ilraws, an old female (lave, palling by 
with a baiket upon her head, afked me if 
I had got my dinner. As 1 thought Ihe 
onl, laughed at me, 1 gave her no anfwer g 
but my boy, who was fitting clofe by, 
a fwer fir me, and told her, that the 
King's people had robbed me of all my 
money. On hearing this, the good wo> 
man, witl^a look of'unafiTeRed benevu- 
Itncc, iniThcdiatety took the baiket from 
her head, and (hewing me that it con¬ 
tained ground nuts, allced me if I could 
eat them. Being anfwered in the affir¬ 
mative, (he prelented me with a few 
handfuls, and walked away before 1 had 
time to thank her for this feafonahle 
lupply.—.This tiilling circumftance gave 
roe peculiar fatisfaRion. 1 refieRed 
with pleafiu'e on the conduR of this poor 
untutored (lave, who, without examining 
into my charaRer or citcutuifances* 
iillened implicitly to the diRates of her 
own heart. £xp>'iience had taught her 
that hunger was painful, and her own 
dilfreiTcs made her coininiferate thofe of 
others.’’ . * • 

Fropi this diftitlTed fituation he was 
rfiieved by a vifit from D.-mba Sego, 
nephew ol the King of RalTon, who 
offered t'j couduR him in lafety to that 
kingdom s an offer which he readily and 
gratefully accepted, and accordingly feC 
out on the zyth of December, ^n the 
Z9th he came to Tuiee, where he was 
detained fume time, and on the 10th of 
Januaiy 1796 left that jdace for Konia- 
kyy, which he reached the 14th. He 
was the next day admitted to an audience 
of the Ki'ig, v>ho he found well difpofed 
towards him, biiC full of doubts as to the 
truth of the motiies afiigned fot his 
jouriliy. On the ill ot February he de- 
paited fot Kemino, and was received with 
great kindnefs by the King of Kaarta, 
who advileil him of the dangers he would 
be I'ubjeR to from purfuing his journey,' 
on account of the appioaching hoitilities 
with the King of Bambara. Dif- 
regarding this cautiuwy^'Vw took the path 
to Ludamar, a Moorifh kingdom, being 
accoiitmudatsd with a guide to Jarra, 
fhe frontier town of the Moorilh terri* 
tories.

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JAMES BURNETT LORD MONBODDO. 


T his gentleman died at the advanced 
age ot 85. He was the third on 
the bench, in iuccefTion fince the Revolu¬ 
tion. His Lordfliip was admitted an ad¬ 
vocate ill 17^7, and (in the nth ot Feb. 
1767, he was railed to the bench in the 
jvxim ot Lord Milton, appointed a judge 
‘ the 4th <>, J’ine 17+1, and who had luc- 
cecdeil Sii John Lauder, ot Fountainhall, 
rdmitud Nov. s, 1689. Thus thicc per- 
ions have enjoyed the ianie gown tor 110 
years. 

His private life was fpcnt in the prac¬ 
tice ot all the I'ocial viitues, and in the 
f'joymtnt ot much domtltic lellcity. H«* 
had marritd Mils Farqiiharloc, a very 
auiiabU: woman, by wh( m he had a Ion 
ami two daughters. /Although ugioly 
temperate in his h.d'its ol lilt, he, how- 
et'er, delighted much in the convivial 
l'.x.iety of his tiieuds, and among thefe 
he cou.* ' iiumhtr alimjlt all the molt emi¬ 
nent ot thole \t ho were diliinguifhed in 
hc^tlaml torviicne, literatine, or genu¬ 
ine eltgai.ee ot ci iiverlation and m.'U'.nei s.* 
One ui thole who eltvemed iiiin the molt 
was the late Loid Gardcnlionc, a man 
who j'olltH'td no mean 'portion ot tiie 
lame ovrrtiov.'irg benignity of dilpo- 
t'tion, ^the lame uniinpenchahie inte 
g(ir\ UN a judge, the lame partial tond- 
r.els tki lueraiure and the fine arts.

** ' I ’HE time in which thefe Memoirs 
X were publifhed, as wfell as the 
Angular preface prefixed thereto, has ever 
jsreated I'ome doubts about the booR. 
Now the truth of this bufmel's flands 
thus ;—Mr. Lockhaft aflually* wrote 
them, and, what is more, continued them 
to the time up to his death, or veiy near 
it, as his fbn informed me. In dhe lafl 
pailiament of Queen Anne, while in town, 
he happened to lodge in the fame houle 
with Sir John Houlton, who deiirsd the 
favour ot pcruling them, which being 
granted, he was fo unpolite as to older 
his valet to copy them. Sir John’s valet 
telling Sir David Dalrymple’s valet what 
he was about. Sir David direfled his 
iervant to propofe giving him twenty 
guineas if he would copy them Itkcwile 
for him, which he did. Sir David, hav¬ 
ing thus obtained them, th'ought hinifeif 
at full liberty to publiih them, and the 
pieface was of his writing. By a very 
odd initlake, as my noble ii lend the Duke 
of Argyle told me, Bifliop Burnet mif- 
took A-———, in thele Memoirs, for 
Argyle, which in reality ftands* for 
Annaiidale ; and, in conlcquence of that 
niifiakc, makes the Duke of Argyle in 
King James’s intereft.

“ The Duke of Athole, and fomc other 
Scorch Noblemen having, about this 
time, made their complaints to the Go¬ 
vernment aginfl a Book, entituled ‘ Me¬ 
moirs concerning the Affairs of Scotland, 
from Queen Anne’s Acceffion to the 
Throne, to the Commencement of the 
Union ; with an Account of thedefigfi'd 
Invafion,’ &c. Mr. J. Baker, wlio had 
publifh’d the Book, was thereupon fum- 
* moil'd to appear before the Duke of 
Montrofe, one of his Majefty’s principal 
Secretaries of State. Being examin’d by

his Grace, on Thurfilay the fourth of 
November, he produced a note, by which 
it appear’d that Mr. John Vere Kennedy 
had told him the copy ; upon which Mr. 
Baker was difeharged. Mr. Kennedy 
was* at the lame time fummoned and 
examined •, bat, whether or no he made 
an ingenuous confelCon about that mat¬ 
ter, he was likewife difmiffed : the Book 
in queition having made a great noife^ 
and containing matters of the highefl: 
importance, both for the ptefent age and 
polteiity j I dt<iied one.of my friends in 
Scotland* to give me what li^t he could 
concerning the fame * upon which I re- 
ceivsd the following anfwcr t

* The Earl of Balcairas having fome 
years after the Revolution, writ Memevrt 
giving an account of perfons and things 
in Scotland, as they were at and after 
that memorable junfture, for the fervicc 
and l'^isfa6fion of the late King James, 
and his Court at St. Germains, his Lord- 
flilp retired thither with his original 
manpfeript, after hifving left feveral co¬ 
pies of it behind him. In imitation of 
the Earl 8f Balcarras, fome perfons of jhe 
fame Jacobite party did lately write other 
Memoirs of the Affairs of Scotland { 
after the late Queen's acceilion to th^ 
throne with the character of the raoft 
confiderable perfons concerned in thofe 
tranl'aflions, calculated and defigned for 
the lerviceof the Pretendefl* that he might 
know how to treat both friends and toes, 
when, as* they fondly and firmly expell¬ 
ed, Be fliould come over, upon, or even 
before, the Queen’s demife. The true 
Authors of theie laft Memoirs are yet 
unknown ; nor were my friends or my» 
felt able to trace the difeovery farther 
backwards than what foWows. Ttie 
Manufci-ipt*was, it feems, fivtt fent up 
laft winter fr^in Scotland tol^ndon, to 
Mr. Lockhait, by a pcrl'on known oAly 
to him, who gave copies of it to feme 
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of hh friends. Thcfe copies were after¬ 
wards tnultiplied by a ftifreptitintis one, 
which one of Arc imaituenfts, Mr. Brown, 
Communicated to Sir Andrew Kennedy's 
Sideft Ion, Who, upon the quite contrary 
view to the deiign of the original author, 
(bid or gave other copies to feveral No¬ 
blemen and others, particularly to thC 
Earl of Ojcford. From one of thete co¬ 
pies the Book was printed and pubiifhed 
jn London, Itnniedihtely upon King 
George’s acceflion to the throne ; and 
mcaufe thefc MSmoIrs feyerally rtfleft 
tH the Scotch Whigs, call'd here Squa- 
droni-NferJ Or fudh as made the Union, 
they all agiee to fiither them upon Mr. 
Lockhmt, who oppofed that tranlhiHon 
iHhfe ffchtly and fnore violently thad any , 
ether. The Editor of the Memoirs, in 
the fntrodttfllon he has prefixed to them, 
Ihcms to embrace that opinion': but thole 
who are well acquainted with that Gen¬ 
tleman, thirk him moll unfit for a work 
of fo nice a nature ; both becaufe he is a 


young man (not .much above thirty), and 
eonfirquently cannot relate, Xipor. his own 
knowletlge, matters that were‘tranlafled 
when he was a youth, and becanlt; he 
wants tbofe advantages oi education that 
qualify a man lo be an author i being 
altogether ignorant of the Latin and 
polite moifern languages j and Ipeaking 
B1C indiflFfcrent Esglbh. Upon this con- 
fiderariob, fome are apt to believe, that 
Mr, Lockhart collet ed the materials of 
theie'Memoirs, and that he aftervvauls 
caUIed them to be digelled into form by 
his chaplain, Mr. Gulen: but men of 
Ihe beft fenfe judge them to be the pro- 
dtiflion of a Clttb, of*whom Mr. Dowgal, 
Stewart of Biairhal, brother ‘to, the Earl 
Bute and a Lord ol' the Srlfion deceafed, 
waa the Chief} and that he was afiillctl 
by Mr. Leckhartichis chaplain Mr. Gu- 
l«n, Mr. Houlhoun, Mr. Dundafs oi Ar- 
hifioun, and lome others. III can make 
a lunhtr difeovery, I lhall forthwith 
Communicate it to you j and readily cm- 
bfSce all opjVhrtunities that ihay fall

thefe and the other Memoirs, father'd 
upon Mr. Lockhart, contain a full ac¬ 
count of Scotch affairs frim the Revo- 
luticn in 1688, to the dilappcintment of 
the pretender’s Invalton in and 

are fu far entertaining and ulelul both to 
the F.ngltfh ard foreigners, as they con¬ 
tain bold, livfly pit,tuies and clrirailers 
of the mod eoniiderable perlons m Scot¬ 
land, written by Scotchmen thernfelves. 
How the latter can juft ily to their own 
eonfcicnces the hcfpattermg fo m.any men 
'of honour, and thy laying fuch a load of 
inlamx on their own cotintry, let them- 
felves determine; I (hall only here take 
notice of two or three rematkahle paf- 
fages ill the Ear! of Balcaiias's Memoirs. 
1 he firft is page 108, 109, and ito, as 
follows ; ‘ Next day (lays the Amiur) 
after the fight, an officer riding by the 
place where my Lord Dundee fell, found 
lying there a bundle of papers and com- 
niiffions which he had about him. Thole 
who dripped him thought'tliem but of 
fmall concern, that they left them there 
lying. This c^fficer, a little after Ihewed 
ibtni to fevci.al of your friends (meaning 
King James’s, to whom thefe Memoirs 
are addreffed), among which there was 
one paper did no fmall prejudice to your 
affairs; and would have done much 
mortf, had it not been carefully fuppreft. 
It was a letter of the Earl ol Meifort's 
to ipy Lord Dundee, when he I'ent over 
your Majefty’s Dec laraTiOK, in which 
was contained not only an Indemnitv 
but 3 Tollerance, for allperfuafions. 
This the Earl of Melfort believed would 
be cbrcking * to Dundee, conlidering his 
great hatred to fanaticks. for he writes. 
That, notwithllatiding of what was pro- 
mi/cd in your Declaration, Indemnity 
and Indulgence, yet he had couched 
things fo, that you would break them 
when you pirated, nor would you think 
yonrlelf obliged to Hand to them. This 
not only dillatisfied him, but alfb many 
of your friends, who thought a mi re in- 
gehuons way of dealing belter both for 
your honour and iniereU ; which fhews 
how much the Declarations of injur'd 
Princes to their lubjects aie to be de¬ 
pended upon.* The leco d paffage (i»age 
iict.J acquaints us, ‘ That, the Prince 
of Orange (ib the Author calls the late 
Kitig William HI,) was fo weaay of 


the 
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*hc Scots, that he tol 4 13 uke Hamilton, 
thst he was fp much trmibted about their 
Debates, that he wiflied lie were a tliou- 
land miles from England, and that he 
Were never King of it.’ .But here either 
the Author, or the tranfcribers of his 
manulcrint, committed a miilake ; for 
King William’s laying was, ‘That he 
wirticd Scotland were a thousand miles 
irnm F.ngland and that Duke Hamilton 
were King of it.’ The third palIHge I 
fliall quote, is this (pag. tag, tJO )’: 

* Sir James M.intgomeiy, in the fit ft 
meeting we had with him, laid out the 
great advantages your interefl could ob> 

« j*'.* fucceeded (viz. the Jacobites 
Joining with the Williamites, i.i or ler to 
break the army). The ftrength of his 
own party, and all tnc mftuent^ he had, 
over them. He told us likewile of thoir 
fending a meftenger to. your Majefty, 
with atfurances of their returning to their 
duty, but faid nothing of the inftrufHuns, 
comnuftions, and pernicious advices he 
had fent along, believing (as undoubtedly) 
it would have hindered us from joining 
>lvith them, for by this we ftiould have 
clearly feen it was only trying to make a 
better bargain for themfelves, made them 
change parties, and not out of any fenti- 
ments of convifHon, tor having done 
amifs • but though it was very evident 
to us what diforders v^e would make 
among our enemies, and what profit to 
your part^ by going into the Parliament, 
yet to join with our mortal enemies, 
only to make the one half ruin th*e other; 
and to take the Oath of Allegiance to an 
Ulhrper j and to comply with ^Irem in 
things that had always been againlt our 
principles, were fo hard to get over, that 
I’ome of us had greater difiiculties to over- 
cotte Uum; nor even could any have 


done it, but the deljr# wehad to 
be inftrumenta <>f your M^fty’a |t^- 
sTORATion,. ^nd Ruin oTyour Ene* 
roles.’ 'This, without any furtheiri^oni* 
ment, plainly (Itewa, tliat the Scp|c|t 
Jacobites would ftick at nothing 
baft and infamous ; 'for what can he mqifk’ 
lb than the breaking of fulemn oaths ? 

« This fliews Hkcwi&: how little .theij|i 
profellioiis of affeilion and loyalty t®, 
Khig George are to be lelied on, who 
have all along notorioufty been in anothejr 
intereft. To this purpole we may epm* 

f iaie the Addrefs of the Scqtch Highr 
anders, printed in the Flying Poft of 
January jath, and prefented to 

the late Queen Anne, with the Letter 
from the Chieftains of the HighUmd 
Cla'hs, to the Earl of Mar, printra firft 
in the Poft-Boy of October 7, -then in 
the Scots Cuurarit of the 13th of Qftober; 
and laHlyreprinted in the Daily Counuft, 
of the zjd of the fame month.” 

Thefe Memoirs, a f*w years after, 
were the occafion of the Author’s £04 
being brought into f >me danger, as may 
be leen from the folTowing paragraph ill 
The Britifti Journal, January jo, 17*5 t 

‘ On Tuefday night la^Jiis. Grace 
the Duke ot llayfiiton aptr Mr. Locjk> 
hart. Ton to Mr. Lockhart, who wrote 
the Memoirs of Scotland, had thexnis* 
fortune to quarrel about the faid Megaoira 
at his Grace the Duke of Wharton’# 
houfe, in Lincoln’s inn-fields, and did 
propofe to fight a duel as next morning } 
bul the lame was prevented,]Mr. Lock* 
hart beine put under an arreft bcfoie. 
day by Ool. Howard, and had notice 
given him of wfhat was intended by a 
jHftic| of the Peace, who was jwe&iit 
when the quarrel happens^.*'

T he celebnited St. Evremond gave ^nfoRURata DUght neirer to iioplck

during the courie of our liv.„. 

The lively impreflion which the advTce 
of St» Evremond made on my mind, in'- 
dttced me very dearly to follow it; and 
whenever I found myfeif too much af¬ 
flicted by dif^pointments or inisfoitunes, 
I had recourle to his remedy, and always 
with the happieft fuccefs. Refcarches 
refpeQing the nature of that powei ftil pn- 
tidote againft melancholy, will not there' 
fwc I hope difpleafe ihoff, who, tor- 
tneoted fay its black vapours, may have 
need <of ujch afliftance. A celebrared 
phyfician of the mind •, who with this 
ratn^dy performed miraculous cures, fliail 
be my guide, ^fhe Englifli call this an¬ 
tidote Humour, and its liiftorj^ is as fol¬ 
lows. It was fouvd out among the 
Greeks by Ariftophanes ; and atter him 
Lueian, and other authors who fucceed *d, 
carried it t^fperfeClion. Plautus, Ho¬ 
race, and l^fonius, omong the ar.cicnt 
Romans, employed it with advantage ; 
among the modem Latinifts, Eralinus, 
bir'flicmas More, and Holheig ; among 
the Italians, Puici j'\iicflo, Crelar Ca- 
porali, Pafieroni, Gozzi, and Goldoi,] j 
wmong the ^paniaids, Cervantes, f*ue- 
vedo, Hmtodo de M«»mloza, Diego* tie 
Luna, Luis Velez de Outvera, and father 
Ilia } among the Frenc^, Rabelais, Cy- 
raflfi.de Bei-gerac, Soiel, Moiieie, Reg- 
Hard,' Dhfi'cftiy, La Fontaine, a'lid Scar- 
ron in his Reman Csnaque ; and anmng 
the Engiifh, ShaKlpearc, Ben Jonion, 
Butler, Congreve, Skadwell, Swift, Ad- 
ililbn, Steel, Arbuthnot, Fielding, Si.:oI- 
tci, and Stei-rie. _ Of the Germans, 1 fhall 


fay nothing ;' By naming no one im pan* 
ticular, none of ftjy countrymen, who 
have pretenfions to Humour, can re¬ 
proach me with having treated them 
with negleCl f. 

England produces more charafters of 
this kind than any country in Europe, 
and tlie cauie of this is attiibutcd to that 
liberty, which tliftinguiflics the Englifh 
Government from all others. This opi¬ 
nion appears very probable ; butifliould 
believe it to be better founded, were we 
to lake the word liberty in a more ex- 
tenfive fenie, and to confider it not only 
as the ahfence of arbitrary power, and of 
all*reftraint impoled by the laws, but as 
apegietl of thole rules otcondutl, which 
are exptjeffed by tlifc words «) bamty and 
lelitemfs. Thefe laws are not written, 
an'd the execution of them does not de¬ 
pend on {he Ibvereign power; but in the 
circle where they are adopted, they aie 
perhaps'bctter obfervedfban thofc which, 
under ^ie fanfUon of Government#!have 
been formed into a code. An entire free¬ 
dom from fuch rules, is, if I miftake nor, 
ahfolutcly necefl'ary for Humour. Field¬ 
ing's Squire Weftern, and Sir Andrew 
Freeport, in Tlte SpeAator, niay ferve as 
examples. Poliii-nt !s and good breeding^ 
tend indeed to extirpate all thole feeds of 
humour, wliich nr-turc has implanted in 
cur fouls. 'I'o'convince the reader of the 
julinefs of tliis obiervation, I mull ex-, 
plain in vvh.it humour coulills. Sevcpal 
authors, have Ipcken of it, as an impe- 
iietiable iri} Ifcry ; but what is moll tx- 
traoidliyij y is, that others have given a 
veiy citar and juft definition of it, af- 
fuilrigns, at the fame tiine^ that they 
did not know wh.at it was. Congreve 
fays, in a letter to Dennis, “ We can¬ 
not determine what humour Is,” and a 
little after, “ there is a great difteience 
between a comedy in which there are 
mSny humourous paffages, that is to fay, 
expreffed with gaiety j and thufe, the 


fi>ine one, cbe ba kaindre, perfima fantaflica ed inconftante. In the beginning of tl laft 
century, there v/as a foclety or academy at Rome, c^led Sodeia de jli bumoujh, 

. Tl»e French have no exprelHon anfweiin^to humour, in the feme, in which it is here 
takeiv Faoetiolit^ is, perhaps, that ^liciievoutd approach nearelt to it could it be adopted.

7’his humour,” continursjie, is a An¬ 
gular and unavoidable inannrr ot Ij eak- 
ing and ailing, peculiar and natural to 
ere man only, by which his fpeech and 
ailions are didinguidied from thofe of 
other men. The relation of oiir huitnur 
with ourfelves, and onrailions, refenibles 
that of the accidental to the fuhftance,* * * § 
This humour is a colour and a talhe, 
^hich is diffufed over the whole man. 
Whatever be the diverfity of our afilions 
in their objeils and forms, they arc, a* 
o.»e may fay, all chips of the fame block.’* 
This definition of Congreve has been at-* 
tacked by Home *. According ft> this 
author, a majeftic and commanding air/ 
and juflnefs of exprcflTion In converfation, 
ought alfo to be called humour, 'if the 
opinion of Congreve be tru^j and he 
adds, that we cannot call humour any 
thing that is juft or j>reper, or any Aing 
that weefleem and refpefl:, in the aflions,, 
the converfation, or the charailer of' 
men. 

Ben Jonfon, whom T fliall quote as 
one of the iirft humourifts of his nation, 
^ys, in one of his comedies f, 

-Humour as ttis e/ts) we |hus define it. 

To be a quality of air, or water, 

And in itfelf holds thefc two properties, 
hloifture and fluxurc: as for demonftration. 
Pour water on this floor, 'twill wet* and 
run s 

Likewife the air forc’d througli a hef^ or 
trumpet 

Flows iuftantly away, and leaves behind 
A kind of dew j and hence we do conclude, 
That whatfbe’er hath fluxuie and humidity, 
As wanting power toconta.n itfelf, 

Is humour. So in every human body, 

The cholor, melancholy, phlegm, and blood. 
By reafon that they flow continually 
In tome one part, and are not continent, 
Receive the name of humourous. Now thus 
far 

It may, by metaphor, apply itfelf 
Unto the general difpofition; 

As when feme one peculiar quality 
Doth fo potTefs a man, that it dotli draw* 

All his affects, his fpirits, and his powers 
In their conAnifiicm, aU to run one way. 


Thcle three explaiiattortff th»y etisfisle 
us to give a fourth. Humour, then, itf 
my opinion, is a ftrong imptilfe of tkt;' 
foul towards a paiticular ohjeiit, which m' 
perlon judges to be,of great irnuuitancc^ 
although it be not fo in reality, afltji' 
which, by conftantl y engaging bss molt- 
ferious attention, makesa him diftinguifts 
himfelf from others in a ridiculont’man¬ 
ner. If this explanation be juft, as 'I 
hope it will be round, the reader will 
readily obferve, how much humour muIC 
offend againlt the rules of politeness and 
good breeding; (ince both conlilt ia-vthe 
art of fuiring our conduft to certain re^' 
gniations, tacitly adopted and generally 
followed by all thole who live with ua in 
,lbciePy. 

Thus far hi^e I fpoken of humour, as 
belonging to charaflei ; I (hail now eoti- 
fider that which is to be found in com?)o> 
fition. Singularity, and a certain air of 
fcnoufiiefs, indicate humour in charaAer, 
and they are allb the maiks of humour Irt 
writing. This lingularity an<J rifibility 
arc found*eitiiilr in the, invention J or the 
Ityle §. An author pofi'efi'es real hu¬ 
mour, w'hen, with an air of gravity, he 
paints obje 6 )s in fuch colour.^ as promote 
iniith and excite l.-iughter ; and in com¬ 
pany, we often obferve the effeft which 
this humour produces on the mind. 
When, for example, two perfuns amifte 
themltives in telling ludicrous tales, lie 
who laughs before he begins to fpeak, 
will neither intereft nor entertain the" au- 
ditt rs vlialf as much as he who relatei, 
gravely, and without the leaft appearance 
even of a fniiie. TThe reafon of this, 
pel haps, is the force that contrail has 
upon the ipirtd. There are Ibme authors, 
who lieat lerioiis fubjcfls in a hurlefque 
ftyle, as TalToni in the J?<vpr of tte 
Buckety and Scarron in kis Typbon. Such 
sauthors, without doubt, excite miitht 
but as they are different from real hu- 
mourifts, we cannot properly rank tlnin 
in that clafs. They pollefi^only the buv- 
lefque, which is very diltind from hu¬ 
mour II. However, if their work# are 
good,}he}Pare no lefs delervlng of praife. 
No kind of poetry is contemptible, from 
the epopea and tragedy to fairy tales and 
farces. Every tbfng confifts in treating 
a fubjeft well; and the DevAlet Lto/II g,

In this fpecies of Witing> comic com*

^c other irom nature. Ofthist the iirft 
chapter of Tom Jones may ferve as an 
aaainple. The author there compares 
himfeif to a perion who keeps a public 
ordinary} .bis work U the diflies pro. 
Tide4 for his guelis, and the titles to the 
Chapters are his bill of fare. 'I'he fingu- 
lar charafier of Uncle Toby in Triftram 
Sbandy> and many paHages in The 
Si^^iator and Tatler are of therfame 
l^ind, and may all lerve asonodels of true* 
hjlimour, 

..In Dr. Johnfon’s Idler, we find alfo a 
]>afiage of this kind, where the ainhor 
lapses, that the qualities lequifite to 
.cipnverfation *are very exactly reprefer.tcd 
by a bowl of pynch : 

Punc'h,” fays he, “ i8»a liquor com* 
pounded of fpirit*and acid juices, fugar 
and water. The fpirit, volatile andaicry. 
Is the proper emblem of vivacity and 
wit; the acidity o^ the lemon will veiy 
aptly figure puugcncy of raillery and 
acrimony of cenfure ; iugar is the natural 
rcprc!entative of lufcious adulation and 
gentle ccinplaliance ; and water is the 
proper hieroglyphic of cafy prattle, inno* 
cent and t.ifielefs.’' 

Authors who poflefs humour eba* 
rafter, fliow it alfo in their wiitings j 
fitokes of it even elcape involuntarily 
from them, when 'they wilh to treat a 


fiibjeft in a gfave farlops RHinoeri 
Sir Roger L'Eltrange, in his tranilatioa 
of Joiephus, fpeaking of a queen ex* 
tremely violent and pafilonate, who was 
fo much difpleafcd with a propofulon 
made to her by a certain andialTidor, 
that fcarcely had the latter hnilhed his 
fpeech, when (tie rofe up fudienly and 
retired, tianfiates the latter pait of this 
fentence in the following manner, fcane 
bad the ambajfiuior fini/lied bis fpeecb* 
nvbfn t'P vent Madam,, No one will be 
altoniflicd at the hUimnir which reigns 
throughout the works of Font.'iine, when 
we arc told that this author alked an 
ecclefiallic one day, with much gravity, 
whether Rabelais or St. Augufiine had 
moft vyit *. cAnsauthor who is a hu- 
tnourili will do better to atti|.,ck fmail 
foibles than great vices. As men fall 
into the former every hour, without re- 
flefting, they have more need to be re* 
minded of tnem; while the laws take 
caiedoTupprefs the latter. The Arch* 
bilhop of La Cafa was therefore right in 
' faying, that he would be more obliged 
to one who fliould tell him the means of 
fecuring himfeif from the flinging of in* 
feffs, than to one who fhoula teach him 
how to prevent his being bit by tygers 
or lions. 

Thefe are tny obiervations refpeflir^ 
this powerhil antidote againft melan* 
rlioly, and T advile all thole who may be 
fuhje^ to frequent fits of it, to read a 
few, pages ot Lucian, Don Quixote, 
Tom Jones, Triftram Shandy, or feme 
oth^r work of the lame kind } the faJu* 
tary efteefs of which, I am certain, they 
will toon experience.

nefs. Every ikccfTary preparation wai 
Toon made ; and. airer*proftratmg biVh» 
felf at the pagoda, and impbiring thii 
favour of all the benevolent deities, lie 
embai ked, under the aulpiccs of a cloud- 
lels Iky and a rcvivii.g breeze. 

Towards the evening tliey beheld the 
Hoping fhores of thedettined ifland; and* 
as the unhappy man's malady incre^edf* 
they propofed to dilembaik .ind leff for 
the night under the thick foliage of the 
ovcl* arching banyan.

children. The fliength ana fpirlts that 
now enable me to write to you, are only 
owing to your laft letter—a temporary 
gleam of funfhine.

Such a fi ll],’ continues he, * will be 
little inclined to feni'ual plerdures, and 
confequently temperate ; a (lianger to 
ilJiber.’iiity and avarice } being accuuemed 
to the moft exienfive views ot things, and 
fublimed contemplations, it will contrail 
an habitual greatneU, will look down 
'"^ith a kind of diliegard on human life 
and on death, confeqiiently, will poffefs 
the truefl fortitude. Such,’ I'ays^c, ' is 
the mind born to govern the rell of man¬ 
kind.' But thefe very endowments, fo 
neceflary to a foul formed for philosophy, 
are often its ruin, cfpecially when joined 
to the external advantages of wealth, 
nobility, llrength, and beauty ; that is, 
if it light on a bad foil, and want its 
proper nurtine, which nothing but an 
excellent education can betiow.

In 178* Lord Sandwich quitted his 
offices hut in the fame year, on the coa¬ 
lition miniftry fucceeding, he took a 
place of lefs refponfibility, thatof Ranger 
of the Parks, which he held until that 
unnatural alTociation was dilTolved by tbs 
appointment of Mr. Pitt's adminiftra- 
tion. 

From this time Lord Sandwich took 
but little concern in public affairs; a 
few months before his death his health 
dr-dined s and, after lingering fome timd, 
he expired, 30th April 1792, with per.» 
fe£l compofure and resignation $ pnd his 
Biographer has done no more than juttice 
to biin in the following chantfier : 

** Many calumnies were thrown upon 
the noble £ari .$ but they have all died 
away, and his name will defeend td pof* 
terity in its true colours ; never failing 
to nui«, wherever it is received, the 
warmeft lentiments of love, elieem, and 
admiration. 

Lord Sandwich was in every re¬ 
lation of life truly amiable. He was a 
good and affectionate father, a kind 
niafter to his lervants, molt of wh;m 
were known to live in his ferwire many 
yyears j and fo>ne at this u’ay remain in 
the family, maintained under the pro¬ 
tection of the piefcnt fiarl. They who 
were in the habit of living with hint had 
every day occafion to oblcrve and admire 
the Iweetnels of bis temper, which fUewed 
itfelf in continual aCls of ktndnefs'and 
benevolent attention to all around him. 
His Lorddiip's heart was ever open to 
the exigences o( the diftreffed, ana at ail 
times molt ready and willing to admi- 
nitier relief { which he was the more en¬ 
abled to do by hie influence and intcreft,, 
wiien in power, than in his individual 
capaeity} his patrimonial eAate, parti¬ 
cularly in his early days, being too 
narrow to allow the exettion of his be¬ 
nevolence in the extent wjilch he wifhed. 
He was however, as it were, initinftively 
difpofed to relieve the miferieli of life, in 
whatever lhape they prelented themibives 
tp his notice. Numbertefs Inffances 
croud upon the Editor's reci>tlv^Wn of 
the hiqspy confequenpes proiluced. by the 
habitual ex«ctlip^'<'the(e fociat vittoes.

They count in Grand Cairo one thoufa^nd 
jnoiques, comprehending thofc which are 
crefied over Tome pf the fepuichres ; but 
they are all far inferior, both in tafte and 
nandeur, to thofe of Conftantinople. 
fining to Jamiiel Arehar, or the Moique 
ff Flowers, is a college in which the 
nodents are inftrufled in logic, t&ro- 
Bomy, judicial aArology, j^iitory, and the* 
tfrinctples of the Mahometan religion. 
Theie is another moique, coptiguous to 
which is an hoipitai, with very plentiful 
endowments for two thoufand blind men, 
which number is always complete, there 
being above half the inhabitants of 
•dBgypt, VI ho hire Tome natuipl oi ac- 
quutd defefi inP their flgiit. The 
ftiu£iure ol thefe mofques is v^ry,dif- 
Ictcnt fiom thofe ui Conftantinople, the 
minarfls being in quite anothet talfe, 
and teem to have nStliing near the fine 
cflefl of thofe made uie of in the metro- 
pqjis, which at a diflance make the city 
appear as if it v^as full of obeliiks and 
Angle pillmrs. There is in Giand Cairo 
one large Iquate, called Rumelt Meidani, 
or the Square of Komelia, which^is be¬ 
tween the great moique and the caltle} 
but it is wubout any kind of ornament, 
and is rather a difadvantagc to the city 
than an embellidunent, Th^inhabitants 
of thi$ vaft capital are inniftnaable; 
ar4r nobWitbftaoding thy frequent plagues 
arn^ f{«knefu;i which imb^ countiy, 
it undoubtedly mamtalitii Itfelf one of the 
l^ft peopled cities in t^e worid.

of militia, the janU^ks and the afi^ | 
who are lodged in diflerent quarters, and 
have their feparate magaziaes of armour 
and ammunition. Thefe a&ps are upon 
a different eftablUhment from thofe in 
other Turkifh provinces, being in .^gypt 
a very conlidcrable body of infantry, 
whereas in other parts tlwy are but few 
in number, and ferve on horfeback. In 
this caftie the Pacha, commiflioned by 
Ahe Gland Signior to aft as iupremt 
Governor over all ABgypt, makes his re> 
fidence. His palace, though it is but an 
ordinary fh'u£lure, is fpacious, and the 
inner apartments magnificent; it has 
iflio joining to it « very large hall, 
Jleiving as a divan or fenate-houie, in 
which, the Pacha fits piefident. But 
what is moft remarkable in the citadel is 
Ithe well, commonly called Joieph's wdll. 
It IS uncertain who was the author of 
this grand work j but 1 am inclined to 
believe it is not of fo great antiquity ac 
is eqpimo'nly imagined. The form M it 
is a fquare of twenty-iue feet, and the 
whole depth two hundred and eightw* 
five: it is cut entirely out of the fond 
rock, through which, by an eafy wind* 
ing, without the extent of the fquare, 
you deicend for the fpace of one bunched 
and twenty* fix pel pendicuiar feet, after 
which you come to a fquare platform, 
of the fame'dlmenfions as the mouth 
the well, upon which there areconfhintly 
nine or ten oxen at work in turning 
round a wheel, which conveyp the water 
fuiiii owt of the feeond well one hundred 
and ^fty nine feet deep into a largit 
ciifII placed upon the platform, whence 
it is drawn up to the top by an eq[ual 
number of oxen labouring at another 
wheel without the mouth of the well. 
As before the invention of guns this 
citadel muA undoubtedly have beep a 
„ veiy ifrong place, fome Monarch refoived 
to render it almoft impregnable by re¬ 
moving the only difficulty which rendered 
it incapable of maintaining a long liege, 
the want of water. With this view ho 
contiived this well, which, when he had 
with the utmoft labour and expence 
ftnifbol, be tp his great difappointment 
/found the water brackiffi and vnwhole- 
feme- This did not however difeourags 
him from purluing Us defign, in a man« 
nerdiffetent indeed, tmt not iefs cxpsnfive, 
which was to bringyibe water of the 
Nile by anaqucduff,Mit is fnmiffied at 
thif day} the water of Jofeyk’s wsU 
being employed in other ufes, to wl|^ 
its difltfieoable tsile si no objedum- 
Naur tN fouthern waU of tbs ci^ ia>* 
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large fquare buildings the roof of which 
is Topported by federal vail granite pU- 
lar». It is called by the inhabitaisu the 
Divan of Jofephi to whom they at^bute 
every thing which is in the leaft extraor¬ 
dinary, though it is eaiy to diilcover it to 
be Tutkiftt wbikmanfliip, by the gilding 
and ornaments of the roof, and by the 
cornices dikd with infcripcions in' Ara¬ 
bic chara^ers. Hence one has a fine 
view of the whole city of Cairo, which 
at this diliance adbrds a moil noble and * 
magnificent profpeA. The cadle is of 
an irregular ngure, and the. fortifications 
not only very indifferent, but kept in fo 
bad repair, that they are fcarce of itrength 
fuffivient to defend the Pacha frdto the 
infults of the populace.'* 

The following account of the Arabs 
may not be unentertaining to our leaders t ' 

** The Arabs, who form the "chief 
body of the inhabitants of ASgypt, are 
difiingulfhed by the denomination of the 
zifais or hufbandmen, and the bedoweens 
or thofe who live under the tents. The 
zifvJs live in the towns and villages, 
employ themfelves in the cultivation of 
the land and breeding of cattle, and the 
bedoweens pitch their tents upon the 
^erge of the defart, paying to the public 
a certain fum of money for the land 
which they occupy. Though thefc peo- 
have maintained the language, name, 
and foine of the cuftoms of the true 
Arabs, inhabiters of the defart, yet they 
differ from them entirely in their tAn- 
pers and principles, having as many ill 
qualities as the others have good on^. 
They* are univerlally unpoiifhed, brutal, 
and ignorant; guilty of the blackeft 
pieces of treachery} cruel to the Jail 
degree j not fpartng even their own bro. 
ther, if his death vRil turn out any thing 
to their advantage. Their bodies are 
lifually tall and wdl proportioned, but 
their, features irregular, and their com¬ 
plexions very tawny $ their drefs (if they 
have my) CMtfifts in a blue Hurt, which 
they fanen round their middies with a 
lyece of packthread | bur ir the fummer 
tioM' both boys and girls, till the age of 
twelve, go about Hark naked. The- 
women wear veils over their faces, with 
large copper or filver rin'gt in theif 
nolM and ears, md bracelets of the fame' 
saetala about their arms and legs; i»' 
every odwr particular they are drefled 
like tbdr faulbands.. The Seghs «r 
Chiefs of ihe villages are geneiwv dif- 
tinguiflied by. a turban, a Idaek' 
and a piece of bluk and white iiiimt 


which they threw ovtr their fto* aiders iii 
the manner of a cloak.. In th eir .food 
and habitations they exprefs th<s utmofl 
poverty and mi&ry, living iroie like 
Iteafis than human creatures } U.ielr ufual 
food is eggs and a fort of dough cakpS.'

tile oven, and foon after take Hiem out,' 
and devour them with the uttn oil greedi-^ 
nefs. They have al(b a (bit of Ibuir ’ 
cheele, which they produce u pon parti¬ 
cular occafions, and ftinking .buttei','in 
which, upon any extraordinary feftivaJ, 
they fry their eggs. Their houfes arf 
built entirely of mud, and h tve nothing 
within them but the bare walls. It being 
a very great piece of magnificence tO'

JjThe Bedoweens are continu ally at va¬

What to mefeems' 
molt probable is, that they are acquainted 
with fome Jterb, to which thefe veno¬ 
mous creatures have fuch an antipath.y, 
that if they rub their hands or any paix 
of their bodies with it, it incapacitates 
them from biting that part, by thefe 
meajfis infected with an odour which in 
a n^nner luffocates and deprives them of 
their uiual power of hurting. Among 
thefe vipers there arc lome of a fpecies 
peculiar, 1 believe, to JEgypt. They are 
rather lefs than the others, whom they 
relemble exaAly in form and colour, dif. 
fei'ing only about the head, upon which 
they carry two horns *about a quarter of 
an inch long. The venom of thete homed 
vipers is of a far more inveterate nature 
than that of the common fort, infomuch 
that the bite of one of than, notwith- 
^^nding the molt immediate afliftance, it 
inevitable death t the Arabs, however, 
tde|ted thele vvith the fame familiarity as 
they did the others, kt'fingtbsm run be¬ 
tween their fingers, puttmg' them*’Into 
thelf bofoms, and farther, to fttlify noy 
eurihfity, running their fingers into their 
thotitht, whhout the ieait dread or hefi- 
tijBOft."

O NE of the principal objefls of this 
voyage, and without \vhich it 
could not have been fo I'ucceisfully com¬ 
pleted, was, the amicable adjultineat of 
the dij'puies that had I'ublilkd between 
the Courts of Mndnd and London lela- 
tive fo the poflellion of Ntotku Sound 
and territory, a prior right to the -whole 
being chimed by the Spaniaids to the

It is therefore well worthy of remark, 
that for feme lime previous ta, and on

ttrtainmenl, which they had not the moft 
4itihiit ideti of meeting with at fndh a 
** The repaft conftfled of five 
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courfes, contaitiin’g^a fuperfluity of the 
belt provl'ions, ferve^fl with greal ele¬ 
gance : a royal lalnte was fired on drink¬ 
ing ilealth to the Sovereigns of England 
ynd Spain,, and a fitiute of fivcnteen guna 
to the luccols of the lej vicc in which the 
Difc'..vejy and the Chatham were engag¬ 
ed.” After thi.s fiiendly intcrcourle, 
Capt. Vancou ver lent on fliot e his tents, ob- 
fervatory, chronometer, and other inftm- 
meiifs, and every preparation was made 
foiv a temporary I’cttlement, as well to 
repair the l^ips and boats, as to be in 
reading's to negociate and conclude the 
importaiU bulinefs of ceding the territory, 
&c. as |•e<Jlli^ed by the fii (T article of the 
Convention of xSih Odober 1790, be¬ 
tween the two Courts, tind the letter of 
iiiiTru6lion of Count Florida Blanca, the 
S)>aniflii Minilfer, dated the'iath of May 
1791. vA written‘conefpondence then 
totk place, commenced by Signior Qna* 
dll, who in a long letter to Captain 
Vancouver entered into a detail of the 
v.iiious circumilances which had come to 
hia knowledge tefpe£lingto the capture of 
the Argonaut, anrl the Princefs Boyal 
iJrltilh meichantmen, in the year 1789, 
by Don Eitevan Joleph Martinez, who' 
firft took poficflion of the- port of Nootka, 
and, on that poirellion founded the prior 
right of the Crown of Spain, ailing under 
the orders of the Viceroy ol New Spain. ' 
7 'hc letter was aCcoinpanied with feveral 
documents, all calculated to jullify the 
condu^ of Mai tine?, and to criminate 
Captain Colnett commanding the EngJilfi 
vefiel called theArgtpiiut, who, according 
to the Spanifh ftatemcnl, did nut con¬ 
fine his views to the commerce of thy 
countiy, but wiilied to foitlfy hinifelf 
andtoeltablifh an Englilh fa£lory,’' Upoa 
which proceeding Ms#ttnez arrelled him 
and fent him to the Spanifh fettlemcnt ac 
^t. Bli^. He likemlit ofFered to demon- 
Iffate in the molt uncquivocal^manner thak 
the injuries, prejudices, and ufurpatioAil» 
reprefented bjs Captain Meares wereclft- 
mericat. Upon the whole it appears tbae 
both our own and the American, tradetf 
to the North Weft Coaft of America are 
highly eenfurabte for mifcondu^l id tbt 
Spanilh feitlenaenta, and frauds and 
impoi^ions in their traffick with the tth» 
istortned natives of the country j hut it 
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was not the bufinefs of Vancouver to en- 
. ter into retrolpeflive inveftigatioiis ; he 
"^tilereforc very prudently declined them, 
and confined himlelf to the exsSi tenour 
. of his inftruflions, which produced the 
happiell effefls ; for on,.his next viiit to 
Signior Quadra, he r^^nelffed to know 
who Ite intended to leave in pofTcflion of 
the teri'itoiies to f»e ceded to him ; and 
b^ing anfwered, that it would be ^Ir. 
Broughton in the Chatham, he gave di- 
refliors that the llore-lioules'ftiould ho* 


immediately cleared, lind a large new' 
oven built exprefs for the fcivice of his 
people, ordered all the houi'es to he re¬ 
paired, and the gardens to be jnit in order. 
He likewile i'upplicd them with ploistyof 
|7uulfry, black cattle, and fwinc, a^id 
itiid that he OiouKI take only^a /ufHcieut 
quantity for his pafi'age t« the Ihuihwaid, 
leaving the reft, with a large allot tmeiit 
of garden Jetds for Mr. Broughton. In 
addition to thole civilities, SignierQ^a- 
dta with love)ai^SJlani^h^o^hct.ls acc.,m- 
panied the llrililli Commander and his 
oiliects in diii'eiciH excuilioyis to the 
neighbouring villages, and intpduced 
them to tlic chiefs or the piincos of tjie 
ditlridfs. And he finally olfeicd (o ac¬ 
company Captain Vancouver in i.is re- 
fcarches to the fc'utiiw',t,rd, a:;;! to con- 
duvl him to any oi tiie b'puxtiih poits he 
inigl^ wifh to viiit, or to lail firff, and 
wait his airival at any place he Ihotiid 
think proper to appoint, lecoiv.mcrdir.g 
St. Fiancilcu or Monteircy lor that 
purpole. Yet niter all a tl.frneiice of 
opinion between tlie two commantfers 
prevented the completion ttC that iclijtu- 
tion which Captain VaiKouver’s infiiuc- 
tions required ; for Signior Q^mdra of¬ 
fered to furrender only that idtntical 
fpace on which Mr. hJeares’s houle and 
Lioad: woik had been lituated, which 
could not pofhbly bl: conlidered as the' 
ohjdds ^Kpifiled by the teiins tra£/s of 
lariiif tJijhiirs, or f mcfU oj lantif in the 
'’ Jfijrfil: article of the Convention, and thus 
tl^ negociation tereiinated, and our Cap- 
wrote to the Lords of the A.diniialty 
account of bis coftduil, whichefie en-' 


' tdCttned to the care of Mr- Mudge his fiilf 
.i''X|eutenaRt,‘togelher with cxtrails fiom 
^ iinportsht jiaits of' bis journal, 
' and n copy of his Survey of the coafl; a 

g ll'sge was procured for him in a veffei 
und to Chiaafjp^rom whence he was to 
ppOceed wl ^^ tl dil'patch to JSigland, 
the obferves, << that he had 

real^tif indulge the hopes of bis 
'with iVmtber iiillrutiions 
^&Vjffi|c»uiua in thofv regions,” ■ , 


In the mean time the friendly infer-* 
courle continued between the two Cdtn- 
manders, and the aflidance given by 
Signior Quadra to our Navigators in the 
fun her pur (bit of their Voyage of Dif- 
covery was as effeflua], as if no difference 
of feiuiment had arilen refpeiling the 
ccffion of Nootka. 

Accordingly they parted in the moflr 
ccuiial manner, and our Navigators con¬ 
tinued their furvey along the Southern 
Ccafi, the particulars of which areaccn- 
latcly related. On their arrival at a very 
confiderahlc Spanifli lettlement called 
The MifTionot St. Francil'co on the 15th 
of November 1791, early in the morning, 
tli«y found their anchorage to be in a 
molt excellent br.y, iwithm three quai'ters 
cf a mile fixm the neared fliore. The 
hefds of cattle and flocks of flteep giaaing 
on the furruunding hills weie a fight they 
had long been ftrangci s to : thefe indi¬ 
cated the relidencc of their proprietors not 
t« be % remote. On hoifling t!ic colours 
at fun rile a gun was fired, and in a little 
time aflerwaids feveial people vucie feen 
on hoi'feback cuming fiom behind the 
hills down to the beach, who waved their 
hats, and made other lignals for a boat, 
which was immediately lent to the fliore, 
and on irsieiui n, fays tlie Captain, “I was 
favoured with the goed company of a prielt 
of the Older of fit. Francis, and a leigeant 
in the Spanilh army to hreaktait. 'I’he 
reverend Father exprefltd the plcal'iire 
he felt lUt our arrival, and afluied me 
that eveiy rclreflmient and fei vice in the 
power of himlelf 01 Milhon to beflow, 1 
might'^uiirclei vedly command } fince it 
would be conftTiing on them ail a pecu¬ 
liar obligation to allow them to be ler- 
viccablc* The Seigeanr expreifed him- 
ielf ill the molt friendly maiinei, and in- 
foiined me, that, in the ablence of tJ;e 
commandant, he was dirc^ed on cur 
arrival to tender us every accommodation 
the lettlement could afford." On the 
return of the Commandant, he went on 
board the Difcoveiy, repeated the offers 
of lervice that had been made them by 
their ibrmer' viflts, and informed the 
Captain, that Signior Quadra was wait¬ 
ing forhim at the lettlement of Monterrey. 
T'his .pollie reception was .the refult of 
genet ai orders trom the Court of Spain, 
which through Signior Qji^adra bad been' 
communicated to this conimandant and 
to the neighbo uring lettlements and mii^ 
lions confequently our countrymen 
paiicd thtir time \ try agreeably at tint 
place, whilfl: the Ihipi tycre takiiiji^ in 
plenty of wood and water# amd Kfairtnjg

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feme damiges they had ftftained bv tem- 
^itiious weather fince they left Nootka. 
The defcriptioi) of this deilffhtful Ijwt, 
of the hiiiklings, mode of living, and 
other ciicuinffances relative to the Mil¬ 
lion, render the firit chapter of the Jec<^»iKi 
Volume highly enteitaining. The Mil¬ 
lion we are intormed wai founded in 177!t, 
saei IS one of the northfrmijl ft itlfptt'iiti of 
»UV dffcnption^ lonncvl hy the Ctiuii of 
Sf.vu on the cominnital /harn of Norif} 
Wfji Ameiifa, or ibi' IjuiifJs n'tjiteer.t. 
Their next vifil nas to another Ititle- 
ment called the Million of bt. Claia, 
about foity geographical mile;, lioin St. 
Trancilco, to which they rode on hoiTe- 
back ; here they mot with the lame hearty 
welcome, and th<- acccwni»of thc^ountiy, 
its ftate ol cultivation, produces, ant^ 
inanufaSlures carried on by the native 
Indians under the dire£tion of qje leve 
rend Fathtis of the Milfion is equally in- 
tcreffing. “ In tills country the Oak, 
81 timber, appeals to take the lea^^. A 
tree of thisdelcnptinn, neai the elfabliflr- 
iSent, meafured fifteen feet in the giith ; 
and 1 am confident that on our journey 
thither, we palled I'everal of greater mag¬ 
nitude. 'Die timber of thele oaks is 
reputed to be equal in quality to any pio- 
duced in Europe.*’ 

At the fatuous Port of Monterrey, fo 
diftinguiflicd by the Sj^aiii.irJs, the 
Captain had the iatisfaction to find 
his friend Signior Qu^adra, when, after 
reciprocal civilities and the ul'ual naval 
ceremonies had palled between their, 
the Spaniard informed him, that«lie liaci 
received oidersfroin his Ci.urt to capture 
all vefi'cls he fhould find engaged in com¬ 
mercial puiluits on this cuaii, except the 
velTels belonging to the people of Great 
Britain, who weie to proceed without 
the lead inteiruption or molelbticn. 
Thele orders induced both gentlemen {0 
believe that their relpe£)ive Soveicigns 
had adjulfed, and finally concluded every 
arrangement with refiwit to the territories 
at Nootka; and this opinion cemented liill 
more clolely their perfonal attachment. 

Captain Vancouver now judged it 
projier to forward ftelli difpatches to the 
Admiralty, as it was only by fuoii com¬ 
munications, that any juft or re^fonable 
cbnclufiun could be drawn, either in 
n;rpe6t t« the national advantages which 
were likely to refult from a further pro- 
locution of cotnmeicial purluits in thele 
regions, or of the moft proper iit&ations 
for the parpofe of eliablilhing permanent 
eftabliftiments on the coaft, to protect 
upd facilitate the tiade^ if carried into 


execution. He had llkewife obtained the 
poiTcflion of all the charts of the Spanifh 
difeuveries to the northward of his own 
relcaiches. 

Lieutenant Broughton then commander 
of the Chatliarii \yas entrufted with thele 
documents and the difpatches, and the 
liberal condutl of th/Suanilh Commander 
upon fhi.> octafion ucl'erves recital in 
CajitSin V^ancouver's own words 1 “ On 
^his cccafion, I requcllvd Signior Quadra, 
il it weie compatible with his inclination, 
and the diTpofition of the Spaniih Court, 
that Mr. Broughton lliould be peimiffed 
to take his palihge by the way of New 
Spain to England. To this Signior 
QUiadia, without the lealt helitation, and 
ill irfic iiiolt friendly manner, replied, that 
Mr. Broughtiin might accomuany him to 
Si. Bias, wMiere he would fipply him 
with inoi\ey, and every otlv r requifite in 
his power, whicn could contribute to 
render iiis laborious journey acrofs the 
continent of America as plealant as could 
be expefied from the nature of the under¬ 
taking,” , Before Ms departure Mr. 
Bioiighw>n alio hacif the fatisfaflion of 
accompanying the two Commanders and 
leveial EngliHi and Spaniih officers on an 
agreeable excuilion to St. Carlos near 
Monteiiey. AnSshgaiit engraved view, 
of this Mifiion illuftrates the deicription 
of the country. _ 

To fill up the raeafure of Signior Ma¬ 
dia's liberality, he rctufed to receive, or 
to fuffer any of his countrymen to receive 
any^ money, or to deliver in any .account 
of the ftoi'es, cattle, and refreihmente 
from time to rime delivered for the ufe of 
the vcll'cls under lilie command of Captain 
Vancouver,and all his remoiiftrances to this 
efiVil Ally produced this generous reply, 

‘‘ That the only fetilirutni in which he 
could poffibly engage was that of feeing 
we were a,ccommoda;ed to the extent of 
our wiihes with every fupply thti coun- 
tiy could beftow, and that repayment 
would be moft amply made, by the pro- 
iniied iuccefs attendinjpevery creature and 
produ£Hon, that we had either lectived 
for ou^own ufe, or (hat were deftlned for 
offier purpufes." It is the more eft'ential 
to record this tranfa^ion as bur Naviga¬ 
tor met witl^a very different and even a 
rude reception in tlie month of Oefobar 
1793, from the then commandant of 
Monterrey, when theysanchoied 4ii the 
bay, tiArly in the fame fput, and in the 
vicinity of the Piclidio of St. Francifeo, 
where they had been i'o hdl'pitably enter#, 
taineff during tl)« months of Novembei; 
and December of the preceding yearl ■ , ,1 
E c e a SdtAe' 
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!s Some of the chapters of the feconcl 
Yolume neceflarily oblige the reader to 
'^recede from the future progrefs of the 
Diicovery, in order to levicw the pall tran- 
iaiHonit cf the Chaihain during her iepa- 
ration Ifom theComm.'Hfdcr! they piifed 
company in a heavy^gale of wind oH’ the 
entrance of Cf)lund>ia liiver on the aid 
ofOtlobcr 179a, and fiom that time to 
the rejoluing the Diicovery in Muntlriey 
Bay about the latter end cf November,, 
^Ir. Broughton had explored that liver, 
af far as it was navigabic in the Ch uliam, 
and where it was not he had made ixciir- 
iiona in the cutter and the boats belonging 
to her. The dtfrripilf'n of the country 
op, iu fiiores, and of the inhabitants of 
the fiew Indian villages they vifited, uf- 
ferda ample gratification io laudable 
cnriofity. 

, By the additiopal inllrnflions from the 
Lords of the Admiralty recited in VoJ. I. 
Captain Vancouver was to expeft the 
arrival of the Ditdalus Itorefhip either at 
Nootkaorat feme of the Sandwich iiiands, 
- Aic was to dciiver as much oLherucargo 
as the Dil'covtry and Chathami might 
want, and afterwards to remain under Uis 
command till hr (liould judge it convenient 
to fend her with a ficfh (lock of cattle, 
and other provifions idr the ufe of the 
Colony at Port Jackfon in Botany Bay. 
The J^asdalus aj rived at Ncotka during 
the firft ablence of Captain Vancouver in 
the puriuit cf his di!ccvej:ies ; but a 
raelaijcholy event had taken place during 
her voyage, of which an account is given 
ia Cliapter IV. of this volume, from the 
narrative of Mr 'I'honias New the nialttr; 
he.Hares that the Dsedalirs piccceded linm 
Owhyhee, where Mr. Ileigcllieceivtd the 
orders Captain Vane uver had Jtff there 
dor him, to the N. W. lide ot U''cu'fjo\ 
op the 7th cf May 179a ll»c anivid in 
the bay, and Mr. Kcrgtft at fitll deter¬ 
mined iwt to anchor there, as he 
federed the iuliabitants of that neighbour* 
^od to be tl'.e mod favage and deceitful 
amonglt tlic^Jandwicb iflands i but 
W^ortBnattly he atcrsi^ardsrccedcd from 
fpiwiier wtie relo‘ution, and ovdeied* 
4 ^Slip to be anchcred, 'I' he cutter w^ 
ifidi.dill'iOut ahd veered adtrn frr the con- 
■stjijdipce of purchajytg waifr li'om the 
TRiwvtjs, but before three calks were filkd, 
vii^Ich was I'oon ibfue, he oidered the 
esidter aicngitde, the full calks to be taken 
iftuf and rJi^ced by empty enA; and 
(wdi^rpanied by Mr. Gooch, he 
Jhori? and another bcat^ was 
for the purpefe of ebutning 
continued, 


making purchafi^s of refrefliments nnt!f 
near dark. At this time the cutter re* 
turned, with only five perlbns inilead of 
the eight who had gone on fliore in her, 
fioni whom wi!. teamed the ciiftrefllng 
inreliigence, that Mr. Hergtll, Mr. 
Got'ch the allroneiner, and two of the 
boat's Clew being landed unarmed with 
two oi the water calks to fill, their dtn 
fenceleti fituation was perceived by the 
natives v/ho immediately attacked them, 
kdied one of the people, and carried oflP 
the two gentlemen. The other feaman, 
being a veiy (lout a£live man, made his 
ctcape through a great number of thefe 
favAges, fled to the boat, and with two 
obhers landed again, with two mufleets, 
and with- an ihteiftion to refeue their 
dflicers, and to lecover the body of their 
melfmate. They foon perceived that both 
Mr. Hergeft and Mr. Gooch were yet 
alive amongll a vail concourfe of inhabi¬ 
tants, who were dripping them, and forc¬ 
ing thorn ,up the hills behind the village: 
they endeavoured to get near the multi¬ 
tude, but were lb aflailed by flones from 
the croud, who had now gained the fur¬ 
rounding hilU, that they were under the 
painful neceflity of retiring ; and as night 
was fall apprf'fcching, they thought it 
moft advilable to leiurn on board, Mr. 
New immediately aflembled all the offi- 
cers, to conl'ulr'with them what was belt 
to be done. It was agreed to Hand olf and 
on with the fliipduiing the night, and in 
the inoj King to lend the cutter well manned 
and armed on fhore, and if poflible ta 
recoveritheir unfoitunate commander and 
his corfipanicn. An old Lhiel belonging 
to Attowai, who had been on board lince 
the Daedalus entered the Bay, went allb 
in the boat as an interpreter, and to em¬ 
ploy his good offices. He was firft landed, 
and went towards the natives, of whom 
he,demanded the abfent gentlemen ; on 
which he was informed that tliey were 
both killed the preceding night. Having 
deliveied this mcfTage, he was lent back 
to demand their bodies i bttt was told 
in "reply, that t]tey had been cut in 
pieces, and divided amongft feven difle- 
lent chiefs. 

Thuif* tej-mlnated this horrid tranfac- 
tion ; and we find that on hisfecond vifit 
to the Sandwich Iflands Capt. Vancouver 
faileci to U'^oaboo for the exprei's purpofe 
of feekii^ for and puniflting the mur¬ 
derers. Three of them were accordingly, 
vTith the confent of the Chiefs of tM 
ifland, apprehended, carried on board the 
Di'fcovery, tried and executed fifteen 
montbi mtf the melttncholy event. The 

whole 
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>wliole proceeding is detailed in Chapter 
VIII, ol this Volume, and it is of par¬ 
ticular importance, as Tome of our bro¬ 
ther Reviewers have arraigned the con¬ 
duit of t^* Captain upon this occafion, 
the ohlervatlons we have to fubmit to the 
public upon this, and other tranfaiVions 
with the rude inhabitants of I'uch lemote 
regions, vifited by civilized Europeans, 
or Americans, for the piirpofes of com¬ 
merce, or the improvemL-iit of navigation, 
wc rei'erve for our concluding review of 
the third and lalt volume. 

A fmall degree of iiregularity is dif- 
cernable in the onler of relating the pro- 
grefs of the whole voyage, which t^ae 
jiidicious reader will ealily reilify by 
adverting to the cha}Aer^whiclk contain 
digrcdlons from the main fubjeif, atid* 
leparating them fiom the progielhve fur- 
veys of the coails olNorth Welt Ameiiea, 
during the refiiecfive lummers of the yeais 
1794, 3, 4, and 5. For iuiiauce, the re- 
futnption of the Vojage of DifAivery 
commences at Chapter 11 . Boai the fouttht 
which in faff is the elevenlh chapter of 
Vol. II. and there does not appear to be 
any realbn for the primary divifion into 
books, extending throug^h the thice vo¬ 
lumes. It is only after the departure of 
Lieut. Broughton witli tlie difpatches for 
England, and a fecond vifit to the Sand¬ 
wich Iflands, that the Dilcoveiy and the 
Ciiatham, then ctimmanclcd by Lieutenant 
Puget, failed to the noithwaid ; they 
took their departure from thofu illdhds on 
the 30th of Much 1793 ; the Chatham, 
as on the firmer voyage, was deychwl 
to take a different track from the Dif- 
covery, and the rendezvous was fixed to 
be at Nootka, where Ihe arrived firlt j 
and Lieut. Puget, alter repairing fome 
damage the keel of his vedel had I’uifained, 
and leaving with a Spanifh officer, by 
whom they were faithfully deliveiecl, a 
letter, journal, and other papers for the 
Captain, he purlued his voyage alone to 
the North Well Coaft of America. Few 
occurrences worthy of particular notice 
bad taken place during Mr. Puget’s 
reparation, but at Nootka Captain Van¬ 
couver found another opportunity to for¬ 
ward difpatches to the AdmiraltjT, con- 
taming a brief abltra£l of their tranfac- 
tions from the commencement to the 
month of May 1793. The Difeovery 
joined the Chatham in Fitzhugh’s Sound, 
the latter end of this month, wheti they 
again found it neceffary to lay to, in a 
place called Refblution Cove, for repairs 
. to tlte Difeovery, and during their ftay 
there two boat cxcurlions were ^»ade into 


the country, by a canal which they 
thought proper to name Butrke'i Canal, 
in honour of the celebrated Edmund 
Buike j they were now in latitude 51 
deg. 56 i min. N. longitude 234 deg. 
9 rnin. Many ofisthe inhabitants viiitm 
them in a frie'ndly iminner, and appeared 
to be of a different ra^e fic m thole they 
had ften to the fouthward, uied a different 
language, and were tot.iliy unacquainted 
with that of Nootka: they brought Ikina 
for Tale ) amongff them was that of the 
animal from whtnee the wool is piocured* 
with which the woollen garments worn 
by the inhabitants of North Well Aineric* 
are made. Our Navigators at firlt fup- 
jioled them to belong to tome animal ofthe 
canine race, but on mcaluring them they 
vi'ere found ,^0 be too large } they were 
either entinly white or of a cream colour, 
but lb mutilated that it was impolfible to 
afeertain the fpecics, and it appeared very 
lingular, that in the regions of New 
titorgia, where the principal part of the 
people’s clothing is iiKide of wool, they 
never few «he ammal, nor rt>e fkin from 
which tln; law material was procured. 

'Ihe following account of a female 
party who came on board the Difeovery, 
points out the only eliential difference 
between thele, ana the other tribes of 
Indians dcicnbed by C.’.ptain Vancouver, 
and former Navigators. “ Thole oft the 
women who appeate.l cf tlte molt confe- 
qucnce bad adopted a vety fingular mode' 
of ornamenting their faces. A horizon* 
tal iucifion is made about three tenths of 
an inch below the upper part of the under 
lip, extending from one corner of the 
month to the otheT, entirely through the 
flcfli ; thus orifice is then by degree* 
ftretchea I'ulficienily to admit an orna¬ 
ment made of wood, which is confined 
clofe to the gums of,the lower jaws, and 
whole exiernal iurface projeifs horizon¬ 
tally. Thefe wooden ornaments afe oval,, 
and refemble a fmall oval platter or dilh 
made concave on both fides i they are of' 
various fizes, but the ifballeft I was able 
tp procure was abou]; two inches valid a, 
haj^fj tfle largeft was three inches and.^ 
four tenths in length, and ai\inch andi^i 
half broad 5 the others decrcaled in breadil^ 
in'proportion*© rhtir»lcngth. They avefc 
about four tenths of an inch in thicknefs. 
and have a groove along the middle of 
the outline edge, for the purpole of re¬ 
ceiving the divided lip. TIitefe hideouk 
appendages are made of fig, and neatly 
polifhed, but prefent a nioff nnnatui^l 
appearance and are an inftance of bumas) 
abl’utdiiy, that would kaicely be credited 
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Without octfufar proof.** In theeveKin5 
of the i^thof Jijne, the Chatham’s cutter, 
and the Diicovtry’s cutler returned from 
ah excurf-cn, which, Irefides having been 
tery iatigiiing ai.d laboiiou--, was fen- 
deied very dlilircfling by the melancholy 
lols of one ul their ti^amen, who had been 
wifbriunately pollened by eating iiiurcles.

Elvira 
determines on a religious life, to expiate 
her guilt in having lived with Pizarro ; 
and the piece concludes with a funeral 
ceremqpy in honour of Rolla. 

The fable of this play was not origi> 
nallydt rived from the authentic hiAory 
of the Con(]ueit of Peru, but from the 
inte’relting roijiance of Marmontel. Con* 
fidering that the flory was not to be in¬ 
vented, and allb how Itiii’lly the original 
dramajs followed, it ctmnot but cxeitc 
foine lurprize that it iliould have em¬ 
ployed the altcicr fo many months. It 
caiinqf’ how ever be denied that thedr.ima, 
though originally too l.mg, is very in- 
teretting, and at prelent in many re- 
particularly well timed.' It is 
fuppoited by a ftrong vein of poetry, by 
impaffiontd fentirnems, and by many 
pafl'ages of beautiful fimplicity, that 
rtiakc their way to the heart. The de¬ 
corations were fplendid and appropiiate, 
and the acting, particuhriy by Mr.

VIENNA, APRIL 24. ’ 

A LETTER fi'om Maribal Suwar- 
rott, dated Vdiggio, April i8, 
IlAtes, that the French had rcpalTed 
the Adda, after throwing fifteen thou 
fand men into Maniua, and five thuu- 
land intoPefchiera; and that the Mar- 
ihai was preparing to follow them, after 
leaving Gen. Kray with a corps of about 
twenty thoufand men to iiivell thofc two 
laces. Marflial Suwarrow’s patfoles 
ad been puflied as far as Cremona, 
and Gen. K.l'.;nau’s, toathe ntigribour* 
hood of Bi'logiia, ‘.vitboiit mfeting any 
Confidcrabie budv of the enemy. *Hy 
accounts received in the evening of the 
fame day, it appears rhjt the enemy 
were employed in throwing up en¬ 
trenchments at L'ldiand CalT-inif. Mar- 
fiial Su war row, w:ih a body of between 
forty-five and fifty thoufand men, was 
to have maichcd cm the ii;tii to Monta 
Chiaro, on the Chiefa, in order to oc-. 
«upv Hrefcia, and then to advance on 
the- Oglio and Adda. 

VIENNA, APRIL 26. 

His Royal Highnefs the Archduke 
Charles has reported the»f >ilowing par¬ 
ticulars relative to the taking of Schaf- 
haufen -As the enemy ftill retained 
poOTcliion of the town of Sch'*fhmfen 
and the fuburb of Confiance, called 
Petcr{haulen,^oth lltuated on die right 
bank of the Rhine, with an ^parent 
view to afiemble there,and particularly 
in Schafhaufen, a number of troops, 
and to make an advantageous attack 
from both points upon the corps of 
Lieut. Gen. Count Nauendorf, which 
wsia polled in the neighbourhood,, his 
Royal Highnefs direfted that the enemy 
ihould be driven from thoi'e two points, 
and that their fiatious fiiould be occu ■ 
pied by our troops. In confequence of 
thia arrangement, l^ieut. Gen. Count 
I^aoendorf was charged to £ider Lieut. 
Gcu. Count Bailict to advance againlf 
Schafhaufen with a confiderable body 
of light infantry and cavalry, fupported 
by four battalions of the line, and fume 
raferve artillery. He obeyed thefe or- 
dera, and fummoned the enemy to 
abandon the town in the courfe of half 
an hour, and to rftire to the fefc bank 
of the river. The Officer who com¬ 
manded io Schaf haiifcn fougbr to gain

time by negotiation, with a view t 4 
draw unto hiftfelf a reinforcementjt 
but Lieur. Gen. «Cotint Bailtet, avvarb

killed and wounded, and one hundred 
taken prtflmers; feventeen pieces of 
cannon,^ and arms of various defcrlp* 
tions, were t..ken.

Gen. Count 
B tiiict particularizes fpirited conduit 
a private t.f the regiment of Licy, 
vvlni.viduriunly fwsm acnofs the Rhine* 
ant), lyiifcr the jpreteftion of our fire, 
Iroiened two veffels which were on the 
left bank, and got back with them aa 
far as'the middle of t!i« river, where;* 
however, the ciArent drove him agamft 
the burning bridge, which fet fire to 
the two velleli.

SIR, 

Having received orders from Captain 
Cobbe, of his Majefty*! ihip Glatton, 
to proceed from Yarmouth Roads, and 
pot myfelf under the command of Cap* 
tsrin Sotheron, of tbeLatoua, 1 left Yar* 
niOuth op the liith inft. and on the 
tfio/niog of the i2th I obferved a brig 
in tile afl of capturing a merchant flooj^ 
about eight or nine leagues off Win* 
lertoD: i immediately made all fail, 
and at half pad one brought her toelofe 
a<!iion,«pruving to be a French privateer 
of 16 guns, of lix and nine pounders: 
we continued in clofe aflion an hour 
and forty minutes, when, after every 
exertion being ufed, her fuperiiHrity of 
failing, together with having the sd* 
vantage of the wind, die accomplilhed 
her eicape, though, I flatter rnyfeif, in 
that ihattered flare as to render her 
incapable of' continuing her cruizci 
We continued in chace of her till mid* 
night, when it came on thick and foggy 
weathel, wc lofl flght of her. Ac day¬ 
light in the morning, we perceived ^

incelTantly .‘roin ^le time it left the Teni- 
t|^e Gardens, Severai ether corps ioliowed 
^(in after j and at half pad eight the 
vraoie were on4lieground. The necelfary 
agreeably to the official 
^4%ul»tions weie then madci and about 


ten minutes pad nine his Majedy ap¬ 
peared, attended by the Prince of Wales, 
the Dukes of Yoik, Kent, CunibL-iland, 
and GJoucedcr, a number of General 
Officers, and a formidable detachment of 
the Life Guards. The line being formed, 
a cannon* was ‘fired, to announce the 
approach of the King : on which all the 
corps immediately fhouldered in perfeft 
pider, and the artillery then fired a royal 
lalute of twenty-one guns. A lecond 
gun was fired on his Majedy’s arrival in 
front of the line, and each corps immedi* 
ately prelented arms, with drums beating 
and iiAillc playing.* A third cannon was 
fired, as the'fignu for fhouldering, which 
was pronmtly obeyed. His Majedy 
having palled alpng tiw line, and returned 
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by & central point in front, a fourth can¬ 
non was fired, as a fignaf to load j and 
upon the fifth gun being fired, the diffe¬ 
rent corps began to fire vuUies in fuccef- 
fion from ri^ht to left. Th 4 fame load¬ 
ing and firing were repeated, upon the « 
fixth and feventh cannons being fired : in 
all fifty-nine rounds. On the eighth 
cannon being fired, three cheers were 
given, and the inufic played God Save 
the King.” The corps then palTed hif 
Majelty in Grand divifions, in a molt 
excellent manner, under the direction of 
General Dundas, who headed them on 
horfeback ; after which they filed off to 
the dations rel'peftively allotted tor them. 
The whole of the evolutions pointed ou^ 
to them in the genera! prdys having been 
performed, and another royal fiilute of, 
twenty-one guns firetl, his Majefty, after 
exprelfmg the higheit fatisfaftioy at the 
martial appearance and excellent condit6t 
of this loyal and patriotic army,departed 
from the ground at a quarter befor» one, 
amidfl the joyous Ihouts and affe^ionati. 
greetings of the people, who afTeinbled on 
the occafion to the amount of upwards or 
100,000, including all the beauty and 
fafhion of the metropolis. The light was 
truly grand and highly grateful j and, 
notwithltanding the evolutions were 
confiderably impeded by the high wind 
and fome rain, the whole weve performed 
in a manner that itfiefls ‘much credit 
upon every corps prefent, whole conduit 
fully entitles them to the very haq^lfome 
compliment of his Royal Highnefs the 
Commander in Chief, paid them by order 
of his Majefty, in the Gazette oft that 
evening. The ground was kept clear by 
the London and Weftininlter, and South¬ 
wark Volunteer Corps of Cavalry, who 
prelervcd the lines from being infringed 
by the immenfe multitude wiio crowded 
the Park. ^ ^

The Attorney-General feid, he had

for one year in the Tower of London f 
that he Ihould pay a fine of loool. ; that 
at tlie expiration of his ynprilbnment he 
Ihould give fecurity for his good beha- 
viourjor leven years,iiimfck in io,oool. 
and two fufteties in 5000!. each j. and that 
he fliouhf be further imprifoned till the 
faid tecurity was given and the fine 
paid. 

The fentence upsnMr. FergulTonwas, 
thrt he ihoi^d pay a fine of tool. ; that 
he Ihould be imprifoned for one year in 
the King’s Bench Pril'on ; that aft the 
expiration of his impriibnment he fhouUl 
give Iccurity for his good behaviour for 
leven years, himielf in 50^1!. and two 
fiirefties in Z50I. each i and that he fliould 
be imprifoned till the faid fecurity was 
given and the fine*paid. ^

The Duke relided 
in Charles Street, Fitaroy Square, fnd 
had been married to a i eipeftable|.Engli(h 
Lady a few months. A Coroner’s In- 
queft was held Sn ^his body, .which 
brought hi a verdKft of Lunarv. It is 
iiippoi'cd that eniharraflinent in his affairs 
led li'in commit this rath ail. ,
